PENNSYLVANIA DELAWARE TO ADD 

CONSIDERS GAMING SPORTS BEHING, 

EXPANSION TABLE GAMES 


The following was submitted 
bj Salvatore M. DeBunda, first 
vice-president and general counsel 
of the Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association, which rep¬ 
resents horse owners and trainers at 
Philadelphia Park. 

Recently, I had the privilege 
of testifying at a public hear¬ 
ing held by the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives, 
Gaming Oversight Committee, 
where I spoke on behalf of the 
nearly 4,000 members of the 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. 

I conveyed to lawmakers our 
association’s serious concerns 
over House Bill 1317, currently 
before the committee. In short, 
this legislation jeopardi 2 es the 
historic revival currently under¬ 
way in Pennsylvania’s horse 
racing industry, and threatens 
horse racing’s unique contribu¬ 
tions to Pennsylvania’s econo¬ 
my and quality of life. 

H.B. 1317 would greatly 
expand video gaming in the 
commonwealth by legaliz¬ 
ing video lottery and poker 
machines at bars, restaurants 
and private social clubs licensed 
by the state Liquor Control 
Board. This would add up to 
70,000 video lottery machines 
in the commonwealth and 
assuredly siphon revenue away 
from the 18,800 slot machines 
currently operating at the state’s 
existing casinos. 

Under a state law called 
the Pennsylvania Race Horse 
Development and Gaming 
Act, passed in 2004, a percent¬ 
age of revenues from these 
existing machines goes to 
support various aspects of 
Thoroughbred and harness 
racing in Pennsylvania. In just 
the two and a half years since 
the first casino in Pennsylvania 
opened in November 2006, we 


have wimessed a remarkable 
transformation in the horse 
racing and breeding industry in 
Pennsylvania that has had pro¬ 
found impacts on the agricul- 
mre sector and other aspects 
of the Pennsylvania economy. 

In adopting the Pennsylvania 
Race Horse Development and 
Gaming Act, the legislamre spe¬ 
cifically sought to enhance the 
horse racing industry through 
Limited gaming at race tracks 
and a set number of stand¬ 
alone facilities. This was a clear 
recognition of the amazing 
contributions and potential 
future contributions the horse 
racing industry makes to the 
economy of Pennsylvania. 

Act 71 has resulted in larger 
purses, incentives for breed¬ 
ing Pennsylvania horses, and 
a horsemen’s health care and 
pension fund. The dedicated 
revenues have also enabled 
rebuilding of the infrastruc¬ 
ture of the racing industry in 
Pennsylvania, including more 
than $25 million in improve¬ 
ments at Philadelphia Park. In 
addition, thanks to increased 
purses and revenues, the 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association last 
year launched the Turning 
for Home program. Now a 
national model, the Turning for 
Home program takes retired 
or injured horses and, through 
partnerships with non-profit 
horse retirement programs 
around the country, finds new 
careers for them as pleasure, 
show or riding horses. 

H.B. 1317 threatens the 
remarkable progress we have 
made in breathing new Hfe into 
the horse racing industry in 
Pennsylvania and the positive 
impacts on the state’s econo¬ 
my that has accompanied that 
progress. 


D elaware’s three race 
tracks-Delaware Park 
and the harness facilities 
Dover Downs and Harrington 
Raceway—are expected to 
become full-fledged casinos by 
this fall, offering table games 
as well as sports betting along 
with slots. 

Delaware is one of four 
states, and the only one in the 
East, exempt from a federal 
ban on sports betting enacted 
in 1992. (The exemption also 
includes Montana, Nevada and 
Oregon.) 


E ffective June 1, the 
Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission has 
instituted a ban on the adminis¬ 
tration of corticosteroids with¬ 
in seven days of a race. 

Commonly injected into 
joints to alleviate swelling, cor¬ 
ticosteroids have strong anti¬ 
inflammatory effects. 


R eed Ringlet, a longtime 
horseman most recently 
employed in the stal- 
hon division of Darley, has 
joined the Fasig-Tipton mar¬ 
keting department at the auc¬ 
tion company’s headquarters in 
Lexington, Ky. 

Fasig-Tipton described the 
hiring as part of an expanding 
mission to enhance services to 
its consignors and buyers. 


A bill enabhng the gambling 
expansion was approved by 
the Delaware legislamre this 
spring, and signed into law by 
Governor Jack Markell on May 
14. The Delaware Supreme 
Court subsequently ruled that 
a proposed sports-betting lot¬ 
tery doesn’t conflict with the 
state constimtion. 

The new law gives the race 
tracks exclusive rights to casino 
gambhng and sports betting in 
the state. 


The Racing Medication and 
Testing Consortium is still in 
the process of developing a 
model rule regarding the use of 
corticosteroids, which include 
dexamethasone, prednisone 
and triamcinolone. 

Pennsylvania’s new regula¬ 
tion applies to Penn National, 
Philadelphia Park and Presque 
Isle Downs.

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BROAD BRUSH LEFT 
MAJOR LEGACY IN HIS 
NATIVE MARYLAND 


B road Brush, the one-time 
nationally leading sire 
who was euthani 2 ed on 
May 15 at Gainesway Farm 
near Lexington, Ky, had not 
set foot in his native Maryland 
for more than 20 years. 

But the 26-year-old son of 
Ack Ack out of the Hoist the 
Flag mare Hay Patcher left an 
indelible mark on the state. 

Pensioned from stalhon 
duty since June 2004, Broad 
Brush sired two Maryland- 
bred milhonaires - Concern 
($3,079,350) and Include 
($1,659,560)-and was the 
grandsire of two-time Eclipse 
Award-winning steeplechaser 
and 2008 Maryland-bred horse 
of the year Good Night Shirt. 

He appears in the pedigrees 
of numerous other successful 
Maryland-bred runners. 

One of the most accom- 
phshed, and toughest, race 
horses ever to hail from Mary¬ 
land, Broad Brush-bred and 
owned throughout his racing 
career by Robert E. Meyerhoff 
and trained by Richard W. 


Small-won or placed in 24 of 
27 starts, earning $2,656,793, at 
the time an earnings record for 
a Maryland-bred. In addition 
to his 12 stakes wins, which 
included Grade 1 victories in 
the Meadowlands Cup Handi¬ 
cap, Wood Memorial Invita¬ 
tional Stakes, Suburban Handi¬ 
cap and Santa Anita Handicap 
(defeating evenmal horse of 
the year Ferdinand), Broad 
Brush finished third in both 
the Kentucky Derby and Preak- 
ness. 

After entering stud at 
Gainesway in 1988, he created 
a legacy that includes 93 stakes 
winners, 73 stakes-placed run¬ 
ners, and the earners of $68.7 
million. Thirty-seven of his 
stakes winners are graded or 
group winners. As a brood¬ 
mare sire. Broad Brush is rep¬ 
resented by 64 stakes winners 
and the earners of $46.3 mil- 
hon. 

Broad Brush was the lead¬ 
ing sire in the nation in 1994, 
the year Concern won the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl.

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GRAYSON-JOCKEY CLUB RESEARCH 
FOUNDATION ANNOUNCES 
ADDITIONAL STUDY ON SURFACES 


rayson-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation is 
providing $50,000 to fund 
an innovative research project 
designed to create a state-of- 
the-art method of assessing 
race track surfaces. The proj¬ 
ect is being conducted by Dr. 
Sue Stover, Dr. Mont Hubbard, 
Dr. Shrinivasa Upadhyaha and 
Jacob Setterbo at the University 
of CaHfornia-Davis. 

The researchers seek to rep¬ 
licate synthetic and dirt race¬ 
track surfaces in a laboratory 
setting. Successful vahdation 
of the laboratory ‘‘track in a 
box’’ will enable the study of 
factors that affect hoof impact, 
and thus propensity for injury. 


on race track surfaces in a care¬ 
fully controlled environment. 

The track in a box is designed 
to gather data from simulated 
hoof impacts on different sur¬ 
face materials. Subsequently, 
hoof impact data will be used 
in a computer model of the 
equine forelimb to predict fet¬ 
lock joint angle and suspensory 
hgament and digital flexor ten¬ 
don strains with different race 
surface properties. 

“We beheve that, eventually, 
standard mechanical properties 
can be determined, and race 
track surface manufacturers 
can engineer surface materials 
that will minimize fetlock inju¬ 
ries in race horses,” said Stover. 


The model and simulation 
can be used to determine these 
optimal, standard mechanical 
properties. “Conducting this 
research in a laboratory setting 
can simulate an infinite number 
of race surfaces without having 
to build and test entire new race 
courses,” Stover explained. 

Additionally, the computer 
model can allow for testing 
of extremes, which would not 
be appropriate if actual horses 
were being used. 

In reference to how this 
project interfaces with exist¬ 
ing science and other recently 
launched efforts funded by 
industry organizations. Dr. 
Stover stressed: “This labora¬ 
tory study complements the 
efforts of Drs. Mick Peterson 
and C. Wayne Mcllwraith, who 
are conducting composition 
analysis and performance test¬ 
ing of existing race surfaces 
to promote consistency and 


reduce injury rates. These 
efforts are important for direct 
feedback to race track manage¬ 
ment teams, but are limited 
to existing race surfaces under 
varying environmental condi¬ 
tions. 

“In the laboratory, many 
new factors-for example, new 
surfaces and horseshoes-can 
be smdied that optimize trac¬ 
tion while reducing injury 
risk. Laboratory smdies also 
control the environmental cir¬ 
cumstances, thus avoiding the 
confounding of the results 
incurred by the multiple envi¬ 
ronmental variants in namral 
race track settings.” 

The recently launched proj¬ 
ect is being added to the 17 oth¬ 
ers that the foundation earlier 
announced it would be funding 
in 2009. The total allocation 
for aU 18 will be $924,894 this 
year.

MAGIC WEISNER 



I t had all the earmarks of a 
classic Cinderella story. Salt- 
of-the-earth Maryland horse¬ 
woman Nancy Alberts bred 
Ja 2 ema, a daughter of Bold 
Forbes whom she had acquired 
for one dollar, to the tough 
local stakes winner Ameri Valay 
based entirely on the fact that 
the two horses had “made eyes 
at each other” while stabled 
side-by-side in a Laurel Park 
test barn one afternoon. The 
resulting foal, named Magic 
Weisner in honor of the veteri¬ 
narian who brought him back 
from serious illness as a foal, 
developed into a gutsy rocket 
ship of a runner who became 
the best horse Alberts has ever 
bred, owned or trained. 

The bay gelding made six 
starts as a 2-year-old in 2001, 
ending his campaign with a 
win in the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes. But it 
was as a sophomore in 2002 
that Magic Weisner thrust him¬ 
self, rider Phil Teator, and a 
somewhat reluctant Alberts 
into the national spothght. He 
reeled off consecutive victories 
in the Goss L. Stryker, Deputed 
Testamony and Private Terms 
Stakes. In the Federico Tesio 
Stakes at Pimhco that April, he 
finished a game second after 
a wide trip. Shortly thereaf¬ 
ter, Alberts was contacted by 
the agent of jockey Richard 
Mighore, who had ridden run¬ 
ner-up Smoked Em. Mighore 
was so impressed with Magic’s 
effort in the Tesio that he pur¬ 
sued the opportunity to ride 
him. 

Alberts had wisely nominat¬ 
ed her stable star to the Triple 
Crown, although the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl was not part of the 
plan. 

“I didn’t want to go to the 
Derby,” she said, “because the 
fields are always too crowded. 
I didn’t think he had enough 
earnings anyway, but that didn’t 
matter. I reaUy never wanted 
to go.” 

Bob Baffert-trained War 
Emblem, a nearly black stealth 


bomber, ran away with the 
2002 Run for the Roses and 
was favored to capture the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl as well. 

When Magic Weisner pow¬ 
ered down the Preakness stretch 
under new rider Mighore and 
missed War Emblem by just 
three-quarters of a length, the 
Pimhco crowd went berserk. 

Alberts’s homebred earned 
his career-high speed figure 
of 108 in that duel, leaving 
Mighore anxious to pilot him 
again in the Belmont Stakes-Gl 
three weeks later. Bumped at 
the break and forced wide. 
Magic Weisner still held on for 
fourth behind Sarava, Medagha 
d’Oro and Sunday Break (Jpn), 
but ahead of War Emblem, 
who finished fifth after going 
to his knees when the gate 
opened. 

The media bhtz that fol¬ 
lowed the Triple Crown was 
something for which the obses¬ 


sively hard-working Alberts 
had no point of reference. 

“Every day I’d go home 
and my recorder was full. I 
would call back as many as I 
could, but there were 10 or 
11 caUs from the media every 
day.” After dihgently trying to 
answer aU letters and e-mails 
from fans, she pointed Magic 
Weisner toward Thistledown’s 
Ohio Derby-G2 on July 20. 
Never farther back than sec¬ 
ond, he bested Wiseman’s Ferry 
and The Judge Sez Who with 
Mighore again in the irons. 

With his stellar season earn¬ 
ing him a berth in Monmouth 
Park’s summer classic, the 
Haskell Invitational-Gl, Magic 
and Alberts rode the wave to 
the Jersey shore. Guided this 
time by Mike Luzzi, Magic 
fought hard but crossed the 
wire three and a half lengths 
behind nemesis War Emblem 
for the place spot. 


His next planned engage¬ 
ment was the Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2 at Philadelphia 
Park on Labor Day, but Magic 
became strangely ill the Friday 
before, ending up at New 
Bolton Center. The alarming 
diagnosis was West Nile virus. 

“They just couldn’t find 
another case of West Nile any¬ 
where,” Alberts said. “And they 
looked very seriously. He was at 
New Bolton for a month,” she 
went on, “and he looked ter¬ 
rible. My sister Linda [Hickman 
Meister] fives close by, so she 
went to see him every day, and 
I went up as much as I could. 
But when I saw him I would 
say ‘Oh my God. . .’ 

“He just looked so bad. 
They never thought I was 
going to lose him, but he went 
through so much. When he 
came back, we gave him a long 
time off. And I put him back 
in training but shouldn’t have. 
But when I did run him, he just 
trailed the field, so that was it. 
I was not going to embarrass 
that horse.” 

Magic Weisner’s record of 
15-7-4-0 and $888,830 was far 
from embarrassing, enabling 
Alberts to purchase the 
Sykesville farm she has today. 

“I took him home for a 
while, but then Linda really 
wanted him up there, so he 
went. And it’s perfect for him,” 
Alberts said. 

“Up there” is 132-acre Tarad 
Hill Farm in West Chester, Pa., 
home of Linda and her hus¬ 
band, Carl J. (Bunny) Meister. 
Turned out with pasture mates 
Melting, a former steeplechas¬ 
er by Waquoit, and Boomer, 
Meister’s field hunter. Magic 
affirms his status as the resi¬ 
dent top dog. 

“He’s being a horse, is what 
he’s doing now,” laughed Bunny 
Meister. “He’s healthy, he looks 
great, and the competitiveness 
has never gone away. Even 
when hacking, he’d work his 
way to the front. After all, you 
know, he is Magic Weisner.”

PETER WINANTS EARNED RENOWN 
AS A JOURNALIST, LIBRARY 
DIRECTOR AND HORSEMAN 



Peter Winants, the native Mary¬ 
lander who earned renown as 
a photographer, writer, editor 
and library director, died on 
May 18. He was 82. 

Mr. Winants launched his 
career in equine journahsm 
as a photographer for The 
Maryland Horse magazine in 
the 1960s, and went on to 
become the longtime editor of 
The Chronicle of the Horse maga¬ 
zine in Middleburg, Va. In the 


1990s, he served as director of 
the National Sporting Library 
in Middleburg. 

The author of five books 
related to steeplechasing, Mr. 
Winants also furthered the 
careers of countless others in 
the horse industry. 

At this year’s Maryland 
Hunt Cup he received 
Maryland timber racing’s high¬ 
est honor-the S. Bryce Wing 
Award for special contribu¬ 
tions to the sport. 

Mr. Winants grew up in 
Monkton as a stepson of 
Wing, and in his youth became 
immersed in the sports of fox¬ 
hunting and steeplechasing. He 
attended Princeton University, 
earning four varsity letters and 
making contacts that would 
serve him weU later in life, 
but left without a diploma, 
his grades suffering from ‘‘too 
much partying.” 

He served in the American 
Field Service in India during 
World War II and as an Army 


paratrooper during the Korean 
War (although he never saw 
combat). 

Along with his late brother. 
Caret (Garry) Winants, Mr. 
Winants established a photo¬ 
graphy store in Tows on (later 
relocated to downtown Balti¬ 
more) in the late 1950s, and 
Mr. Winants began taking pic¬ 
tures for The Maryland Horse m 
exchange for advertisements 
promoting his photography 
business in the magazine. 

As a freelance photog¬ 
rapher for the magazine, he 
traveled to England in 1965 
and chronicled Jay Trump’s 
victory in the Grand National 
at Aintree. The Maryland-bred 
gelding was the first American- 
bred, owned and ridden horse 
to win the incomparably dif¬ 
ficult steeplechase event. 

Mr. Winants’s written 
account and photographs of 
Jay Trump’s feat became the 
nucleus of a book, and the 
starting point of his career as 
an author. 

In 1972, he moved to 
Virginia to become editor 
of the Chronicle^ a post that 
he held until 1991, when he 
retired and immediately was 
installed as director of the 
National Sporting Library, 
then housed in the basement 


of the Chronicle building in 
Middleburg. 

Mr. Winants remained at 
the library for 10 years, mean¬ 
while adding to his list of 
published books that includes 
works on HaU of Fame stee¬ 
plechaser Flatterer, legendary 
foxhunter Melvin Poe, and 
noted equine artist Franklin 
Voss. He completed his fifth 
book, on Virginia horsewom¬ 
an Theodora Randolph, just 
before his death. 

“Fate was on my side many 
times,” said Mr. Winants in 
a 2007 interview with Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred, “I’ve 
been lucky to meet people, 
lucky to inherit these wonder¬ 
ful interests. My whole life of 
work has been on subjects that 
are near and dear to me.” 

His interests have been car¬ 
ried on by sons Woods and 
Peter Jr., both of whom have 
competed as amateur steeple¬ 
chase riders, and granddaugh¬ 
ter Remy Winants, a former 
rider who works for trainer 
Dot Smithwick. 

In 2003, several years after 
the death of his wife. Rose, 
Mr. Winants married horse¬ 
woman Mary Weeden. The 
couple lived in an idyllic setting 
at their Sunny Side Farm in 
Rectortown, near Middleburg. 


L CLAY CAMP: VIRGINIA HORSEMAN 
SET ALL-TIME RECORD AT 
SARATOGA YEARLING SALE 


Prominent Virginia horseman 
L. Clay Camp died on May 4 at 
the age of 78. 

For many years, Mr. Camp 
ranked among the leading con¬ 
signors at Fasig-Tipton’s Sara¬ 
toga select sale. 

A Northern Dancer colt, 
Parlando, sold by Mr. Camp 
for $4.6 million as agent for 
Wild Oak Plantation in 1984, 
set a record for a Saratoga sales 
yearling that has never been 
topped. 


Out of the Stage Door 
Johnny mare Bubbling, Parlan¬ 
do was bought by Tom Cooper 
of the British Bloodstock 
Agency (Ireland) for a partner¬ 
ship that included Robert Sang- 
ster, Vincent O’Brien, John 
Magnier and Danny Schwartz. 

Born in Marion, S.C., Mr. 
Camp was a lifelong horseman 
who grew up working with 
draft and show horses. He and 
his wife, Barbara, bought Glen- 
more Farm near Charlottesville 


in 1958, the same year they 
decided to enter the sales 
business. Mr. Camp credited 
Marylander Larry MacPhail 
with getting them started; Mr. 
MacPhail gave the Camps 10 
horses to fit and sell at Saratoga 
in 1960. 

Mr. Camp served on a vari¬ 
ety of boards, including the 
Adantic Rural Exposition 
(now the Virginia State Fair), 
Virginia Thoroughbred Associ¬ 
ation—for which he served two 
terms as president, Kenmcky 
Horse Park, Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation and 
Virginia Horse Center. He also 
was a founder and the first 
president of the Virginia Horse 
Council. 


Mr. Camp, who moved his 
Glenmore Farm operation from 
Virginia to central Kentucky 
near Athens in 1987, bred sev¬ 
eral stakes winners alone and 
in partnership. They included 
three-time added-money win¬ 
ner Our Gatsby. 

He competed on the United 
States Equestrian Team com¬ 
bined driving team in three 
World Championships held in 
England, the Netherlands and 
Germany. 

The Camps celebrated their 
50th wedding anniversary last 
year, not long before the pass¬ 
ing of Mrs. Camp, who died on 
October 3, 2008. 
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Rachel Alexandra, the first filly Preakness 
winner since 1924, steals thunder of Kentucky Derby 
hero Mine That Bird, story by Sean Clancy 


C alvin Borel walked over 
to Mike Smith and shook 
his hand-a long, strong 
grasp that morphed into a man 
hug. Borel, the Cajun who 
could do no wrong with Mine 
That Bird in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, and Smith, his 
Hall of Fame replacement, 
bumped shoulders and began 
a chalk talk in the middle of 
the Pimlico jocks’ room. After 
two weeks of musical jockeys 
between Kenmcky Oaks-Gl 
winner Rachel Alexandra and 
Mine That Bird, Borel and 
Smith finally met face to face. 

“He’s all right,” Borel said to 
Smith. “He’s just a 3-year-old, 
looks around a bit, hopped 
when they sprang it at Churchill. 
That’s all, nothing bad. He 
doesn’t have to be that far back; 
it closed up and I let him drop 
over. It’s tough, but I had to go 
for her. Look, he worked good 
the other day, in the bridle; 
he’s filled out, been in the tub. 
Them people been so good to 
me. They’re good people, really 
good people. TeU them I talked 
to you; that’ll mean a lot to 
them and me.” 

Smith nodded and said 
nothing more than, “Okay, 
Boo,” referring to the 42-year- 
old jockey by his childhood 
nickname. Borel and Smith 


shook hands and bumped 
shoulders again. 

Peace said. Game on. 

Six hours later, Borel vindi¬ 
cated his decision to ride the fiUy, 
Rachel Alexandra, and Mine 
That Bird vindicated his 50-1 
last-to-first Kentucky Derby 
triumph in an epic renewal of 
the Preakness Stakes-Gl on 
May 16. Rachel Alexandra 
became the first fiUy to win the 
Preakness in 85 years and Borel 
became the first jockey to win 
the Derby and Preakness on 
different horses in the same 
year. 

Breaking from the outside 
post, Rachel Alexandra stutter- 
stepped to the outside when 
the gates opened but quickly 
righted herself. Given a loose 
rein by Borel, Rachel Alexandra 
cleared the 11 horses inside her 
with ease. 

Four-wide, Rachel Alexan¬ 
dra took on Big Drama, the 
only true speed horse in the 
field, and led through a quarter 
in :23.13 and a half in :46.71. 
Friesan Fire sat in third, man¬ 
aging a better position than he 
didin his disastrous 18th-place 
finish in the Derby. Pioneerof 
the Nile and Papa Clem tracked 
while Musket Man relaxed off 
the pace in eighth and Mine 
That Bird adopted the same 


approach as in the Derby, lag¬ 
ging in last, 18 lengths off the 
lead. 

Borel allowed Rachel Alex¬ 
andra to put away Big Drama 
leaving the backside and she 
opened up comfortably, ears 
pricked. Musket Man and Mine 
That Bird began the chase, the 
only two making any progress. 
At the head of the stretch. 
Smith tapped the brakes behind 
the retreating Friesan Fire and 
General Quarters and then 
shifted Mine That Bird to the 
seven lane, finally in the clear. 

All the while, Rachel Alex¬ 
andra had the race at her 
mercy. Borel smacked Rachel 
Alexandra right-handed, then 
switched to his left as Smith 
continuously flicked Mine That 
Bird with his patented left- 
handed whip. For a moment, 
at about the sixteenth pole, it 
looked hke the Derby winner 
might reel in the Oaks winner. 
Out of ground in a race that’s 
a sixteenth of a mile shorter 
than the Derby, Mine That 
Bird fell a length shy of Rachel 
Alexandra as Borel wagged his 
right index finger in the air. Yes, 
she was number one. 

For the second straight time. 
Musket Man ran hard to finish 
third. Derby last-place finisher 
Flying Private was fourth and 


Big Drama hung tough in fifth. 
The rest disappointed. 

Rachel Alexandra com¬ 
pleted the mile and three-six¬ 
teenths in 1:55.08. Galloping 
out, Borel stood tall in his irons 
and held his right hand aloft all 
the way around the clubhouse 
turn. Borel had made the right 
choice in the Preakness. 

‘Wasn’t ever a choice,” B Orel’s 
agent, Jerry Hiss am, said hours 
before the Preakness. “I told 
those guys before the Derby, 
no matter how he runs. I’m 
going where the filly goes, no 
questions asked.” 

Borel and Hissam followed 
her down a winding path to the 
Preakness. 

Purchased by 79-year-old 
wine mogul Jess Jackson and 
his friend Harold McCormick 
five days after her 20%-length 
victory in the Kentucky Oaks 
and 10 days before the Preak¬ 
ness, Rachel Alexandra went 
from the conservative approach 
of trainer Hal Wiggins, 66, and 
owner/breeder Dolphus Mor¬ 
rison, 75, to the no-mountain- 
high-enough vision of Jackson 
and trainer Steve Asmussen. 

“If they’re healthy, lead 
them over. Don’t be scared. 
Come on. Who says they can’t?” 
Asmussen, 43, said after the 
Preakness. “If you’re not going

to run her in the Preakness, who 
are you waiting for? Something 
better? I saw her run. You saw 
her run. She's training good, 
eating and acting like a million 
bucks. You're wrong not to let 
her do it." 

Rachel Alexandra pumped 
oxygen into a Triple Crown that 
had spun out favorites quicker 
than a puppy goes through 
shppers. Multiple stakes win¬ 
ner The Pamplemousse went 
first. Then the dynamic Old 
Fashioned retired due to 
injury. Florida Derby-Gl win¬ 
ner Quahty Road, a Virginia- 
bred, retreated a week before 
the Derby because of hoof 
problems and morning line 


Derby favorite I Want Revenge 
scratched because of a sore 
ankle on the morning of the 
race. 

When Mine That Bird bore 
a hole quicker than a power 
drill through the field of 18 in 
front of him in the Derby, the 
entire 3-year-old picture looked 
hke a kaleidoscope gone mad, 
the sport turned upside down 
yet again. In a field full of 
high-priced, well-bred colts 
purchased by the kings of the 
industry and trained by past, 
present and future Hall of 
Famers, here was a Kentucky- 
bred gelding, yet to win at 3, 
who vanned from New Mexico 
to win America's greatest race. 




The result ehcited more laugh¬ 
ter than awe. More shock than 
respect. Bred by Peter Lamantia, 
James Blackburn, Bill Betz and 
Phil and Judy Needham, Mine 
That Bird didn't look Hke a 
Derby horse. On paper, he was 
out-classed. On size, he was 
out-gunned. On connections, 
he was out-manned 

“Of all the horses, who 
would have thought this Httie 
guy would be the one to get 
to the Derby," Judy Needham 
said as the 19 Derby runners 
congregated at the mouth of 
the seven-furlong chute at 
Churchill Downs. There was 
Mine That Bird and his cow¬ 
boy hat-wearing entourage, 
walking among $3.7 million 
yearHng Dunkirk, Godolphin's 
pair of Dubai-based wonders 
Regal Ransom and Desert 
Party, Travers-G1 winner 
Colonel John's fuU brother Mr. 
Hot Stuff . . the best horses 
money could buy. 

That's racing for you. Need¬ 
ham wasn't going to miss the 


walk, even if her Httie gelding 
was one of the smaUest horses 
in the field and ignored at 50-1 
on the toteboard (aU too few 
people impressed by the fact 
that he was last year's Canadian 
champion 2-year-old). 

Canadian-based David 
Cotey paid $9,500 for the son 
of Birds tone at Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky's October YearHng 
sale. Cotey Hked his walk and 
his attitude. Mine That Bird 
broke his maiden in his second 
start, for a $62,500 claiming tag, 
and then won three straight 
stakes, including the Grey 
Stakes-G3, before the New 
Mexican entourage came to 
see him. Trainer Bennie (Chip) 
Woolley and co-owner Mark 
Allen became friends years ago 
after a bar fight (they won) and 
now, along with Leonard Blach, 
they were looking for a horse; 
the parmers paid $400,000 for 
Mine That Bird. 

Mine That Bird shipped 
from Cotey's barn to HaU of 
Famer Richard Mandella at 
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Rachel Alexandra romps in the 
Kentucky Oaks. Jockey Calvin Bore! 
exulted in the winner's circle along 
with trainer Hal Wiggins (far right), 
who developed the filly but lost her 
from his barn when she was sold 
after the Oaks. Boasting an elegant 
build, Rachel Alexandra Is also 
distinguished by her long face, 
distinctive markings and white eye. 


Santa Anita and was quickly 
humbled in the Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile-Gl, finishing last and 
ending his four-race win streak. 
Regrouped with Woolley at 
Sunland Park, Mine That Bird 
failed in both tries this spring, 
a second in the Borderland 
Derby and a fourth in the 
Sunland Park Derby 

With just enough graded 
earnings to make the Derby 
field (from winning the Grey), 
Mine That Bird vanned from 
Sunland Park to Churchill 
Downs. With a shattered lower 
leg after his Big Dog chopper 
skidded on some gravel. Wool- 
ley drove his Turnbow trader 
with his left foot. The trio of 
Woolley, Mine That Bird and 
exercise rider Charhe Figueroa 
made the 1,500-mde trip in two 
days, after laying over for a 
nighfs sleep and a jog at Lone 
Star Park, about halfway to 
Louisville. What’s another mde 
and a quarter after that trip? 

Without a rider for the 
Derby, Woolley called Ron 


Anderson, agent for Garrett 
Gomez, and asked for advice. 
Anderson gave him Hiss am’s 
number. Anderson played it 
better than Chuck Woolery, 
matching one of the most 
patient jockeys with a trainer 
who was desperate to change 
tactics with Mine That Bird. 

“That horse cost me the 
Sunland Derby,” Gomez said 
before the Derby. “I rode 
Mythical Power for Baffert and 
he dogged me the whole way, 
got us aU running too soon and 
we ad paid the price.” 

Woolley wanted to drop the 
horse off the pace once and 
for ad. In his races at Sunland, 
he battled on or near the lead 
before tiring. Woodey swore 
a change of strategy would 
do the trick, but knew the 
Kentucky Derby was a heU of 
a place to tinker with tactics. 

“The fact is, he’s a great 
horse; he needed that running 
style,” Woodey said. “People 
keep asking what changed this 
horse. What changed him was 


his running style, just hke I 
thought from day one, and it 
did happen. Luckdy I was right; 
if I’d of been wrong, I would 
have looked like a fool. But I 
was right.” 

Borel helped make him right. 

If it was a gunfight at 10 
paces, Borel wo\dd walk 11 
and stid fire fastest. That’s how 
he rode the Derby. Pinched 
between Join in the Dance 
to his outside and Papa Clem 
to his inside, Borel dropped 
his hnes and adowed Mine 
That Bird to relax wed off 
the pace. Six lengths off long- 
shot Mtr. Hot Smff, Mine That 
Bird looked like a fluttering 
streamer off the back of the 
Kentucky Derby Day float as 
the field went past the stands 
the first time. Dunkirk gouged 
the dirt and lost traction out 
of the gate, favorite Fries an 
Fire got bounced around like a 
powerbaU, Pioneerof the Nde 
stalked and went faster than 
he’d ever gone. Hold Me Back 
made a dramatic early move 


only to fade. All the while, 
Borel melted over his pick-up 
mount-toe in, heel up, hght 
hold—and waited. And waited. 

As the rest retreated from 
the rigors of their first foray at 
a mile and quarter. Mine That 
Bird pounced. He went around 
one horse, longs hot Atomic 
Rain, and inside everybody else, 
scraping the paint inside pace¬ 
setter Join in the Dance at the 
eighth pole. Pioneerof the Nile, 
Musket Man and Papa Clem, 
who had slogged it out hke 
punch-drunk fighters in the 
12th round, never knew what 
hit them when Mine That Bird 
flashed past hke he jumped in 
at the quarter pole. 

Slop became an excuse for 
the losers. The rail became 
the reason for the httle geld¬ 
ing from New Mexico. Experts 
need reasoning for the 
unthinkable and they grasped 
for anything remotely plausible. 
Bottom hne-Mine That Bird 
made good horses look siUy. 
This wasn’t longshot Giacomo 
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Turning for home in the Preakness, Rachei Aiexandra ieads the way with Mine That Bird buried in back (biack cap, second from ieft) iooking for room to run. 


dunking up to win in the final 
strides; Mine That Bird ran 
past 18 horses in a quarter of 
a mile and drew off to win 
by six and three-quarters wid¬ 
ening lengths. Fluke? Perhaps. 
Impressive? No doubt. 

“Anybody can say what they 
want about the Derby, but ifs 
not like he stole an easy lead 
and went off and won the 


Derby” Woolley said. “He 
comes from behind, dead last 
at the three-eighths pole, he 
passes 18 Grade 1 horses. 
That’s no fluke. That’s not 
something that just happened 
to happen.” 

Mine That Bird scared off 
no one from the Preakness. 
That’s what a 50-1 winner will 
do. The three directly behind 


him in the Derby, Pioneerof 
the Nile, Musket Man and Papa 
Clem, re-enhsted immediate¬ 
ly. D. Wayne Lukas re-loaded 
with last-place finisher Flying 
Private and recent maiden win¬ 
ner Luv Gov. Trainer Larry 
Jones ran a line through his 
Derby and came back for 
more with Friesan Fire. Retired 
high school principal Tom 
McCarthy returned with 10th- 
place finisher General Quarters. 
Connections of five-time win¬ 
ner Big Drama, late-running 
Terrain, locally based Tone It 
Down and longshot Take the 
Points all saw enough holes in 
the Derby winner to make their 
first appearance on the Triple 
Crown scene. 

Then there was one more 
addition —the most dynamic 
and convincing winner of 
Derby weekend. 

Rachel Alexandra, who 
hadn’t been nominated to the 
Triple Crown, decimated her 
rivals in the Kentucky Oaks the 
day before the Derby, continu¬ 
ing her unbeaten skein since 
Borel climbed aboard last fall. 

In the Oaks, Borel looked 
tike he was galloping her in 


the morning rather than riding 
her in the afternoon. The long, 
lanky daughter of MedagHa 
d’Oro, widi the long, lanky 
high-school dropout, won with 
ease. Borel never moved as she 
won her fifth straight stakes 
with her ears pricked and gal¬ 
loped out Hke a fresh horse. 

Both eyes rimmed in white, 
Rachel Alexandra moves ele¬ 
gantly and powerfully in the 
afternoon. In the mornings 
leading up to the Oaks, she gal¬ 
loped rankly and on the edge 
of running off Part of the 
reason Borel had the mount 
was that he could get her to 
relax in the mornings. Before 
the Oaks, people hinted that 
Wiggins and Morrison had 
chosen the wrong race, that 
she should have tried colts in 
the Derby. After the race, well, 
they had a point. 

Jackson saw her and immedi¬ 
ately thought i?uj her. Reported 
as anywhere from $7 to $12 
million, the deal went down on 
Wednesday, four days after the 
Derby. Borel knew before most 
and figured the Oaks might be 
the last time he rode the filly, 
thinking Jackson and Asmussen

T he face-off between 
Kentucky Derby-Gl 
winner Mine That Bird 
and Kentucky Oaks-Gl 
heroine Rachel Alexandra 
contributed to double-digit 
increases in Preakness tele¬ 
vision ratings for the NBC 
Sports broadcast. 

The race portion (6 p.m. 
to 6:45 p.m. El) earned an 
overnight rating of 7.9/18, a 
gain of 27 percent over 2008. 
The ratings in Baltimore were 
25.1/51. 

The total program (5 p.m. 
to 6:45 p.m. ET) received an 
overnight rating of 6.3 and 
a share of 15, up 24 per¬ 


cent from last year. It was 
the highest since 2004 and 
second-highest since 1990. 

The Preakness Stakes spe¬ 
cial (4:30 p.m. to 5 p.m. ET), 
which featured an extended 
look at Mine That Bird, post¬ 
ed an overnight rating of 2.7 
and a 7 share, up 42 percent 
from last year. 

The pre-race (5 p.m. to 6 
p.m. ET) produced a 5.1/12, 
up 46 percent from 2008. 

The rating peaked from 
6 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. ET at an 
8.6/19.

would go to their regular jockey, 
Robby Albarado, who guided 
Curlin to two championship 
seasons. Borel takes every¬ 
thing in stride, and at least he 
still had the ride on the Derby 
winner. Asmussen had heard 
rumors that Jackson was on 
the hunt and received a call 
from Jackson on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

‘We"re going to dinner to 
talk it over. Will you be awake 
if I call you later?’’ Jackson 
asked Asmussen. 

“rU be awake, don’t worry,” 
Asmussen said from his 
Louisville home. 

At about 8:30, Jackson called 
with the news. Asmussen and 
assistant Scott Blasi met Rachel 
Alexandra at 5:15 the next 
morning, walked her about 200 
yards from Wiggins’s barn to 
their barn, and put her in the 
second set. 

“She went to the track. It 
was Uke, ‘Man, she’s aU that 
and a bag of chips.’ Jess has 
got some guts. He stepped up, 
he watched the race, and said 
I think she can beat the boys, 
went and got her, and proved 
it. In 10 days. I mean, wow,” 


Asmussen said. “The fiUy gives 
you confidence, she just does. 
She doesn’t bhnk, she’s not 
worried about anything, she’s 
not fretting, she’s happy as can 
be. She mentally accepts it; 
she’s physically gifted and she 
mentally accepts it.” 

Once in Asmussen’s barn, 
Rachel Alexandra strode 
toward the Preakness with 
her typical poise and aplomb. 
Her competitors acted without 
either. Calling them business 
decisions, Ahmed Zayat, owner 
of Pioneerof the Nile, threat¬ 
ened to enter enough horses to 
keep Rachel Alexandra out of 
the Preakness and Mine That 
Bird’s co-owner, Mark Allen, 
hinted that he might enter Indy 
Express, a maiden, to keep the 
filly out of the race. 

Never nominated to the 
Triple Crown, Rachel Alex¬ 
andra would have been the last 
horse to get in if the race over¬ 
filled. Limited to 14 runners, 
the Preakness was nearly going 
on without Rachel Alexandra. 
In an instant, any negative 
press surrounding running the 
fiUy against the boys in the 
Preakness switched to cries to 


ALL-SOURCES PREAKNESS WAGERING 
INCREASES DRAMATICALLY 


W agering figures for the 
2009 Preakness paint 
a mostly bright pic¬ 
ture, marred only by a drop in 
in-state handle for the day. 

All-sources handle on 
Preakness day increased 30.7 
percent to $59,726,342 on the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl, and 18 
percent to $86,684,470 on the 
13-race card. 

Out-of-state handle on the 
full card rose 22.9 percent to 
$78,698,308. 

While in-state wagering on 
the main event was up 7.4 
percent (to $2,961,617), in¬ 
state handle on the day, which 
includes Pimhco on-track 
wagers, dropped 15.1 percent 
to $7,986,162. The Maryland 
Jockey Club did not provide 
breakout on-track handle for 
Pimlico. 

With Pimlico in its first 
year of a new infield policy 
prohibiting fans from bringing 


in any liquids (alcoholic bev¬ 
erages), attendance dropped 
30.6 percent to 77,850, the 
smallest crowd since the 1983 
Preakness won by Deputed 
Testamony on a sloppy track, 
and the first time attendance 
has fallen under 100,000 since 
1996. 

However, Pimlico stands 
firm in its commitment to 
make the infield a less ha 2 - 
ardous, and generally more 
fan-friendly experience than 
in the past. 

Maryland Jockey Club 
president and chief operat¬ 
ing officer Tom Chuckas said 
he expects the transition to 
take about two years. “And I 
beheve at the end of the two 
years, it will be a marquee 
event that people will come 
to, and they will recognize the 
quahty and the benefit,” said 
Chuckas. 
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Co-owner Jess Jackson, jockey Calvin Borel and trainer Steve Asmussen 
raise the Woodiawn Vase replica.

let her mn. It took the pressure 
off Jackson and Asmussen, 
Suddenly they were good guys 
again. 

“Calvin didn’t move a mus¬ 
cle [in the Oaks] except to look 
behind him to see if anything 
was coming, and the outrider 
had to go catch her. She just 
wants to run,” Jackson said after 
the Preakness. “Gender doesn’t 
matter. A Thoroughbred wants 
to run. She has the heart 
and skill of a champion; I’m 
deUghted that our decision has 
been vindicated.” 

After the Preakness, Jackson 
and Asmussen deflected credit 
to the jockey, the fiUy and the 
former trainer. Borel was at 
his best, deflecting pressure 
with his typical ease. The fiUy 


was unflappable and brilliant. 
Wiggins did aU the work, up to 
10 days before the Preakness. 
A year after the ill-fated fiUy 
Eight Belles finished second in 
the Derby, Rachel Alexandra 
proved if you’re good, you’re 
good. 

“There’s more interest in her 
than CurHn. Not even close. I 
changed numbers because of 
her. There isn’t anybody on 
the planet who doesn’t have 
an opinion on this, I guess, 
because she’s a fiUy,” Asmussen 
said. “A lot of strong opinions 
about Eight Belles—look she 
did not break down because 
she’s a fiUy. I’ve run filhes. They 
aren’t more tired after they get 
beat by boys than they are 
when they get beat by girls; 
they’re tired. The question was 
whether she was good enough 
and she answered it—she is. 
She gets all the credit.” 

Hours after the Preakness, 
as the stakes barn party roared 
into the night, Derek Ryan, 
trainer of Musket Man, con- 
gramlated Asmussen. The two 
rivals were equally in awe of 
the fiUy, ever since she bree 2 ed 
four furlongs in 46 and two- 
fifths seconds on the Monday 


before the Oaks. As she was all 
set to bree 2 e, two horses col¬ 
lided in the stretch and forced 
the closure of the track. Borel 
rode Rachel Alexandra back 
to Wiggins’s barn, waited it 
out, and returned to bree 2 e a 
blistering half mile, the fastest 
of the day. 

“People asked me who I 
thought I had to beat in the 
Derby. I said I’m just glad I 
don’t have to face that filly,” 
Ryan said. “I’ve seen that filly 
bree 2 e twice. . . I’ve never seen 
anything like it.” 

“I’ve never seen anything 
hke it in my Ufe,” Asmussen 
said. “I’m telling you, for me —I 
don’t know about you. Monday, 
they took her to work after the 
break [after] those horses ran 
into each other.” 

“That’s what I mean,” Ryan 
said. 

“They brought her back out 
and she bree 2 ed a half mile; 
I caught her seven-eighths in 
1:23 and 3,” Asmussen said. 
“On Monday, she went seven- 
eighths in 23 and 3 and did 
that again on Friday. I’ve been 
around a few; I don’t know 
anything I have that could have 
done that. I would have ruined 


it Monday. All that waiting and 
smff.” 

“Most fillies tie up if you 
do that,” Ryan said. “She’s the 
only one that impressed me 
training. I know I have to beat 
her. I only hoped she went 
downhill.” 

“She won. She’s a freak,” 
Asmussen said. “She’s going 
to be compared to the all-time 
greats. First Oaks winner to 
win the Preakness, First one 
out of 134 runnings. People 
talk about how hard it is for 
a filly to win the Preakness. 
You know what, it’s hard for 
anything to win the Preakness. 
She did it.” 

On the other side of the 
stakes barn, in the far opposite 
corner from the party. Chip 
Woolley leaned on his crutches, 
watching Mine That Bird eat 
his dinner from a feed mb 
hanging from his screen. 

“He run hard, tried hard. He 
laid it out there and he just got 
beat, that’s aU,” Woolley said. 
“. . . you think about it, you 
think about where you’d Hke to 
be, and then you’re there. It’s 
ama 2 ing. It puts a stamp on 
it; you apparently did it right, 
all the things you worked for 
your whole fife are legitimate. 
You can play at this level with 
the right kind of fivestock. We 
went up there today with confi¬ 
dence that the horse would run 
well, that he fit in there, and he 
did. I’m proud of our horse. 
But the mare run great; she 
deserves the credit.” 

Finally, Preakness day 2009 
wound to a close. Asmussen 
collected his three boys to 
go home. The last stragglers 
nursed their drinks at the 
stakes barn party. Woolley pro¬ 
grammed the Mt, Washington 
Tavern into a GPS so his help 
could get a drink and a bite to 
eat. Rain pelted off the stakes 
barn roof. 

Down the shedrow, Jorge 
Alvare 2 , exercise rider for Bob 
Baffert, yelled to Woolley, 

“If they don’t buy that filly” 
Alvare 2 said. “Man, you’re 
going for the Triple Crown. 
You know that? If they don’t 
buy that filly, you’re going for 
the Triple Crown.” 

Woolley never took his eyes 
off Mine That Bird. 

“They did. And we’re not.” ^ 
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Hickory Tree Farm 
turns over new leaf 
with owner Jim Treptow 
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Hundred-jear-old establishment has a 
proud history and potentially brightfuture.

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J im Treptow had it all right 
there in his hands. In 1986, 
he and his wife, Mary Lea, 
bought the vaunted Newstead 
Farm in UpperviUe, Va. The 
heirs of the late proprietor Tay¬ 
lor Hardin had dispersed New- 
s read’s Thoroughbred oper¬ 
ation the year before, fetching 
$47 million for the bloodstock 
alone. The Treptows bought 
the property, which had been 
divided into eight separate 
pieces, and put it back into one, 
hke the farm version of Humpty 
Dumpty. Breeding, raising and 
racing Thoroughbreds awaited. 
But all too soon they sold it. 
Some restructuring was 
called for. Treptow’s commer¬ 
cial real estate business was 
lagging as the entire market 
was crashing aU around him. 
With offices spread around the 
country, Treptow could either 
chng to a farm (what’s a farm 
without money to grease the 
wheels?), or rescue his busi¬ 
ness. In 1991, he took the cash 
from Newstead, which was 
purchased by Bert and Diana 
Firestone, and sank it back into 
his real estate business. The 
company survived, flourished, 
while many of his contempo¬ 
raries faded, and now it’s nearly 
20 years later. And Treptow 
is back with his dream, once 
again, at hand. 

‘‘We built a lovely house 
and rebuilt all the barns at 


Newstead. That was my dream, 
to mrn that back into what it 
once was. I was young, I was 
40, I was a hard charger busi¬ 
ness wise and my wife went 
along with me, to her credit. 
It broke our hearts to sell it,” 
Treptow said. “Ever since that 
dream got punctured, roughly 
20 years ago, we’ve thought 
if we were ever again able to 
buy a place Hke Newstead, we 
would.” 

Dream two. 

Jim and Mary Lea Treptow 
bought Hickory Tree Farm in 
May 2007. Begun in the early 
1900s, Hickory Tree Farm 
ranks as one of the quintessen¬ 
tial Virginia racing and breed¬ 
ing operations-in the same 
league as the late Paul Mellon’s 
legendary Rokeby Stud. 

WiUiam Ziegler Jr., heir to 
the Royal Baking Powder for¬ 
tune, originaUy developed the 
property as a horse farm, using 
a team of mules to build the 
three-quarter-mile training 
track and hiring premier archi¬ 
tect William Lawrence Bottom- 
ley to design the barns. Ziegler 
held a race meet, attracting 
more than 10,000 fans and 
friends, and Hved the high Hfe 
of a Virginia horseman. 

Eleanora Sears, of Sears 
and Roebuck, bought the farm 
from Ziegler in the late 1940s. 
In 1961, she intentionally had 
the house burned down to

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avoid paying taxes (back then 
you paid taxes on the number 
of windows in a house and it 
had a lot of windows). 

In 1966, James P. Mills Sr. 
and his wife, the former Alice 
duPont, bought Sears’s farm 
and combined it with several 
other plots, including Burnt 
Mill Farm, where they Hved, 
to create Hickory Tree Farm. 
Ahce Mills, a cousin of the late 
famed Virginia horsewoman 
Marion duPont Scott and rac¬ 
ing innovator and equestrian 
William duPont Jr., named it 
after the tree that was used as a 
rendezvous point for Mosby’s 
Rangers. 

Hickory Tree Farm had it all. 
Private airstrip here, training 
track there. The Millses moved 
Confederate HaU-an historic, 
albeit run-down, landmark in 
town—to the old home site. 
They bred and raced some of 
the sport’s finest horses: Devil’s 
Bag, Gone West, Gorytus, 
*Glad Rags II, Believe It, Hagley 
— to name a few. 

James Mills died in 1987 
and Alice Mills died in 2002. 
Daughter Mimi Abel Smith and 
son Jimmy MhUs, who Hved on 
the 1,500-acre farm (daughter 
PhyUis Wyeth Hves in Chadds 
Ford, Pa.), decided to seU part 
of Hickory Tree. They lopped 
off 400 acres that included 
Confederate Hall, seven barns 
(120 staUs)—including the stud 


barn and training barn-the 
training track and seven houses. 
It sat on the market. Who’s 
going to buy 400 acres without 
a main house? 

Then in 2007, Treptow 
made an offer and the Mills 
family accepted. 

Hickory Tree Farm awes 
everybody — from a visitor on 
his first tour to trainer Simon 
Hobson, who’s been there 10 
years, to Treptow who now 
owns it. The farm is a farm 
tour’s ideal: 400 acres off The 
Plains Road, just outside of 
Mhddleburg. The barns per¬ 
fectly situated in harmony with 
the landscape. Dogwood trees, 
moved from another one of 
the MHlses’ farms at the behest 
of AHce. A training track, grad¬ 
ed to perfection. Lush pad- 
docks and fields. Green hills 
divided by roUer coasters of 
black board fence. The Bull 
Run Mountains to the east, the 
Blue Ridge Mountains to the 
west. This is Virginia’s Calumet 
Farm under repair. 

Like most Virginia breeding 
farms. Hickory Tree gradually 
lost its prominence in the sport. 
This is the state that once pro¬ 
vided many of the yearHngs for 
Saratoga’s select sale. This is the 
state that produced Secretariat. 
This was the state where BuUe 
Rock, the first Thoroughbred 
to reach American shores, 
landed in 1730. But patriarchs

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grow old, heirs flee country 
life, bloodlines thin, competing 
states turn up the heat. Hickory 
Tree, the old Hickory Tree of 
the Mills family, sold its last 
race horse and sold the farm. It 
needed a jump start. 

Treptow has jumper cables 
in hand. 

Born and raised in San 
Antonio, Tex., Treptow gradu¬ 
ated from the University of 
Texas, where he met his wife. 
TheyVe raised four children 
and are celebrating their 42nd 
wedding anniversary this sum¬ 
mer. Treptow built his com¬ 
mercial real estate company in 
Houston and moved to Middle- 
burg in 1983. Blame, or thank, 
his daughter who began rid¬ 
ing at the Houston Polo Club. 
Looking for show horses, the 
Treptows visited Charlottesville 
and then Middleburg. Mary 
Lea Treptow suggested they 
move to Middleburg. 

In Middleburg, noted horse¬ 
man Bill Perry introduced 
Treptow to the Thoroughbred 
business. Trips to Claiborne 
Farm in Paris, Ky, and friends 
in the steeplechase game con¬ 
tinued the interest. Treptow 
owned some steeplechase 
horses but always had his eye 
on the big picture of a farm 
Uke Newstead. 

“We came here and said, 
‘This is just heaven,'’’ Treptow 
said of Middleburg and its 
environs. “BiU Perry took me 
under his wing and said if 
you’re going to be up here, you 
need to be in the horse busi¬ 
ness-his level of the horse 
business. He had an interest in 


Swale. He took me to Saratoga, 
introduced me to a lot of folks. 
Mary Lea and I set as a goal, if 
we ever get the chance to buy a 
nice farm, we’d like to get our 
family involved and raise some 
nice horses and race a few. It’s 
kind of evolved from there.” 

The Treptows have method¬ 
ically begun to renovate the 
farm and reignite the horse 
operation. 

They turned what was used 
as an office into the main 
house. It looks over the train¬ 
ing track. What better to wake 
up to in the morning than your 
horses galloping? New fencing 
has gone up. The barns have 
received a face hft. Now, well- 
bred horses gallop over the 
training track. 

On a wet Tuesday in April, 
Treptow stopped in Hobson’s 
office to ask him about a new 
employee who he hired to 
work in the broodmare barn. 
With the okay from Hobson, 
Treptow showed the man to 
his new workplace. Treptow is 
the bankroll, but he’s part of 
the manpower. 

“I’m not in the barn every 
day, but I wanted to do it so 
when I walk in the barn, I 
know the mare, I know the 
foal. If my daughter called me 
and needed a horse turned out, 
I could turn them out. I’m not 
a horseman horseman, but I’m 
enough of a horseman where I 
feel Uke I could help,” Treptow 
said. “I didn’t want to be the 
guy in the ivory tower who just 
shows up for graded stakes 
days. I don’t have that kind of 
bankroll; I really don’t, but I 


know I wanted nice horses. If 
I was going to do it, I wanted 
nice horses.” 

The farm model is already 
there. The Millses designed 
Hickory Tree to facihtate 
a horse’s entire career. Mare 
leaves the broodmare barn and 
gets bred in the stallion barn. 
Foal is born in broodmare barn. 
Then he goes to the weanling 
barn, then is broken in the year- 
hng barn and after that goes to 
the training barn. Treptow or 
Mills, doesn’t matter, the goal 
is to perform on the race track 
and come home to Hickory 
Tree to grow new buds on the 
family tree. Obviously, some 
don’t perform and don’t sup¬ 
port the pipeline, but the vision 
is there. Treptow has taken 
the sequence a step further, 
dehvering some of the horses 
that don’t work to his daughter 
Ainsley, who rides show jump¬ 
ers. P4is other daughter, Cheris, 
runs the broodmare band. 

But don’t think Treptow 
is brazen enough to think it’s 
going to be easy. 

“Nobody ever has enough 
money to do all the things 
they’d Uke to do. It’s endless. 
You can dump it in and dump 
it in, but there’s always some¬ 
thing-fencing, roads, barns,” 
Treptow said, from a corner 
booth at Middleburg’s break¬ 
fast haven, the Coach Stop. 

In mid-sentence, Randy 
Rouse, venerable horseman 
who rode point-to-points into 
his 60s and owns the Middle¬ 
burg Training Center, walks in 
the door, part of his morning 
routine. 


“There’s a guy who’s been 
doing it for many years, 
dumping it in, dumping it in,” 
Treptow said. “He’s ended up 
with 90 cents of every doUar 
he ever made.” 

You have to have role models. 

With help from Joe Seitz of 
Brookdale Farm in Lexington, 
Ky, Treptow has graduaUy built 
his broodmare band and pur¬ 
chased horses in training to 
kick the ball roUing. He breeds 
the mares to what he classifies 
as mid-range stalUons. This 
year, he’s foaled horses in Penn¬ 
sylvania, Maryland, Virginia 
and Kentucky, by stalUons such 
as Bluegrass Cat, MaUbu Moon 
and Speights town. He’s bought 
mares by European stalUons 
such as Zamindar and GaUleo 
(Ire), to add turf and stamina 
to the typical American speed. 

Treptow has focused on 
buying filli es, purchasing about 
two filUes for every colt or 
gelding, hoping that if they run 
well, they’ll lend some power 
to his broodmare band. He’s 
built up his broodmare band 
to about 15 mares and plans 
to only have 16 to 20. Treptow 
admits it’s not a group of blue- 
hen mares and it’s not a high- 
powered racing group either. 
His first crop of foals hit the 
ground this year. 

“These are not regaUy bred 
mares; they’re nice mares, but 
I don’t think there’s a graded 
stakes winner among them,” 
Treptow said. “My hope is 
some of their progeny, plus 
some of what I’m able to buy 
now because of the market, 
will enable me to move up

a litde bit. Fm not breeding 
to fashionable stallions for the 
commercial market, but my 
hope is that they’re not mum- 
ally exclusive.” 

Treptow plans on racing 
every filly he breeds, with the 
idea of improving their value 
through race track performance 
and keeping the ones who 
flourish. He smdies breeding 
Hnes, knows he’U never gradu¬ 
ate, and constantly searches 
for the next value stallion that 
will mrn into a star-hke Smart 
Strike before Curkn. His plan is 
to stick to his present program 
for three years, rolling over the 
lesser horses. 

As for horses of racing age. 
Rebellion (GB) has led the way 
thus far. Purchased for 30,000 
guineas (about $58,000) at the 
2006 TattersaUs July Sale, the 
6-year-old son of Mozart (Ire) 
had won twice over Lingfield’s 
synthetic surface in England 
early in 2006. Since arriving 
here, he’s performed from 
coast-to-coast for trainer 
Graham Motion. Rebelhon 
won the Grade 2 Common¬ 
wealth Stakes at Keeneland last 
spring and finished second in 
the Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile at 
Santa Anita last fall. Treptow 
kept him in training this year, 
hoping for a Grade 1 stakes 
win to bolster a potential stal¬ 
lion deal. 

Treptow and Seitz hopped 
on a plane after this year’s 
Kenmcky Derby-Gl to investi¬ 
gate a stallion career in Argen¬ 
tina for the Darley-bred. Trep¬ 
tow thinks Argentina might be 
a perfect fit for the stakes win¬ 


ner on mrf and over synthetic 
tracks and will try and support 
him with his own mares. It’s 
outside the box, and that’s 
Treptow. 

“I’m trying every angle I can 
and seeing what works best 
rather than trying to rephcate 
what someone else has done, 
only to discover it’s not for me 
or you lose too much money,” 
said Treptow, who runs Magel¬ 
lan Resources Group, a 12-year- 
old company that is involved in 
alternative energy development. 

The company involves such 
things as large wind projects, 
methane gas recovery from 
landfills and a steel-sludge 
recovery and recycling project. 
The projects qualify for federal 
energy credits and then Magel¬ 
lan sells the tax credits to a 
group of companies that have 
tax liabilities. They say timing 
is everything and there was 
no better time to be involved 
in alternative energy resources 
than when Barack Obama was 
elected president. 

“With Obama winning the 
election and focusing so sig¬ 
nificantly on non-fossil fuel 
development, it’s been a criti¬ 
cal moment in our business. I 
just couldn’t afford to retire,” 
Treptow said. “I had good 
intentions of doing this in my 
old age, in my retirement, but 
my business got going very 
well and I couldn’t afford not 
to do it for a tittle bit longer. As 
a result, it’s going to take me a 
year or two more to get all this 
done.” 

Hobson, originally from 
Nottingham, England, plays an 


integral part in that process. 
The former steeplechase jock¬ 
ey (he rode in England, France, 
Italy and the U.S.) began rent¬ 
ing a couple of stalls at Hickory 
Tree nearly a decade ago. He 
had a front row seat to the 
death march of a Virginia tra¬ 
dition. 

“I’ve been here eight or nine 
years watching the farm waste 
away to nothing. When I came 
here, they had seven or eight 
horses but I just watched them 
slowly sell them off,” Hobson 
said. “I trained the very last 
horse they had; she was second 
and third and they sold her.” 

Hobson rents the main train¬ 
ing barn from Hickory Tree, 
then in turn trains some of its 
horses. He (happily) gets the B 
string, running at Mid-Atlantic 
tracks, preparing young horses 
to go to Motion or repairing 
broken horses. Since Treptow 
bought the farm, Hobson has 
picked up better and better 
horses, including some for 
Audley Farm in BerryviUe, Va. 
He’s filled the barn. 

“I went from barn 4 to 
barn 3 to barn 2 to barn 1. 
Everybody was renting stalls 
here and [Treptow] came to 
me and said he wanted me to 
stay here and he would send 
me some horses. I was half 
prepared to be asked to leave,” 
said Hobson who worked for 
trainers Mikey Smithwick, Dot 
Smithwick, Jack Fisher and 
Tom Voss before going out 
on his own. “In the two years 
since he came here, it’s come 
together for me. He’s basically 
setting it up tike it used to be 


set up by the old Mills family. 
It’s probably never going to 
be what it was, but it will be 
very good. He’s got the passion 
fork.” 

Treptow wants to raise star 
quality for himself and for his 
state. He’s a firm believer in the 
state and hopes it can regain its 
stature in Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing. He serves on the board 
of the Middleburg Agriculture 
Research and Extension Center, 
which sits across the street 
from the barn. He’d tike to 
entice a proper stallion to that 
facility, one that would help 
return Virginia to the fore¬ 
front of Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing. Businessman, absolutely. 
Dreamer, sure. 

‘We have just as good grass 
here, we’ve got all the oppor¬ 
tunity, we just don’t have the 
will, the political will, or the 
folks who are wilting to invest,” 
Treptow said. “It’s funny. Maybe 
times come around, maybe you 
get the right people with a 
passion for it, maybe it turns 
around. You need people with 
passion who champion for the 
industry who have some politi¬ 
cal stroke to get things done. 
Right now you don’t have a 
legislature or assembly that’s in 
tune to the agricultural aspect. 
The history is there but it’s too 
far in the distant past. 

“A lot of these old farms have 
a tendency to fade away, that’s 
what would have happened to 
Hickory Tree,” Treptow said. 
‘I love the history of Hickory 
Tree. I’m trying for this to be 
chapter two.” ^

Record price, plummeting buy-back rate, 
highlight Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale held May 18 and 19 atTimonium 



Most expensive horse ever sold at a Maryland auction: Tapit colt worked an eighth mile In :10Vs before selling for $850,000 to agent Steven Young. 
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B uoyed by two headline 
colts, the Fasig-Tipton 
Mdlantic Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale showed strength 
despite the tough economic 
times. 

The sales company limited 
the catalog to 500 horses for 
the sale held May 18 and 19 at 
Timonium. 

That led to steep decreases 
in number of horses sold (253, 
marking a 22.6 percent decline) 
and gross ($10,651,000, a drop 
of 32.4 percent), compared to 
the previous year. 

But the average ($42,099) 
and median ($25,000) fell 12.6 
percent and 10.7 percent, 
respectively-figures that com¬ 
pare favorably with current 
market trends. 

And the buy-back rate took 
a sharp turn for the better, with 
21.2 percent of the horses who 
went through the ring failing to 
meet their reserve compared to 
34.1 percent in 2008. 

The sale started off with a 
bang in the first session, when 
a Tapit colt sold for $850,000, 
setting a new all-time record 
for a horse sold at auction at 
Timonium. 

Brought into the ring as hip 
#24, from the Hobeau Farm 
dispersal consigned by Cary 
Frommer, agent, the ultimate 
sales-topper, named Tashop, far 
surpassed the mark set in 2006 
by Zounds, a Johannesburg colt 
sold for $625,000. 

Purchased by Steven 
Young, agent, Tashop is out 
of the Private Account mare 
Shopping, dam of four stakes 
horses, including Grade 1 -win¬ 
ning millionaire Miss Shop (by 
Deputy Minister). In the under¬ 
tack show, he worked an eighth- 
mile in rlOVs, equaling the fast¬ 
est time for the distance. 

Also highhghting the 
Monday session was a half- 
brother to Kentucky Derby-Gl 
winner Mine That Bird. Sold for 
$485,000, the coltby Yonaguska 
out of Mining My Own (by 
Smart Strike) was purchased 
by Cot Campbell’s Dogwood 
Stable and is expected to race 
in partnership for Dogwood 


and Paul Saylor, who sent him 
to the Maryland auction. 

Subsequently named 
Brother Bird, the colt has joined 
trainer Todd Pletcher’s stable at 
Saratoga. Pletcher reportedly 
called the colt ‘Very self con¬ 
fident.” 

Brother Bird was pur¬ 
chased by Saylor for $100,000 
at the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s March 2-year-old 
sale, and became a late addition 
to the sale at Timonium follow¬ 
ing Mine That Bird’s Kentucky 
Derby victory. 

Like Tashop, Brother Bird 
sold from the consignment 
of Cary Frommer, a Georgia- 
based pinhooker soon to relo¬ 
cate to South Carolina. 

Frommer had purchased 
Brother Bird for $72,000 at the 
last year’s Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Yearhng sale; Saylor bought 
the colt from her at the Ocala 
auction. 

Selling 19 of the 23 horses 
she brought to the Timonium 
sale for $1,850,500, Frommer 
ranked as the leading consign¬ 
or. Frommer sold four horses 
in what was the first phase 
of the Hobeau Farm disper¬ 
sal; together, they brought 
$1,028,000. Hobeau Farm in 
Ocala, Fla., was the base of 
operations for major owner/ 
breeder Jack Dreyfus, who died 
in March at the age of 95. 

Topping the second session 
was a Eurosilver colt out of the 
Not For Love mare DoUy by 
GoUy who sold for $280,000. 
Eddie Woods, agent, consigned 
the colt and Steven Young, 
agent, signed the ticket. 

Highest-priced filly of the 
sale was a daughter of Hen- 
nessy—Shoreline, by Unbrid¬ 
led, now named Water of Life. 
Thoroughbred Futures made 
the winning bid of $170,000 for 
the fiUy, who belonged to the 
consignment of Leprechaun 
Racing, agent. Also the top- 
seUing Mid-Atlantic-bred, the 
chesmut fiUy, bred in Virginia 
by James S. Carter, is a half- 
sister to two stakes perform¬ 
ers and a granddaughter of

multiple stakes winner Seaquay 
($768,002). 

Tapit was the leading sire, 
with four of his offspring sell¬ 
ing for a total of $1,050,000.

His top-sell¬ 
er was a $95,000 colt out of 
Silver Nova (by Silver Buck), 
bred in Pennsylvania by GB 
Associates, consigned by Vision 
Sales (2008) LLC, Stephens 
Thoroughbreds, agent, and 
purchased by Susan Cooney.

W ith the efficiency of a 
Prius and the power of 
a Hummer H2, Good 
Night Shirt motored through 
two-plus seasons of steeple¬ 
chase stakes. He won nine of 
10 starts dating back to May 
12, 2007, claimed two Echpse 
Awards, and surpassed $1 mil- 
hon in lifetime earnings. He's 
also the first steeplechaser 
to be named Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year. 

Then on May 9, 2009, the 
magnificent ride ended. 

Bidding to become the first 
horse to win three consecu¬ 
tive runnings of the $150,000 
Iroquois S teeplechase-NSAl, 
Good Night Shirt settied for 
a hard-trying second behind 
unlikely winner Pierrot Lun- 
aire. 

Ridden by veteran Chip 
Miller, the victor sat weU off 
the early pace, went after the 
favorite in the stretch, and won 
by three lengths in 6:27.80 for 
the three miles over soft turf at 
Percy Warner Park in Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Pierrot Lunaire gave local 
owner Calvin Houghland his 
fifth win in the historic race and 
provided trainer Bruce Miller 
his fourth Iroquois score. 

Pierrot Lunaire capped an 
eight-day, three-nation, six- 
state odyssey to win the first 
Grade 1 steeplechase of 2009. 
The American-bred Enghsh 
import tossed a wrench into 
the championship picture pre¬ 
viously thought to include only 


Good Night Shirt and sparked 
some fife into the stakes divi¬ 
sion. 

Part Preakness, part spring 
cotillion, the Iroquois annu¬ 
ally lures the top steeplechas¬ 
ers in training with a strong 
purse strucmre (second-high¬ 
est of the year at $385,000), 
a manicured turf course and 
a large, enthusiastic crowd. 
Houghland's history traces to 
the first running in 1941. He 
rode in that one and won the 
1943 race as a jockey. As an 
owner, he won his first in 1958 
and added three more victo¬ 
ries, including All Gong (GB) 
in 2002. At 92, HougHand 
instructed trainer Bruce Miller 
to find a contender for 2009. 

Miller looked to England, 
the most hkely source of 
Thoroughbreds ready to tackle 
American stakes competition, 
and found a few worth pursu¬ 
ing. Pierrot Lunaire was not the 
first choice. 

“I had another horse I Hked, 
but he was a novice and was 
not up to this race,” said Miller. 

hked this horse, too, and 
went over to see him, but I 
didn't think we were going to 
get him. I gave up.” 

Houghland and his wife, 
Mary Ann, did not and bought 
Pierrot Lunaire from top 
Enghsh trainer Paul Nicholls 
in time-barely. The purchase 
completed a circle back to the 
U.S. for the 5-year-old son of 
War Chant. Bred in Kentucky 
by Skymarc Farm, Pierrot 


Lunaire went to Europe as a 
flat prospect. He lost aU six 
flat starts in France in 2006 
and '07 and sold to NichoUs's 
chent Highflyer Bloodstock 
for 100,000 euros at France's 
Arqana Autumn Sales in 2007. 
Over hurdles in 2008, he won 
two of his first four, including 
a classy novice at Ain tree, and 
was mentioned as a champion 
hurdle contender. 

His career crashed with 
back-to-back falls at Aintree 
and Kempton late last year, but 
he opened 2009 with a second 
at FontweU in February. In his 
final Enghsh start, he finished 
24th of 27 in the Group 3 
Coral Cup at the Cheltenham 
Festival in March. 

A faller in two of his previ¬ 
ous four runs and surely jet- 
lagged, Pierrot Lunaire looked 
overmatched in the Iroquois. 
Good Night Shirt won all five 
races in 2008 and began 2009 
by taking the Carohna Cup- 
NSA2. Sonny Via's champion 
was poised to make history, 
even on a course soaked by six 
and a half inches of rain in the 
previous week. Just five horses 
showed up to face the favorite, 
with Temple Gwathmey-NSA3 
winner Isti Bee (NZ) the main 
challenger. 

The leading active American 
jump jockey with 208 career 
wins coming in. Miller knew his 
assignment. 

‘‘Whenever you ride a race 
with six horses and one clear 
favorite, you're always aware of 
where he is and the whole idea 
is to ride against that horse,” 
he said. “But I'd only watched 
one race by [Pierrot Lunaire] 
on tape so didn't know him that 
well. I had my concerns —three 
miles, he'd just shipped, the 
ground. I wanted to be conser¬ 
vative enough. You can't come 
from last in this race, but I also 
knew I had to give him a fair 
chance to get his feet under 
him.” 

The trainer's son. Miller 
went to Nashville for one ride 
and did his homework by walk¬ 
ing the course after the fourth 
race (the Iroquois, the seventh, 
is always the day's finale). 


Staying wide on the least- 
used ground, Pierrot Lunaire 
dropped back to last early. Isti 
Bee set the pace. Good Night 
Shirt tracked in second. After 
a mile. Good Night Shirt took 
over. He cranked up the pres¬ 
sure on the final run down 
the backstretch, and flew the 
third-last to enter the mrn with 
a two-length lead. Chivite (Ire) 
kept pace. Pierrot Lunaire made 
progress. The others dropped 
out of it. 

“When the Shirt jumped the 
way he did down the back, I had 
to catch him,” said Miller. “He 
wasn't coming back. He ran 
great. The ground had to hurt 
him; he was going faster than I 
was for two miles. I found good 
ground, but my horse still had 
to come with a run, still had to 
be game.” 

Good Night Shirt led over 
the second-last and into the 
stretch as Pierrot Lunaire 
chipped into the margin. Miller 
asked for a lead change before 
the final fence, and go tit. Pierrot 
Lunaire accelerated, caught the 
favorite after landing, and com¬ 
pleted the upset. Chip Miller 
won his first Iroquois (after 
two seconds and two thirds in 
10 tries). 

Father and son were both 
floored by the success. 

“I was crying when I pulled 
up, just because to ride as httle 
as I ride now and to be able to 
get on that horse and do that 
for Mr. Houghland and Dad. . . 
to be able to puU it off is very 
humbling,” said Miller, whose 
mounts are limited by his ability 
to make weight. “I was watch¬ 
ing aU day long, and I hate 
watching races. Then I won the 
Iroquois. . . on a horse making 
his first start in the country. . . 
against Good Night Shirt. It's 
shocking, really.” 

“I should stop [training] right 
now because it's never going 
to get better than this,” Bruce 
Miller said. “I figured this horse 
could not do three miles here, 
just couldn't. I thought, ‘Poor 
Chip. He came down just to do 
this and this horse isn't going to 
run very well. How can I bring 
him down here and this horse 
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not run so well?’ And then 
they go out there and do it? 
Against Good Night Shirt? In 
this ground? I didn’t beheve it 
could happen.” 

Until it did. 

IROQUOIS NOTES 

Good Night Shirt and 
Pierrot Lunaire will point to faU 
campaigns, favoring a rematch 
over the year’s championship 
races at Belmont Park, Far HiUs 
and/or Camden to tackHng the 
hot weather and demanding 
schedule at Saratoga. . . On the 
undercard at NashviUe, stakes 
victories went to Fox Ridge 
Farm’s Planets Aligned, Octo- 
raro Stable’s DynaskiU and Irv 
Naylor’s Patriot’s Path. The lat¬ 
ter won his third timber race of 
2009 with a one and a half- 
length tally in the $75,000 
Mason Houghland Memorial. 
The 9-year-old son of Carni- 
valay, bred in Maryland by 
Jeremy GiUam, vaulted to the 
top of the timber standings for 


trainer Desmond Fogarty and 
continued to improve on a win¬ 
less (with four seconds) cam¬ 
paign in 2008 . . . Seven-year- 
old mare DynaskiU gave Bruce 
Miller a training double by 
charging away from a crowd on 
the final mrn in the $50,000 
Margaret Currey Henley Mem¬ 
orial. The daughter of Dyna- 
former thrived in the soft going 
and won by 12^4 lengths to 
claim her first hurdle win. . . 
Trained by Tom Voss, Planets 
Aligned wore down pacesetter 
Rare Bush in the stretch to win 
the $50,000 Marcellus Frost- 
NSA3, his first win in more 
than a year. Third to Isti Bee in 
the Gwathmeyin his most recent 
start. Planets Aligned relished 
the two-mile distance and won 
by three-quarters of a length. 

AGELESS TIMBER 
WARRIOR 

When the careers of flat 
horses end at age 3, steeple¬ 
chase horsemen chuckle-espe¬ 


cially when a Thoroughbred 
like Salmo comes along. At 13, 
he claimed his second Virginia 
Gold Cup in three years for 
owner Irv Naylor at Great 
Meadow in The Plains, Va., 
on May 2. The long, tail chest¬ 
nut gelding raced on or near 
the lead throughout and mrned 
aside Bubble Economy’s late 
charge to win the $75,000 tim¬ 
ber stakes by two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths. Bred in Virginia by 
Sara Collette, Salmo covered 
the four miles in 8:33.60 and 
made everybody smile. 

‘‘He’s a 13-year-old horse 
making his first start of the 
year, against top-class horses, 
young horses at the top of 
their game. It’s absolutely unbe¬ 
lievable,” said winning jockey 
Darren Nagle. “You wouldn’t 
think it could be done.” 

They’ve been saying that a 
lot about Salmo, whose early 
timber days were known as 
much for failure (and injured 
jockeys) as success. He broke 
through by winning the Gold 


Cup in 2007, but has battled 
physical ailments —a bowed 
tendon, timber shins, an old 
scar on his hip-that limit his 
action. When fit and sound, 
he can turn in a quality perfor¬ 
mance. 

Trainer Desmond Fogarty 
circled the Gold Cup after his 
horse finished second in the 
International Gold Cup over 
the same course (a half-mile 
shorter) last fall. The schedule 
included long, slow gallops on 
Naylor’s Maryland farm, trips 
to Fair Hill Training Center to 
work on the Tapeta surface, 
and loads of patience. 

“I don’t work him that hard. 
I can’t,” said Fogarty. “Long, 
steady gallops. We had a couple 
of stalls at Fair Hill over the 
winter and he would go every 
day I could take him. I’d be 
careful with him, keep an eye 
on him. He’s actually not that 
hard to get fit for a big, old 
horse. We didn’t give him a 
prep run over timber because 
of the soundness issues. You 
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Pierrot Lunaire (Chip Miller, left) overtakes Good Night Shirt (Willie Dowling) to win the season’s first Grade 1 event, the Iroquois Steeplechase in Nashville, Tenn. 
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can tell when he’s fit-he can 
go three miles around that Fair 
Hill track at race pace.” 

Salmo prepped for the Gold 
Cup with two flat starts at 
point-to-points - Marlborough 
on April 5 and Fairfax on April 
19. The lack of a timber race 
put Salmo in the second tier of 
contenders behind younger/ 
fitter rivals Bubble Economy 
Erin Go Bragh (NZ), Orison, 
Seeyouattheevent and South 
Monarch. Salmo went to the 
front at the start, gave way to J. 
Alfred Prufrock after about a 
mile, but took control with a 
big leap at the 19th of 23 fences. 
Sent on from there, Salmo got 
first run on the others and had 
plenty left in the stretch. 

‘Tt was the only way to 
take the sting out of Bubble 
Economy’s kick and not kiU 
our guy for the stretch,” said 
Nagle. ‘‘It worked out perfectly. 
I thought he was tired going 
down to the last, but he just 
put his head down and tried 
his heart out aU the way to the 
hne.” 

GOLD CUP NOTES 

Kinross Farm’s When the 
Saints won a quality allowance 
hurdle on the card, edging 
Terpsichorean by a neck in the 
$30,000 race for non-winners 
of two other than. Trained by 
Ned Morris, the 7-year-old was 
making his first start since win¬ 
ning his hurdle debut in Octo¬ 
ber 2007. . . Jacqueline Ohr- 
strom’s Four Schools (Jre) han¬ 
dled seven foes in the $20,000 
starter aUowance for Virginia 
trainer Richard Valentine. The 
7-year-old won the Ferguson 
Memorial at Colonial Downs 
last summer. . . Pennsylvania 
trainer Eddie Graham show¬ 
cased Better Be Ready, a half- 
brother to Breeders’ Cup 
Turf-Gl winner and multimd- 
honaire Better Talk Now who 
won a $25,000 maiden hurdle 
for owner Clorevia Farm. 

TAX RULING PAYS 
DIVIDENDS 

Purchased as a 3-year-old 
with loads of potential, even 


more breeding, and zero career 
starts. Tax Ruling is starting to 
pay off for owner Irv Naylor 
and trainer Desmond Fogarty. 
Bred by the Phipps Stable, the 
6-year-old wired a sohd group 
of novice hurdlers in the 
$75,000 National Hunt Cup- 
NSA2 at the Radnor races in 
Malvern, Pa., on May 16. 

Tax Ruling (Darren Nagle) 
went right to the front, built 
an easy lead, felt some pres¬ 
sure approaching the stretch, 
and drew off late to score 
by a dozen lengths over 
Terpsichorean, with favorite 
The Price of Love third. The 
winner covered the two and 
three-eighths miles over good 
mrf in 4:45. 

Restricted to novice hur¬ 
dlers (first-year and second- 
year horses), the National Hunt 
Cup drew a quality field of 
nine with the likes of 2008 
novice champion The Price of 
Love, stakes winner Spy in the 
Sky, double winner Dynantonia 
and on-the-rise maiden win¬ 
ners Terpsichorean, Atrium, 
Northern Bay, Flight Briefing 
and Dictina’s Boy. 

Tax Ruling broke his maid¬ 
en in 2008, graduated to allow¬ 
ance victor in his 2009 debut 
at Colonial Downs, and came 
to Radnor off a fall at the 
Queen’s Cup in Charlotte, N.C., 
on April 25. 

Fogarty chose the stakes 
instead of an aUowance on the 
same card because his horse 
wUl soon graduate from the 
novice ranks and a $75,000 race 
pays better than a $30,000 one. 
The trainer wasn’t sure what to 
expect, though he has figured 
out that Tax RuUng runs better 
closer to home. 

“Many of the races where 
he’s run poorly are where he 
shipped overnight and it’s been 
hot,” said Fogarty. “His best 
races are a day’s ship—Virginia 
or up here —and in cooler 
weather.” 

The sky stayed cloudy at 
Radnor - about two hours from 
home-and Tax Ruhng kept 
running. 

“I was deUghted with the 
way he was travehng and I 


loved the way he pricked his 
ears in front and seemed happy 
there,” Fogarty said. “I won¬ 
dered when they were going to 
get him. Coming to the last, the 
boys were aU at work behind 
him and Darren was just sitting. 
I said, ‘This horse is going to 
win,’ and he did.” 

A son of Dynaformer and 
Grade 1 winner/producer Fan¬ 
tastic Find, Tax RuUng never 
raced for his breeders and was 
sold to Naylor as a jump pros¬ 
pect. Trained by Bruce MUler, 
the Kentucky-bred made two 
starts over hurdles as a 3-year- 
old in 2006. The next season, he 
moved to Jonathan Sheppard’s 
barn for two flat starts and 
then joined Fogarty’s string on 
Naylor’s farm that fall. Over 
fences. Tax RuUng has won 
three of 11 starts with victories 
in two of his last three. 

Fogarty Ukes the progress, 
and may think big. 

“He might deserve a crack 
at a Grade 1 some day the way 
he ran today, but I don’t want to 
ship him too far or run in the 
heat,” he said. “He’U jump and 
he seems Uke he wants a trip.” 

TIMBER CHAMP 
IRISH PRINCE (NZ) 
RETURNS 

Augustin Stable’s Irish 
Prince (NZ), champion timber 
horse of 2007, turned back 
time to win the $40,000 Radnor 
Hunt Cup timber stakes for 
trainer Sanna Hendriks and 
jockey Xavier Aizpuru. 

The New Zealand import 
rated weU back in the field of 
nine before quickening over 
the final quarter mUe and out¬ 
running Uppercut by a length 
and a quarter. The 10-year-old 
covered the three and a quar¬ 
ter mUes in 6:44.60 whUe win¬ 
ning for the first time since 
his championship year. Since 
then, he hasn’t finished worse 
than fourth in six starts, but 
couldn’t hold off far less sea¬ 
soned runner More Fascination 
at Winterthur on May 3. 

“I’m thriUed with him, and 
for him,” said Hendriks. “He’s 
just been missing. I was disap¬ 


pointed that he didn’t win at 
Winterthur. He’s not as fast as 
he used to be, he makes a Uttle 
more noise with his wind, but 
he tries his tail off every time.” 

RADNDR NDTES 

Longtime leading Maryland 
Thoroughbred owners/breed- 
ers Sondra and Howard Bender 
picked up their first steeple¬ 
chase win when El Viaje came 
from off the pace to win a 
$25,000 maiden hurdle in his 
debut for trainer Tom Voss. A 
three-time winner on the flat 
for trainer Larry Murray, the 
7-year-old homebred son of El 
Prado (Ire) could be headed to 
bigger things this summer. . . 
Hudson River Farms and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard teamed up 
to win a $30,000 allowance hur¬ 
dle with Arcadius, a Kentucky- 
bred who won over hurdles 
in Ireland. The 5-year-old son 
of Giant’s Causeway defeated 
Great Gusto, Fogcutter and C 
R’s Deputy, among others. . . 
Diminutive claimer Duke of 
Earl (Ire) added another victory 
to his lengthy career, getting to 
the line first in a $25,000 claim¬ 
ing hurdle for Ann Stern and 
trainer Jack Fisher. A model of 
durability, Duke of Earl won 
for the 11th time in 61 career 
starts (flat and jumps). 

FAIR HILL 
CLDSES SEASDN 

American steeple chasing’s 
annual foray into pari-mutuel 
wagering leapt to action with 
the Fair Hill Races in Cecil 
County, Md., on May 23. The 
mixed card included three flat 
races and five jump races, a 
packed house of 14,000, and 
a wagering handle of $160,567 
(don’t even figure the per cap¬ 
ita, the day belongs to the $2 
bettor). 

On the race track, Mark 
Dodson’s Moon Dolly (GB) 
took the featured Valentine 
Memorial. The $30,000 stakes 
for fiUies/mares lured a field of 
seven, including recent stakes 
winner DynaskiU, 2009 winner 
The Manner Born, 2008 win- 
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ners Jellyberry and Miss Crown 
and 2007 stakes winner Lair. 

Second in her four prior 
starts, Moon Dolly caught the 
bouquet with a strong stretch 
run to nip Jellyberry by a head 
in 4:15.60. DynaskiU finished 
third. Trained by Tom Voss and 
ridden by Xavier Aizpuru, the 
daughter of Kris S. improved 
on her runner-up effort in soft 
turf at the Iroquois. 

“She actually ran a massive 
race down there and Mr. Voss 
was adamant that this ground 
would suit her much better 
than Nashville ” said Aizpuru. 
“She’d done nothing wrong aU 
spring without acmally win¬ 
ning. You just hope she has her 
day one day, and it turned out 
to be today.” 

Now 8, Moon Dolly came 
to steeplechasing after a much- 
traveled flat career that saw her 
make 29 starts for five trainers 
at 12 race tracks. 

The English-bred won a 
small stakes at Arlington Park 
in 2006 and tackled Grade 2 
company at Belmont in 2007 
before making the conversion 
in 2008. 

As usual, the filly/m are divi¬ 
sion produced a competitive 
race. 

“It’s always going to be com¬ 
petitive in that division,” said 
Aizpuru. “After the race when 
you see who’s won, you can 
always find a reason why that 
happened. It’s usually the one 
that steps up and they aU have 
their day one way or another. 
I wouldn’t trade this mare for 
anyone else’s, though.” 

FAIR HILL NOTES 

West Virginia-bred Harrys 
Crown won the $15,000 maid¬ 
en hurdle for Virginia-based 
owner/trainer Pete Aylor. The 
7-year-old son of Seeking the 
Crown broke through after 
placing in three starts earlier in 
the spring. . . Maryland-breds 
Silent Vow and Henry’s Hero 
also scored hurdle wins on the 
day. ^

W elcome back boys. 
Perennial leaders Scott 
Lake, Robert Cole 
and Jeremy Rose swept their 
respective divisions once again, 
this time taking the six-week 
Pimhco spring meet. The 
20-day stand began on April 
18, peaked with the Preakness 
on May 16, and finished on 
May 23. The trio also captured 
the titles at the Laurel Park 
winter meet. 

Lake led the trainers' stand¬ 
ings at Pimhco for the fourth 
consecutive year, scoring 18 
times, doubhng runner-up Mike 
Trombetta's nine wins. Lake 
has secured 11 of the last 14 
meets at the major Maryland 
tracks. Lake dominates the 
claiming game but did pick up 
allowance taUies with Baltimore 
Raven, Jen's Revenge, Don'tget- 
suspicious and Met a Miner. 
The latter scored on May 10, 
his third win in four starts since 
being claimed by Lake. 

Cole continued his domi¬ 
nance of the owners' standings, 
winning seven races, one more 
than PTK LLC. 

Despite moonhghting at 
other tracks—including Keene- 
land—during the spring meet. 
Rose won his first tide at 
Pimhco. The 30-year-old jockey 
staked his corner at Pimhco on 
13 days during the 20-day meet, 
but held off Juhan Pimentel by 
four wins. Rose took the Laurel 
Park winter tides in 2002, 2007 
and 2009. 

Trainer Nick Zito continued 
his healthy record at Pimhco by 
taking this year's Federico Tesio 



Stakes with Robert LaPenta's 
Miner’s Escape on May 2. 

Part of a 7-2 Zito entry. 
Miner's Escape tracked Tone 
It Down early before scoot¬ 
ing to a four and a half-length 
win over Hehasnosay with 
Tone It Down third. The son 
of Mineshaft finished the nine 
furlongs in 1:51.23. Local jock¬ 
ey Luis Garcia picked up the 
mount on Miner's Escape, who 
had spent the winter in Florida. 
Miner's Escape lost his first 
five starts before breaking his 
maiden in his previous start at 
Gulfs tream Park in March. 

Zito tried Miner's Escape at 
Saratoga last summer, where he 
was trounced by future stakes 
winner Charitable Man, thenlos t 
two straight at Meadowlands. 
Freshened for Florida, he failed 
on the turf and then failed 
again while going seven fur¬ 
longs. Inexphcably, he woke 
up in his next start, breaking 
his maiden by four lengths at 
a whopping 16-1. The Tesio 
came next. 

Zito, a stalwart participant in 
the Preakness, opted to skip the 
second leg of the Triple Crown 
with Miner's Escape and point 
for the Belmont Stakes. 

A Kentucky Derby day 
crowd, 14,527 strong, watched 
the Tesio. 

Trainer Ted Maher won 
the Henry S. Clark Stakes with 


Brickell on April 25 in a shock¬ 
ing upset. Claimed last August 
for $10,000 at Laurel, BrickeU 
went off at 50-1 and held off 
favorite Independent George 
by a length and a quarter. 
Veteran 10-year-old Midwatch 
hung tough to finish third after 
leading most of the way. 

Owned by Harry Kassap 
LLC, Brickell once held his 
own on the mrf for Hall of 
Fame trainer Bill Mott but had 
sHpped to the bottom rung of 
the turf claiming ladder when 
Maher took him in the midst 
of a four-race win streak. 

Making his 52nd career 
start, the 8-year-old son of 
Deputy Minister completed the 
mile over good mrf in 1:39.80. 
Under Harry Vega, Brickell 
paid $102.40 and led a $310 
exacta and a $2,079.40 triple. 
The Clark, his 11 th career vic¬ 
tory, brought his earnings to 
$342,782. 

Freshened for the winter, 
Brickell hadn't started since 
October 23. Last year, Maher 
saddled Ra Der Dean to a third- 
place finish in Pimhco's Dixie 
Stakes-G2 at odds of 41 -1. 

Northeastern continued a 
productive spring for owner/ 
trainer Alex White when the 
son of Eastern Echo upset a 
five-furlong mrf allowance on 
April 18. Bred in Maryland by 
the late Hall of Fame trainer 


Mikey Smithwick, Northeastern 
sat in midpack before rolling to 
a length and a quarter score. 
Under Geovany Garcia, North¬ 
eastern finished five furlongs 
in 1:00.49 over the good mrf 
course. 

Northeastern won once last 
year over the Pimhco mrf and 
now sports a 2-for-13 career 
mark. He's a 5-year-old half- 
brother to steeplechase winner 
Irish Embassy, also trained by 
White. 

White also picked up a maid¬ 
en special weight win with her 
own Crew and earned prom¬ 
ising seconds with 4-year-old 
mrfer Mythical Hero and first¬ 
time starter Belarus, at 60-1. 

Bruce Jackson unveiled a 
promising first-time starter 
when Favorite Flavor won on 
opening day. Owned by Richard 
Shult 2 , Favorite Flavor ralhed 
from fifth in the field of seven 
to score by a length and a half 
under Jeremy Rose. The 3-year- 
old daughter of Wiseman's 
Ferry led a first-time starter 
trifecta, scoring over After All 
and Classic West, while going 
six furlongs in 1:12.39. 

Purchased for $32,000 at 
Keeneland's January sale in 
2007, Favorite Flavor showed 
11 breezes at Fair HiU Training 
Center. 

“It's always a pleasant sur¬ 
prise when they run that pro¬ 
fessionally first-out. However, 
she had been training very well 
and it was not a total shock," 
Jackson said. He had planned 
to run the New York-bred at 
Belmont Park, “but when that 
race didn't go, we opted for 
Pimlico," Jackson added. 

Jackson has scaled down his 
training operation to concen¬ 
trate on his Fair Hill Equine 
Therapy Center but stiU trains a 
select group of horses. Favorite 
Flavor notched the trainer's 
second win of the year. 

Owner/trainer/breeder 
Nancy Alberts enjoyed a win 
on April 18 when Maryland- 
bred Cash N Wink took a 
$25,000 maiden claimer under 
Malcolm Franklin. The 3-year- 
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old gelded son of Amen Valay 
scored by a neck after six fur¬ 
longs in 1:13.94. 

Cash N Wink finished 
fourth in his debut on April 8 
but quickly made amends. Out 
of the unraced Horatius mare 
Hale Bopper, Cash N Wink is 
a full brother to P. J. Steve, who 
finished second in the 2006 
Maryland Million Sprint Starter 
Handicap. 

Alberts picked up anoth¬ 
er win during the meet when 
Fleeting Thunder, owned by 
Lewis Family Racing Stable, 
earned a maiden claiming vic¬ 
tory on May 7. 

Trainer Henry Walters Ht 
up the toteboard on April 19 
when Oh My Me My scored 
by a half length. Owned by All 
T’s Stable and ridden by Jenna 
Joubert, the Maryland-bred 
rewarded backers with a cool 
$68.40 for the win and led a 
$808.20 exacta and a $10,203.60 
trifecta. The 6-year-old son of 
Wayne County (Ire) finished 
five furlongs on the firm turf in 
:59.57 to earn his eighth career 
victory and third since Walters 
claimed him from his breeder, 
Carol Kaye-Garcia, for $7,500 
in October. The winner rel¬ 
ished the switch to turf and 
shortening up after a string of 
route races. 

Thirteen days later, Walters 
upset an allowance race with 
East Coast Thoroughbreds’s Sir 
Togo. Claimed for $10,000 two 
starts earlier, the Maryland-bred 
son of Not For Love paid $30. 

Maryland-bred Apple 
Special continued to bang out 
wins over the Maryland circuit, 
this time taking a tough option¬ 
al claimer on April 19 over Jen’s 
Revenge. The son of Outflanker 
improved his career mark to 
8-for-18 and won for the fifth 
time in his past six starts. 
Trained by John Robb for Janet 
Wayson, Apple Special finished 
the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:43.51. Jeremy Rose guided 
the 4-year-old colt. 

Bred by Will Farish and 
GaspariUa Stable, Apple Special 
cost $15,000 at the Fasig-Tipton

He won the Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship in 
2007 while younger half-broth¬ 
er In the Juice (by Rock Slide 
out of the Pleasant Tap mare 
Apple Juice) finished second in 
the same race last year. 

Wayson and Robb teamed 
up the next Saturday to win a 
rich optional claimer with 
Maryland-bred Great Love. 
The 3-year-old son of Great 
Notion, racing for a $50,000 
tag, scored by four and three- 
quarters lengths with Eric 
Camacho aboard. Great Love 
completed the six furlongs in 
1:11.57. No one snatched up 
the stakes-placed runner and in 
his next start he annexed the 
$100,000 Tom Ridge Stakes at 
Presque Isle. 

Outflanker continued to pro¬ 
duce winners on the Maryland 
circuit when 3-year-old Red 
Elephant broke his maiden 
in his career debut on April 
23. Bred in Maryland by Will 
Farish, Red Elephant drew off 
to win by four lengths. Owned 
by Lori and George HaU and 
trained by Kelly Breen, Red 
Elephant wasn’t a secret, going 
off the favorite in the field of 
seven. Jeremy Rose guided the 
winner, who went six furlongs 
in 1:12.31. 

Red Elephant picked up 
$11,400 for the Halls. Not 
bad for a $2,500 Fasig-Tipton 


Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearhng 
sale purchase. 

Owner/trainer Gaston 
Sandoval unleashed 5-year-old 
maiden Prince Noir to win a 
maiden sprint on the turf on 
April 30. The gelded son of 
Suave Prospect hadn’t run since 
last July but was fit enough to 
stalk the speed and draw off to 
win by two and a half lengths 
under Malcolm Frankhn. 

Prince Noir collected two 
seconds in as many starts racing 
short on the grass last summer. 

R C Park Racing Stable 
enjoyed a win with homebred 
Celtic Red on April 30. The 
4-year-old Maryland-bred broke 
through the maiden barrier in 
his 12th career start after three 
seconds and four thirds for 
trainer Samuel Davis. Geovany 
Garcia guided the son of Per¬ 
fecting who scored by a half 
length. 

Janet and Frederick David¬ 
son upset a six-furlong maid¬ 
en special on May 1 when 
Volcanic Ice reeled in favorite 
Safety Valve to win by three- 
quarters of a length under 
Grant Whitacre. A 5-year-old 
son of El Corredor, Volcanic 
Ice rallied from sixth to collect 
the $15,960 winner’s share of 
the purse. 

Stabled at Bowie, Volcanic 
Ice made his fifth career start 
over his fourth different track. 
He had never hit the board after 


making his debut at Churchill 
Downs, then trying Colonial, 
and exited a seventh-place 
finish at Laurel. Bettors were 
derailed by his form, allowing 
the Kentucky-bred to go off 
at 12-1. 

Trainer Anthony Aguirre 
upset a starter allowance on 
May 1 when Polish D 3 mamite 
closed from sixth in the field 
of nine to win by a length for 
owners JE-N-KY Racing Stable 
and Under the Sun Stable. 
The 6-year-old Maryland- 
bred gelding paid $31 on the 
way to knocking off favorite 
Sumacha’hot. A son of Polish 
Numbers, Pohsh Dynamite 
went the mile in 1:38.50 over 
the firm mrf The first foal 
out of Maryland Million Ladies 
winner Caveat’s Shot, Polish 
Dynamite had endured a sev¬ 
en-race losing streak before 
Aguirre freshened him. The 
victory was his first start since 
December 6. 

Richard Blue Sr. picked 
up a maiden special win with 
Princess Perry on May 2. 
Trained by Ann Merryman, 
the 4-year-old Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Point Given rid¬ 
den by Luis Garcia scored in 
her first attempt at a route of 
ground, winning the mile and a 
sixteenth race by an impressive 
eight and a half lengths. Out of 
the stakes-winning turf sprint¬ 
er Merry Princess (by Polish 
Numbers), she tried sprinting 
on dirt and turf but relished 
the move to two turns. 

Princess Perry was pur¬ 
chased for $40,000 at the Fasig 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-olds in 
training sale in 2007. 

Tom and Paula Haughey’s 
PTK LLC picked up one of 
its six wins during the meet 
when first-time starter Chloe’s 
Song scorched five rivals in 
a maiden claimer for 2-year- 
olds on May 14. Trained by 
Dane Kobiskie, the daughter 
of Mutakddim recovered from 
an awkward start to score over 
another first-timer, Wachacha. 
Ridden by Jenna Joubert, the 
winner finished the four and 
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WEALTH OF OPPORTUNITY SURROUNDS PREAKNESS 


P imlico rolled out its finery 
as the racing world mrned 
its attention to the second 
leg of the Triple Crown. On 
Preakness day, May 16, and the 
day before, a total of 16 stakes 
races were run, worth a total of 
$2.32 million. Nine of the races 
were graded. 

Topping the supporting 
events on Preakness day were 
two $150,000 Grade 2 events 
for older runners-the Allaire 
duPont Distaff Stakes for fil¬ 
lies and mares and the Dixie 
Stakes on the grass. Favorites 
captured both. 

The Allaire duPont Distaff 
was the first stakes of the day, 
going off as the second race at 
the early hour of 10:45 a.m. 

A short field of five went 
postward, with Darley Stable's 
Skyhghter the 2-5 favorite. A 
daughter of Sky Mesa trained 
by Bobby Frankel, Skyhghter 
was the only graded winner in 
the race, following the defec¬ 
tion of her stablemate Sea 
Chanter. 

Skyhghter never left the out¬ 
come in doubt as she took 
charge under Juhen Leparoux 


when the field headed into 
the first mrn and rolled from 
there. Extremely soft fractions 
of :25.37, :49.61 and 1:13.30 
helped her cause, and there was 
no catching her in the lane. 

“She kind of gave them the 
shp. That was good. We got an 
easy lead and she had plenty 
left," said Leparoux. Skyhghter 
opened up by more than four 
lengths and held the margin 
to the wire, winning officially 
by four and a quarter lengths 
in a final time of 1:44.34 
for the mile and a sixteenth. 
Unforgotten, the 4.40-1 second 
choice, rallied from last and 
outbobbed Maryland-bred All 
Smiles for second. 

A 4-year-old filly out of 
Painted Lady (by Broad Brush), 
Skyhghter was bred in Kentucky 
by Stonerside Stable. When 
Stonerside's Bob and Janice 
McNair decided to sell their 
operation late last summer. 
Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid 
al Maktoum's Darley made the 
purchase, which included the 
vast and talented racing stable. 
Skyhghter, a winner at the time, 
captured the Indiana Oaks-G2 


in her stakes debut and first 
start for her new owners in 
October 2008. 

In getting her fourth victory 
from 11 starts, Skyhghter upped 
her earnings to $451,212. 

The Dixie Stakes at a mile 
and an eighth on the turf 
attracted 11 older runners, 
and the colors of the royaUy 
bred Phipps Stable homebred 
Parading flew home as he 
recorded his second stakes win 
in three starts this season. 

Parading, a 6-year-old son 
of Pulpit out of On Parade 
(a daughter of Storm Cat and 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Filhes 
Stakes-G1 winner My Flag, 
thus a full sister to champion 
Storm Flag Flying), has taken 
time to reach this level of com¬ 
petition. 

Unraced at 2, he placed in 
his only two starts at 3 and was 
an allowance winner at 4. He 
recorded his first stakes win 
in May 2008 at Belmont Park, 
then was sidehned for nearly a 
year. “He’s always been a horse 
we thought would be a star,’’ 
said Shug McGaughey’s assis¬ 
tant trainer Robbie Medina. 


“We just had to wait until he 
was 6.’’ 

Showing a greater propen¬ 
sity for speed, he remrned this 
spring guided by new rider 
Kent Desormeaux and just got 
beat in an allowance first out, 
then dominated the Ben AM 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland. With 
the Dixie field offering Mttle 
in the way of pacesetters, it 
was apparent Parading would 
be close to the lead. 

The only confirmed front¬ 
runner was Lauro (Ger). 
Making his fourth start in North 
America after a European cam¬ 
paign, and his first start since 
November, the 6-year-old took 
charge heading into the first 
turn while Parading bided his 
time in fourth. 

Desormeaux, confident in 
Parading’s abiMty to get the dis¬ 
tance, asked him to go at the 
top of the stretch. The chest¬ 
nut horse “laid down his body 
and drove to the wire,’’ said 
Desormeaux. 

Two runners made a race of 
it late as trainer Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard’s own Just as WeU raUied 
from ninth to finish second, a

Saturday 
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half length behind Parading, 
and the well-traveled Mark 
Hennig-trained Wesley closed 
from last after a troubled trip 
to finish third. Parading com¬ 
pleted the distance in a respect¬ 
able 1:48.28. 

Friday's feature was the 
venerable Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2 for 3-year-old fillies. 
With $150,000 at stake, fillies 
came from all over the coun¬ 
try, including Payton d'Oro, 
Mike Pressley and John Ferris's 
daughter of MedagHa d'Oro 
trained by Larry Jones. 

Riding a three-race win 
streak, Payton d'Oro made it 
four with a frontrunning effort 
that brought her home a length 
and a quarter to the good of 
fellow Delaware Park-based 
Bon Jovi Girl, from the barn 
of Tim Ritchey. 

Wintered at Oaklawn Park, 
Payton d'Oro broke her maid¬ 
en going one mile in January. 
An Oaklawn allowance score 
and her first stakes win, in the 
Instant Racing Stakes, each at a 
mile by a daylight margin, led 
up to the Maryland trip. 

Breaking from the inside 
post, Payton d'Oro moved 
quickly to hold her position 
along the rail and led the field 
into the first turn. From there, 
jockey Terry Thompson kept 
her under a snug hold while 


easily ticking off fractions of 
:24.21,:48.40 and 1:12.57. 

The bay filly accelerated 
heading into the stretch and 
opened up by more than three 
lengths under a vigorous hand 
ride. Bon Jovi Girl, in pursuit 
along the rail as they turned 
into the stretch, shifted out and 
dove for the wire, gaining late 
to cut into the lead at the finish. 
Favorite Casanova Move, an 
Edward Evans Virginia-bred 
fiUy, ran spotty throughout but 
proved determined to get third. 
Payton d'Oro's final time was 
1:49.75 over the fast track. 

The Medaglia d'Oro Black- 
Eyed Susan/Preakness double 
with daughters Payton d'Oro 
and Rachel Alexandra paid 
$16.80. 

Two $100,000 Grade 3 six- 
furlong races for 3-year-olds, 
the Miss Preakness Stakes 
on Friday and Hirsch Jacobs 
on Saturday, showcased speedy 
sophomores. 

The more visually impres¬ 
sive was Everyday Heroes's 
erratic, yet stirring, three and 
three-quarter-length victory in 
the Hirsch Jacobs in 1:09.51, 
just two-fifths off the track 
record. The Awesome Again 
colt was overlooked at 7.20-1, 
but extended his unbeaten 
streak to four for owner Cash 
Counter Stables and trainer 
Tim Ritchey. 



Favoritism was bestowed 
upon Kiaran McLaughhn- 
trained Taqarub, from the 
powerful Shadwell Stable. The 
stakes-winning, graded stakes- 
placed runner had won three 
of his five lifetime starts. 

Everyday Heroes had yet 
to face stakes company, but 
aired in aU three of his pre¬ 
vious starts-three six-furlong 
allowances at Oaklawn Park. 
The fifth choice in the field 
of nine. Everyday Heroes and 
Jose Caraballo had to steady 
slightly as Yano and Checklist 
kicked on to duel on the front 
end through fractions of :22.71 
and :44.96. 


Always having the leaders in 
his sight. Everyday Heroes was 
sent three-wide around the far 
turn, easily took over the lead at 
the top of the stretch, then drew 
clear, although drifting out sig¬ 
nificantly as he approached the 
finish. Maryland-bred Not for 
Silver put in a strong rally to be 
clearly second-best. Taqarub, 
on even terms with Everyday 
Heroes early, faded to sixth. 

“We knew we had a good 
horse when he beat older 
horses twice earher this year at 
Oaklawn Park," said Ritchey. 
“They were nice older horses, 
and this is a 3-year-old." The 
trainer noted that the Pimlico

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crowd and noise contributed to 
his bearing out. ‘‘He has tons 
of ability, but we may need to 
keep him focused a httle more 
during his races. He could be a 
really good horse.’’ 

A $400,000 Saratoga select 
sales yearling. Everyday Heroes 
is based at Delaware Park. 

The more exciting of the 
two races was the finish of the 
Miss Preakness Stakes, as Heart 
Ashley desperately held on to 
win by a head over the late- 
rushing Cinderella’s Wish. 

Sent off as the 0.90-1 favor¬ 
ite, Heart Ashley, a Zayat 
Stables LLC colorbearer trained 
by Steve Asmussen, dashed to 


the front from the one post, set 
the pace along the rail, and was 
four lengths on top after a half 
in :44.86. Well clear of her four 
rivals as they turned into the 
stretch. Heart Ashley and 
Garrett Gomez looked home 
free until Fair Hill-based 
Cinderella’s Wish, sent out by 
Mark Shuman with Jeremy 
Rose riding, started her charge. 
The lengths evaporated in the 
final 70 yards, with the two fil¬ 
lies hitting the wire together as 
they covered the distance in 
1:10.79. 

“After I made the lead, they 
came over on her and put pres¬ 
sure on her aU the way up the 


backside,” said Gomez. “She 
never got a breather until the 
middle of the turn.” 

Heart Ashley, winner of the 
Cicada Stakes-G3 in her previ¬ 
ous start, was also a Saratoga 
Select Yearling sale purchase, 
for $320,000. The Lion Heart 
filly, a half-sister to graded 
stakes winner Ashley’s Kitty, 
remains unbeaten at 3 and has 
a career mark of four wins in 
six starts. 

The $100,000 Maryland 
Sprint Handicap-G3, at six 
furlongs for older runners, 
was also a nail biter, as Lindy 
Redding’s Ravalo battled Silver 
Edition to the wire. Ravalo, the 
1.70-1 favorite, won by a head. 

“He’s not an especially good 
gate horse and he didn’t get 
off to the best start today,” 
said trainer Donald Barr. “He 
stumbled and grabbed a quar¬ 
ter when someone came in 
front of him after the start.” 

The seven-horse field was 
separated by about five lengths 
in the first half mile, as Ravalo 
stalked the pace in mid-pack. 
With John Velazquez in the 
irons, Ravalo raced four-wide 
down the backstretch. Making 
a three-wide move around the 
far turn, he went for the lead. 

Ravalo got to the front by 
midstretch, but a resurgent 
Silver Edition, who prompted 
the early pace, batded back

along the inside. Ravalo stopped 
the clock in 1:09.95. 

A winner of eight stakes 
during his four-year career, 
Ravalo finally got his first 
graded win. The hard-hitting 
5-year-old gelded son of 
Mutakddim, based at Laurel 
but a frequent traveler, has won 
11 races and placed in eight 
others from 24 starts, earning 
$584,235. Redding purchased 
the Kenmcky-bred for $30,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale in 
2005. 

Two Grade 3 races at a mile 
and sixteenth for older run¬ 
ners were offered on Preakness 
day. The first was the $100,000 
William Donald Schaefer, 
which attracted seven. 

The field included Darley’s 
Ea, second in the rich Charles 
Town Classic in his previous 
start, and Lael Stables’s 2008 
West Virginia Derby-G3 win¬ 
ner Ready Set. They went off 
as the top two choices. 

The longest price, at 13-1, 
was Suarez Racing Inc., Joseph 
Besecker and Kirk Wycoff’s 
No Advantage. The Stephanie 
Beattie-trained runner had 
faced Ea at Charles Town in his 
previous start, finishing fifth. 

With J.D Acosta up. No 
Advantage broke from the 
outside post and, while racing 
wide, was kept a few lengths 
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off the pace set by New York 
shipper Real Merchant (Chi). 
Asked to go after six furlongs, 
he eagerly moved up to the 
pacesetter and wrested the lead 
away at the top of the stretch. 
Real Merchant grudgingly gave 
way as No Advantage contin¬ 
ued to draw off, winning by 
two and three-quarters lengths. 
Ea rallied late and finished in a 
dead heat with Real Merchant 
for the second spot. The final 
time was a solid 1:42.79. 

Said Beattie, “This is abso¬ 
lutely awesome. To win a grad¬ 
ed stakes race on the Preakness 
card is the highlight of my 
training career.” 

It was the first stakes win 
for No Advantage, who was 
purchased by Besecker for 
$14,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May 2-year-olds in 
training sale in 2007. Third in 
last year’s Kentucky Cup Sprint 
Stakes-G3, the son of Posse 
has now earned $167,160 in 13 
starts. 

Older mares took to the 
turf course for the $100,000 
Gallorette Handicap, and 
another surprise was in store as 
Social Queen rallied from last 
to grab victory in the final jump 
and reward her backers with a 
$20.20 win payoff 

Two daughters of top sire 
Dynaformer lined up in the 
gate—favorite Dynaforce, win¬ 


ner of the Grade 1 Flower 
Bowl Invitational in 2008, and 
Social Queen. 

Facing a solid group of 
stakes mares. Social Queen was 
overlooked although boasting 
her own stakes credentials. The 
5-year-old mare was a stakes 
winner at 3 and graded winner 
at 4. But there were lackadaisi¬ 
cal performances since that win 
in the Grade 3 Eatontown at 
Monmouth in June 2008. 

Another longs hot. Viva 
La Flag, took the lead over 
Dynaforce through a sohd 
opening quarter in :23.90. AU 
Is Vanity (Fr), saving ground 
along the rail until switched 
outside the leaders as the field 
rounded the far turn, looked 
a winner in midstretch until 
Social Queen, with Rafael 
Bejarano, flew down the center 
of the course and nailed her on 
the wire. Social Queen finished 
in 1:41.84 over the firm turf 

Owned by Richard SantulH 
and trained by Alan Goldberg 
at Colts Neck Stables in New 
Jersey, Social Queen has now 
won four stakes, aU by a margin 
of a neck, in 17 starts. She has 
earned $321,847. 

The $100,000 Jim McKay 
Turf Sprint has had four dif¬ 
ferent monikers in its four 
years of existence. Maryland- 
bred champion Heros Reward 



won two of the races, once as 
the Baltimore City Turf Sprint 
and last year as the Old Mutual 
Turf Sprint. 

Favored to get the three- 
peat, Heros Reward was fac¬ 
ing many famihar foes, such as 
True to Tradition, Rouse the 
Cat and Blue Sailor, and a new 
rival in Mr. Nightiinger, whom 
he defeated in his previous 
start, the Grade 3 Shaker town 
at Keeneland. 

Mr. Nightiinger turned the 
tables on the favorite as he 
led throughout the five-furlong 
turf dash and, although drifting 
out late, scored by a length and 
a half over Blue Sailor, who 
had his neck in front of Rouse 


the Cat, with True to Tradition 
a nose back in fourth. Heros 
Reward, the topweight at 124, 
giving six pounds to the rest 
of the field, was another half 
length back in fifth. The final 
time was a swift:56.29. 

Trained by W. Bret Calhoun 
and ridden by regular rider Jamie 
Theriot, Mr. Nightiinger has 
now won seven of his last 10 
starts, six of the wins at either 
five or five and a half furlongs 
on the mrf Racing for Martin 
Racing Stable and Carl Moore 
Management LLC, the 5-year- 
old son of Indian Charlie has 
earned $561,503 with 10 wins 
in 21 career starts.

the day’s closer, the $50,000 
Hilltop Stakes. 

Last year’s Maryland-bred 
champion older mare. Smart 
and Fancy was making her first 
start of the year, but was sent 
off as favorite at 1.20-1. 


The 6-year-old mare bided 
her time in fourth under Ramon 
Dominguez during the early 
running, then was swung five¬ 
wide for the drive. Gobbling up 
ground, the dark bay mare got 
the victory in the final jump 
over Canadian Ballet in a four- 
horse photo finish.

LOOMS AS 
A FORCE AT 
MONMOUTH 
PARK

i f Larry Jones walks away 
from his training career at the 
end of this season, as he says 
he plans to do, one place he 
should depart on a high note is 
Monmouth Park. 

Although he is based at 
Delaware Park, the Monmouth 
stakes schedule is prominently 
posted in Jones’s barn. The 
52-year-old trainer traveled 
to New Jersey in May to sad¬ 
dle several of his top stakes 
horses. In 2008, he won the 
historic Isekn and Monmouth 
Oaks, both Grade 3 races. He 
has set out to do even better 
in 2009. In the first month 
of the 94-day meet, his plan 
began auspiciously: three of 
his horses won stakes, and two 
of them —Solar Flare (Arg) 
and Maren’s Meadow—likely 
earned their way into bigger 
races here later in the summer. 

Jones also said in late May 
that he would aim stable 
star Friesan Fire, the beaten 
Kentucky Derby favorite, 
for the |1 million Haskell 
Invitational-Gl on August 2, 
as always Monmouth’s premier 
and richest race. 

On May 24, Fox HiU Farm’s 
Solar Flare defeated three other 
older horses in the $70,000 
Frisk Me Now Stakes at a mile 
and one-sixteenth. Gabriel 
Sae 2 kept Solar Flare behind a 
hot pace, and at the top of the 


stretch they passed the pace¬ 
setters easily on their outside 
and cruised home a nine-length 
winner. 

It was a notable comeback 
for the 5-year-old Argentinean- 
bred son of Salt Lake, who 
has performed erratically since 
arriving in the U.S. last year. Last 
spring, after winning an allow¬ 
ance in his American debut, 
he finished second-beaten a 
half-length by Frost Giant-in 
the Suburban Handicap-Gl at 
Belmont. He loomed as a force 
in the handicap division, but 
followed with a poor showing 
as the favorite in the Whimey 
Stakes-Gl at Saratoga. 

Prior to the Frisk Me Now, 
in February, Solar Flare had 
finished off the board in an 
overnight stakes and allowance 
at Oaklawn Park. At 4-1, he 
was the longest shot in the 
four-horse Frisk Me Now field. 
Bettors were skeptical of Solar 
Flare’s recent form, but Jones 
had reasons for his inconsistent 
performances. He wrenched an 
ankle in the Whitney and did 
not care for a wet-fast track 
in those two Oaklawn races. 
There was no such problem on 
a dry strip at Monmouth. 

^‘He’s shown us at times 
he can be really good,” Jones 
said after the race. ‘‘He’s told 
us that he can’t stand a sloppy 
track and today we finally got 
a fast surface. Today he got 
everything his way—with the 
outside draw and able to sit off 
the pace.” 

Jones said either Solar Flare 
or Honest Man would be point¬ 
ed for the Grade 3 Philip H. 
Isehn Stakes on August 22. The 
latter won the race last year. 

In the $70,000 Monmouth 
Beach Stakes on May 25, 
Maren’s Meadow remrned to the 
scene of her finest accomplish¬ 
ment. She won the Monmouth 
Oaks last August, but had not 
finished better than third in 
five subsequent starts. This day, 
Maren’s Meadow set a sensible 
pace and determinedly held 
off the prolonged challenge 
of All Night Labor for the 


final quarter mile of the mile 
and 70-yard race. You Asked 
finished third and Awesome 
Ashley, the 17-10 favorite, fin¬ 
ished fifth of seven. 

Maren’s Meadow’s frontrun¬ 
ning course in the Monmouth 
Beach was reminiscent of her 
Monmouth Oaks. Jones was 
hoping a return to the speed- 
favoring strip might end her 
five-race slump. Jones said he 
would campaign her over the 
summer with an eye toward the 
MoUy Pitcher Stiies-G2 here 
on August 30. 

River Ridge Ranch owns 
Maren’s Meadow, a 4-year- 
old daughter of Meadowlake 
and the Yukon mare Gold 
Liaka. Her earnings with the 
Monmouth Beach victory grew 
to $353,725-a stellar ouday for 
a fiUy purchased for $25,000 as 
a yearling. 

On the Menu captured the 
$65,000 Just Smashing Stakes 
on May 16 to kick off Jones’s 
stakes triple. On the Menu, sent 
off the 4-5 favorite, wore down 
Mary’s Follies and stakes win¬ 
ner Bold Union to win by a 
neck. Brereton C. Jones bred 
and owns the promising 3-year- 
old fiUy. It was her first stakes 
win. A remrn in the Monmouth 
Oaks is a possibility. 

Since he was gelded in the 
spring of 2008, Get Serious 
has turned the corner. He’s still 
ornery, his trainer John Forbes 
said, but now more focused 
on the task at hand. On May 
23, that was on full display in 
the $70,000 Elkwood Stakes. 
The 5-year-old son of City Zip, 
sent off an 8.60-1 shot in the 
field of 10, blazed a mile on 
the turf in 1:32.78, breaking 
the course record of 1:33.36 
set by Miesque’s Approval in 
the 2006 Red Bank Stakes. 
Miesque’s Approval went on to 
win the Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl 
that year. 

With Pablo Fragoso up. 
Get Serious prompted the 
early pace and took over on 
the backstretch. He edged away 
in the stretch to win by two 
and three-quarters lengths over 


Carson HaU, the 2.40-1 favorite. 
Millionaire Silver Tree finished 
third. Get Serious is trained by 
Forbes and Pat McBurney for 
Hampshire Farms and Jacques 
Moore. It was his fourth win in 
six Monmouth grass starts and 
first stakes win on the surface. 

After Sleepless Knight 
won the $65,000 Lamplighter 
Stakes on Memorial Day, train¬ 
er Kelly Breen could thank 
Hall of Fame jockey Angel 
Cordero Jr. The Lamplighter, 
for 3-year-olds at a mile and a 
sixteenth on the mrf, was Sleep¬ 
less Knight’s first stakes appear¬ 
ance and only his third career 
start. His fumre on the grass 
looks bright. 

This winter in Florida, 
Cordero breezed the unraced 
colt at the Palm Meadows train¬ 
ing center. Breen said, “The 
first time Angel worked him, it 
was on the dirt. He came back 
and asked if Sleepless Knight 
had turf pedigree, because he 
had such a high action. I said 
he did but he was working so 
well on the dirt, I was planning 
to keep him on it. He said, ‘No, 
put him on the turf.’” 

Sleepless Knight, a son 
of War Chant, was a $60,000 
yearling purchase by George 
and Lori HaU, Breen’s prin¬ 
cipal owners. He was a fast¬ 
closing second in his debut at 
Gulfstream at one mile on the 
turf, and then won going away 
when asked to travel a sixteenth 
of a mile farther. His jump 
from the maiden ranks to the 
LampUghter was impressive. 

Much Uke his former men¬ 
tor Ben Perkins Sr., Breen 
stands as the foremost trainer 
of juvenile horses here. He has 
built a talented stable for the 
HaUs over the last five years 
from yearUngs bought at the 
Keeneland September sale. 
Remarkably, from last year’s 
contingent of about a dozen 
juveniles, two of the Halls’ 
runners - West Side Bernie and 
Atomic Rain-contested the 
2009 Kentucky Derby. 

Three years ago, the HaUs 
added a breeding component 
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to their budding operation. 
Truth and Justice, the first foal 
born on their Versailles, Ky., 
farm, won the first juvenile race 
of the meet, on May 17.

W hen Pat Pope took the 
reins as racing secretary 
at Delaware Park for 
the 2009 season, his goal was 
to attract new faces from the 
Midwest.

Pope has an enduring connec¬ 
tion with horsemen from that 
circuit, and so far has been 
successful in luring them to the 
Stanton oval.

at Fair Grounds, Oaklawn Park 
and Evangehne Downs.

In addition to 
grabbing his share of the purse 
money at the Stanton oval, he’s 
also winning at Philadelphia 
Park and Penn National. 

Autrey said one key to the 
winner’s circle is his attention 
to detail, both in the barn and 
out on the race track in the 
morning.

“I always thought Nicanor 
was a good horse,” said Matz, 
who admitted he was ‘‘relieved” 
that the colt had finally broken 
his maiden. “It looks hke he has 
plenty of abihty. I’m not sure if 
it was the grass or the addition 
of bhnkers, but he ran great.” 

Trainer Todd Pletcher, 
who has made a return to the 
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Delaware backstretch after 
pulling out a division of horses 
last year, has been winning at a 
consistent chp since the meet 
kicked off in late April. 
Through live racing of May 23, 
Fletcher has saddled 13 horses, 
won three times, and finished 
in the money six more. 

An impressive winner 
for Fletcher on May 19 was 
Iberian Gate, a 3-year-old 
Chapel Royal fiUy who blew 
away five rivals in a five-furlong 
allowance dash, coming home 
three lengths on top in :58.83 
under jockey Chris DeCarlo. 
The race was originally sched¬ 
uled for the turf, but taken off 
after overnight rains. 

‘‘She is a versatile fiUy that 
handles both surfaces [turf and 
dirt] well,” said DeCarlo. “I was 
able to sit off the early speed 
and bide my time with her. She 
made the lead on her own and 
drew off from there. She looks 
and acts Kke she is finally start¬ 
ing to figure out the game.” 


DeCarlo is riding first call 
for Fletcher while dividing his 
riding time between Monmouth 
Fark and Delaware. He said 
most of his Delaware mounts 
have been for Fletcher. 

The win for Iberian Gate 
was her second from six starts. 
The Florida-bred had been 
sold three times at auction, 
most recently for $340,000 
at last year’s Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company February sale 
of 2-year-olds in training. Her 
dam. White Cliffs (by Dover 
Ridge), was a five-time stakes 
winner in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, earning $245,542. 

Jockey Justin Shepherd, a 
new face to the Delaware Fark 
riding colony in 2009, guided 
Cottonwood Stables’s Doc’s 
Friend to a hard-fought victo¬ 
ry on May 16 for trainer Larry 
Jones in a one-mile allowance 
race. 

A 3-year-old colt by Friends 
Lake, Doc’s Friend broke 
weU and ranged up alongside 


favored Ohio State, and the 
two slugged it out through the 
first half mile. Doc’s Friend 
poked his head in front around 
the far turn, and under steady 
encouragement from Shepherd, 
was able to steadily inch away 
through the lane and record a 
length victory in 1:39.44. 

“I’m staying at Delaware 
Fark for the summer,” said 
Shepherd. “I moved here from 
Texas hoping to ride better 
horses and to get more of an 
opportunity. It all seems to be 
going really well and I’ve been 
able to get on some really nice 
horses.” 

Through the end of May, 
Shepherd was ninth in the 
jockeys’ standings with seven 
victories and purse earnings 
in excess of $140,000. David 
Cohen, who had formerly rid¬ 
den full-time at Fhiladelphia 
Fark, was the leader with 21 
victories. 

For Doc’s Friend, it was his 
second lifetime win and his 


first in 2009. A winner at 2 at 
Delaware Fark, the colt had 
been seventh in an allowance 
race at Keeneland on April 3. 
He has earnings of $64,000 
from nine starts. 

The first 2-year-old race of 
the 2009 season was run on May 
20, and it was Forter Racing 
Stable’s homebred Peacetime 
Missy, a Florida-bred daughter 
of Feace Rules, who showed 
her heels to a group of eight 
rivals in winning her debut by 
two and a quarter lengths. 

Sent straight to the lead by 
jockey Rosemary Homeister Jr., 
Feacetime Missy rattled off 
splits of :22.99 and :46.99 before 
stopping the clock in :53.47 for 
the four and a half furlongs. 
She is trained by Randy Nunley, 
who is known for his ability 
with young horses. 

Feacetime Missy is a half- 
sister to multiple graded stakes 
winner and $726,590-earner 
Umpateedle. ^ 


INDIAN WAY 
SETS MARK AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

T he 9-year-old track record 
for six furlongs fell on 
May 23 when Mercedes 
Stables’s Indian Way scorched 
four rivals in the $250,000 My 
Juhet Stakes. 

Trained by Tony Dutrow 
and ridden by David Cohen, the 
4-year-old Indian Charlie filly 
stopped the clock in 1:07.61, 
eclipsing Iron Funch’s mark of 
1:07.89, set in 2000. 

It was only the sixth career 
start for Indian Way, who 
had never been off the board 
and had finished third in the 
Frioress Stakes-Gl at Belmont 
Fark last summer in her final 


outing of the year. The My 
Juhet was her first added-mon- 
ey triumph. 

“She’s just been sensation¬ 
al,” said Dutrow. “We gave her 
some time off after her 3-year- 
old season, and now she’s get¬ 
ting better with every start. 
Make no mistake, I expected 
her to run well today. But I 
didn’t expect that. She was 
breathtaking.” 

Finishing second, three- 
quarters of a length behind 
Indian Way, was Sunday 
Geisha, who shipped in from 
Monmouth Fark for trainer 
Bruce Levine. Third was local¬ 
ly based Fennsylvania-bred 
Jet Away Jane, who raUied late 
but was six and a half lengths 
behind the winner. 

The feature race on May 22 
was the $75,000 MGK 102.9 
DeBella DeDerby Stakes, 
named for popular Fhiladelphia 
radio personality John DeBella. 
Despite “Derby” in the name, 
the race was open to 3-year- 
olds and up, and was won by 


Augustin Stables’s Kurbat 
(Chi), a 5 -year-old gelding 
trained by Graham Motion. 
Ridden by Jeremy Rose, Kurbat 
defeated Jen’s Revenge by a 
length in the one mile, 70-yard 
contest, with Jake’s Bandaid 
third. The time was 1:41.66. 

Frior to the DeBella 
DeDerby, Kurbat was second 
in the Fort Harrod Stakes at 
Keeneland on April 10. A five¬ 
time winner from 20 starts, 
including a Group 1 classic win 
in Chile, he’s earned $268,153. 

A pair of $75,000 stakes for 
Fennsylvania-breds shared the 
card of May 9 —the Lyman 
Handicap for 3-year-olds and 
up, and the Foxy J. G. Stakes for 
fillies and mares. Win More 
Stable Inc.’s homebred Secret- 
intelligence, a 6-year-old son 
of Fennsylvania Derby-G3 
winner Smart Guy, set every 
fraction en route to a neck vic¬ 
tory in the Lyman, while the 
Foxy J. G. featured a breakout 
performance by Willow Rock 
Stable LLC’s Marie Soleil. 


SecretinteUigence, trained by 
Tim Ritchey, covered the seven 
furlongs in a fleet 1:22.07. He 
has to his credit three stakes 
wins, an additional eight stakes 
placings, and earnings of 
$421,459. 

Marie Soleil, a Scott Lake 
trainee getting her first stakes 
victory, won by one and 
three-quarters lengths over Jet 
Away Jane in 1:10.11 for the 
six furlongs. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Louis Quator 2 e 
has earned $206,632. She was 
bred by Fatricia Leigh Wood 
and Moss Creek Farm and sold 
for $25,000 at the 2006 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. 

The venerable campaigner 
Banjo Picker collected the 
16th victory of his career when 
he took an optional claiming 
event on May 11 under his 
regular rider, Tara Hemmings. 

In for a $40,000 tag, the 
9-year-old son of Swear by 
Dixie—Sean’s Gold, by U. S. 
Flag, set the pace from the 
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inside through the first half 
mile of the six-furlong contest, 
lost the lead in midstretch to 
Communicated, then re-raUied 
to wrestle the lead back and 
post a game neck decision over 
that rival. He covered the dis¬ 
tance in 1:10.07. 

Owned since his 3-year-old 
season by Danny LimongeUi, 
Banjo Picker was claimed by 
trainer Steve Krebs for $15,000 
in 2003. In getting his first win 
since July 2008, Banjo Picker 
propelled his lifetime earnings 
to $630,295. 

Prior to this victory. Banjo 
Picker had made three starts in 
2009 without hitting the board. 
Since 2003, he has reached the 
winner’s circle at least once a 
year, with his most productive 
season coming in 2005, when 
he won half of his 10 starts. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Betsy Houghton, Banjo Picker 
has won six stakes and placed 
in seven others, with his most 
important score being the 
Gravesend Handicap-G3 at 
Aqueduct in 2005. 

Handicappers who followed 
the adage to “always play a gray 
horse in the slop” were cash¬ 
ing tickets following the victory 
of Zymurgy Stable’s Savacool 
in a seven-furlong allowance 
on May 4. The gray 4-year- 
old son of Robyn Dancer 
skipped through the raindrops 
and posted a handy four and a 
half-length score over five well- 
matched rivals, posting a quick 
final time of 1:21.87 under 
jockey Joe Hampshire Jr. 

Trained by Candace Reed, 
Savacool sat off the rapid early 
pace set by Just Don, who 
ripped off fractions of :44.82 
and 1:09.23, then angled inside 
turning for home, collared the 
leader just outside the eighth 
pole, and drew away. 

A $1,000 yearhng purchase 
at the 2006 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company August Sale, 
Savacool now has earnings 
of $153,880. He was bred by 
Farnsworth Farms in Florida, 
and is out of the Risen Star 
mare Bells in My Heart. 


Reed, a native of Newtown, 
Pa., has trained Savacool 
throughout his 14-race career, 
in which he has won five times 
and placed six times. 

“He is one of the smartest 
horses I’ve ever trained,” she 
said. “At first, he was really bad 
in the starting gate-the first 
time we schooled him, he sat 
down and wouldn’t get up. I 
give the gate crew at Phila¬ 
delphia a lot of credit for work¬ 
ing with him. Now, he’s all 
business when he loads. 

“In the morning, he can be 
a handful, but he’s a gentleman 
in the barn,” she said. “He 
really loves to run.” 

Reed has been working 
around animals, especially 
horses, all her hfe. She came to 
Philadelphia Park (then Key¬ 
stone) in 1976, and then left for 
several years for the Jersey cir¬ 
cuit with her former husband, 
trainer J.J. Graci, for whom she 
was the assistant. Upon her 
divorce from Graci, she came 
back to Philadelphia Park, and 
married veterinarian A1 Reed. 

The secret was out—Rhodyo 
Stable’s Butcher Herb was the 
proverbial good thing in his 
career debut on May 4, going 
off as the overwhelming 4-5 
favorite in the field of seven 
maidens and performing like 
one. 

With jockey Roberto Alva¬ 
rado Jr. in the irons, the 3-year- 
old gelded son of Fusaichi 
Pegasus bounced right to the 
lead at the start of the six 
and a half-furlong contest and 
was never seriously challenged, 
drawing off to a nine and a 
half-length victory in 1:16.75 
over a sloppy, sealed surface. 

The Ed Lehman trainee 
earned $24,000 for his efforts. 

A homebred for Rhodyo 
Stable, the nom de course of 
Philadelphia resident Charles 
Murray, Butcher Herb is out 
of the Missionary Ridge (GB) 
mare Doc Calls Her Kate, who 
earned $204,793 during her 
racing career, primarily on the 
Mid-Atlantic circuit, and won 
three stakes. 


Two women trainers, both 
based at Philadelphia Park for 
many years, achieved career 
milestones in May. 

On May 2, Dee Curry 
saddled her 200th winner with 
Lion’s Pride capturing the third 
race on the card for owner 
Four Sisters Stable LP. Curry, a 
native of Roswell, N.Mex., got 
her trainer’s license in 1997 and 
has been stabled at Philadelphia 
Park ever since. 

“It was very exciting to win 
my 200th race,” she said. “Now 
it’s on to 300!” 

Curry was quickly on her 
way to the next milestone two 
races later when Key Lime 
Baby, a 3-year-old daughter of 
Champali and the mare Cheeks- 
andpeanuts whom Curry trains 
for the filly’s breeder, Jeff 
Bowen of Gryphon Invest¬ 
ments, destroyed a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight field by 16 lengths. 

Curry is soon to be featured 
in a segment of FOX TV’s 
Wild About Animals. The show 
coincidendy follows the racing 
career of Key Lime Baby. 

“It was a lot of fun to do 
the show and very exciting 
when Key Lime Baby broke 
her maiden,” said Curry. 

The Wild A bout Animals epi- 
sode is scheduled to air some¬ 
time this fall, said Curry. 

Pennsylvania-bred Cheeks- 
andpeanuts, a multiple stakes 
winner by Pioneering, has one 
older foal. Salty Cheeks, who 
turned May 22 into a profit¬ 
able afternoon for Curry and 
Bowen when he won a six and 
a half-furlong allowance race. 

Salty Cheeks, a 4-year-old 
gelded son of Salt Lake, nipped 
heavily favored Butcher Herb 
at the wire in his first start since 
last November. Ridden by Jose 
Flores, he covered the distance 
in 1:16. 

‘We gave Salty Cheeks the 
winter off in South Carolina, 
and when he came back to my 
barn this spring he only needed 
three works and he was ready 
to go,” said Curry. 

It was the gelding’s third 
lifetime win, and he has earned 


$97,370. At 2, he was second in 
the Christopher Elser Memorial 
Stakes, a South Carolina resi¬ 
dency race, at Philadelphia. 

Trainer Kate DeMasi sad¬ 
dled the 800th winner of her 
career when she sent out Pewter 
Stable and Steven Kalodner’s 
Emily’s Hope on May 5. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
Woodman, Emily’s Hope was 
bred in Pennsylvania, and has 
won twice from 10 starts, earn¬ 
ing $51,622. 

“I certainly never expected 
to win 800 races when I started 
training,” said DeMasi, who 
with her husband, Greg, oper¬ 
ates Pewter Stable. DeMasi, 
a native of CentreviUe, Md., 
began her career at Bowie as a 
hotwalker and groom for the 
late Dickie Dutrow. 

Upon getting her trainer’s 
hcense in 1984, she began train¬ 
ing on the New Jersey circuit, 
summering at Atlantic City and 
wintering at Garden State Park. 
When those two ovals began 
cutting back on their live race 
dates, she made the transition 
to Philadelphia Park, and has 
been stabled here for nearly a 
decade. 

Pewter offers a wide variety 
of services - claiming and rac¬ 
ing partnerships, training ser¬ 
vices for individual owners-as 
well as pinhooking and stallion 
syndication. Greg DeMasi is 
the syndicate manager for Con- 
gressionalhonor, a half-brother 
to horse of the year Saint Dam 
who stands at Northview PA in 
Peach Bottom. 

DeMasi, who is also a board 
member of the PMadelpDa 
Park horsemen’s association, 
has saddled stakes winners Tuff 
Partners, TJs Tuff as Nails and 
Merry Princess. 

On May 25, jockey Roberto 
Alvarado Jr. scored the 2,000th 
victory of his career, booting 
home Taleitiikeitain’t for trainer 
Cody Autrey. 

“It’s a great feeling,” said 
Alvarado, a native of Puerto 
Rico. “It’s not necessarily some- 
tDng you expect to accom- 
pUsh.” * 
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LOVELIER LIVES 
UP TO HER 
NAME AT 
PENN NATIONAL

F rom the time she was put 
into training, Lovelier 
showed signs that she 
could have serious talent. It 
just took some time for her to 
get it aU together. 

‘‘She’s a big, strong fiUy and 
she was training reaUyweU from 
the time she was 2,” said breed¬ 
er/owner Michael Jester. “But 
one thing or another always 
happened that prevented her 
from starting until this year. I 
guess you could say she’s been 
worth waiting for.” 

Under jockey Luis Belmonte 
for trainer Michael Pappada, 
4-year-old Lovelier broke her 
maiden in fine style on May 
13, engaging pacesetter No 
Ironing Sunday from the out¬ 
side through the first six fur¬ 
longs of the one-mile, 70-yard 
maiden special weight contest. 
She then shook clear at the top 
of the lane and rolled through 
the stretch to a four and a 
quarter-length victory, timed in 
1:44.66 over a fast track. 

It was the second career 
start for Lovelier, a daughter of 
Proud Citizen who was second 
sprinting in her debut on April 
9, also at Penn National. 

Jester acquired Loveher’s 
dam. Emphasis (by Green 
Dancer), through the 2004 
Keeneland November sale for 
$22,000, with Lovelier in utero. 

He twice offered Lovelier 
at auction, only to buy her 
back-as a weanling at the 2005 


Keeneland November sale, 
and the following year at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearhng sale. In hindsight. 
Jester was fortunate, because 
the filly appears to have a bright 
fumre. 

Proprietor of the new Penn 
Ridge Farms in Harrisburg, Pa., 
Jester has become a major play¬ 
er in Pennsylvania. His farm 
is currently home to four stal- 
Hons, all Grade 1 winners-Real 
Quiet, Trust N Luck, Delaware 
Township and Cat Thief-the 
latter Pennsylvania’s 2009 lead¬ 
ing sire. 

R N R Stable’s Silver Kisses, 
a 3-year-old Smoke Glacken 
fiUy, rallied from the back of 
the pack to overtake heavily 
favored Trip Tease and win an 
allowance on May 23 by a 
length and three-quarters under 
jockey Jenna Joubert for trainer 
Lori Testerman. 

It was the fourth win from 
16 starts for Silver Kisses, who 
was sold at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearhng 
sale for $26,000. She has earned 
$83,900. 

The fiUy, out of the Louis 
Quatorze mare She’s Got a Way, 
was bred in New Jersey by Tee- 
N-Jay Farm (Tom Swales) and 
the Smoke Glacken Syndicate. 

“Silver Kisses was foaled on 
my farm in a foal share with 
Gainesway, under the Smoke 
Glacken Syndicate,” explained 
Tom Swales, adding that he 
still owns She’s Got a Way, 
although “unfortunately, her 
2009 Enghsh Channel foal 
came a month early and did 
not survive.” 

The mare was bred to Artie 
Schiller for next year, and she 
has a yearhng colt by that sire. 
“When she is confirmed in foal 
to Artie Schiller, she will be 
remrning to New Jersey to foal 
on our farm,” Swales said. 

Tee-N-Jay Farm is located 
in Monroe, N.J. Swales, who 
runs his family’s commer¬ 
cial real estate business, was 
recently elected president of 
the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association of New Jersey. 


A rare Montana-bred, Miss 
Topette captured the sixth race 
on May 9 for owner/breed¬ 
er Ray Tracy and trainer Jim 
Tracy. The 3-year-old gray/roan 
daughter of White Tie Tryst, a 
son of Black Tie Affair (Jre), 
broke her maiden in Canada 
last year but has raced exclu¬ 
sively in the US. in 2009. 

Tracy was named “Percen¬ 
tage Trainer of the Year” at 
Assiniboia Downs in Manitoba 
in 2008. 

Jockey Frankie Penning¬ 
ton, 22, a native of Big Spring, 
Tex., collected his 1,000th 
career victory when he guided 
Northernstaraglow across the 
finish fine in the fifth race on 
May 21 for owner Cash is King 
LLC and trainer Butch Reid. 

Dispatched as the favor¬ 
ite in the allowance test at six 
furlongs, Northernstaraglow 
pressed the early pace from 
the two-path, then was car¬ 
ried wide into the stretch by 
frontrunner Lisa’s Night Out, 
yet was able to drive clear and 
post a length and a quarter tally 
in 1:10.97. 

Pennington, who began 
riding in 2003, is based at 
Philadelphia Park, where he 
was leading apprentice in 2005. 
In 2006, he broke the single¬ 
season mark for number of 
wins at the Bensalem oval, with 
259. 

Through May 21, Penning¬ 
ton’s mounts have earned 
$17,825,126, according to 
Equibase, and he has made 
5,736 career starts. 

Pennington’s biggest victory 
came in last year’s $125,000 
Smarty Jones Classic Stakes 
at Philadelphia Park aboard 
Delaware River. Most recently, 
he piloted the Reid-trained One 
Smokin’ Lady home first in the 
$100,000 Inaugural Stakes on 
May 8 at Presque Isle Downs. 

Penn National officials 
responded swiftly to rectify a 
communications failure at 
United Tote in Oregon, the 
hub for wagers placed on Penn 
National racing, which caused 
betting pools to remain open 


after the start of the second 
race on May 20. 

The malfunction was dis¬ 
covered by Penn National stew¬ 
ards, who could not close and 
lock the pools from their con¬ 
sole. Subsequent attempts by 
the track’s mutuels department 
resulted in the same problem. 

More than four minutes 
elapsed from the start of the 
race until the mumel pools 
were closed at all pari-mutuel 
outlets wagering on the race. 

Track officials decided to 
refund the entire $152,000 
wagered on the race and declare 
it a no contest. 

“We understand the deci¬ 
sion to refund aU wagers was 
not popular, but we felt that, 
given the information at that 
time and the potential of not 
identifying all such potential 
past-post wagers, that the fair¬ 
est option to aU bettors was 
this option,” said Rob MareUa, 
Penn National’s director of 
racing. ^

DARTH TATER 
FINDS FORCE 
IS WITH HIM AT 
CHARLES TOWN 

JOE FONTE 


P atricia Sanderson’s Darth 
Tater will likely never 
equal the exploits of his 
full brother Longfield Spud, a 
local star who won or placed in 
a do 2 en stakes in four of his six 
seasons at the track and earned 
$262,243. 

But the 4-year-old home¬ 
bred gelding by Mercer Mill 
out of Kelsey Kid (by Lord 
Parham) is finding success in 
his own right 

Fortunately, Darth Tater 
brought his best game to a May 
23 allowance contest, because 
eight of the nine contenders 
had recently raced in stakes 
company and the other had 
won an allowance race in his 
previous start. 

Darth Tater, trained by 
Edwin (Punkie) Tobin, came 
away with his third victory in 
his last four attempts. 

Going into the race, Tobin 
was confident that the gelding 
would be back to his speedy 
self after contending with a 
quarter-crack that he had suf¬ 
fered two races back. 

^‘This horse has been train¬ 
ing very well this year, and my 
blacksmith and I have been 
working with him quite a bit. 
He has really come around late¬ 
ly. My owners and I decided to 
take the bhnkers and bandages 
off a few races back, and that 
has really made him relax out 
there,” Tobin said. 

The trainer added that sev¬ 
eral people have come to him 


asking about Darth Tater, since 
Sanderson and her husband, 
Wade, agreed to put him in for 
$20,000 a few races back, and 
he won by seven lengths. ‘Tf 
we put him back in for that 
same price today, we would not 
be bringing him home,” Tobin 
said. 

When the gate opened 
for the seven-furlong sprint, 
Ronney Brown’s Sheik Shalom 
took the field through frac¬ 
tions of :24.08 for the quarter 
and :48.19 for the half. Darth 
Tater pressed from the outside 
before taking over the lead at 
the top of the stretch and com¬ 
pleting six furlongs in 1:13.32. 
Taylor Mountain Farm’s Mil¬ 
waukee Fun, who was off a 
step slow and squeezed early, 
closed with a rush four-wide 
around the turn and down the 
stretch to just miss at the wire, 
with Darth Tater holding on by 
about a half length in 1:27.54. 
Jockey Natasha Bracaloni was 
in the irons for the victory. 

Tobin, 50, has been training 
his own stable at Charles Town 
since 2002. He presently has 16 
horses in training, and prefers 
to keep his stable about that 
size because he and his wife, 
Jane, do most of the work 
themselves. The Sandersons, 
proprietors of Longfield Farm 
in Shenandoah Junction, WVa., 
are their primary chents. 

Tobin previously ‘Tubbed 
horses for about 20 years for 
Gerald [Barney] Bast. He 
taught me just about everything 
I know. Barney and Maryann 
were just hke a mother and 
daddy to me when I left home. 
They took me under their wings 
and taught me how to do every¬ 
thing the old-fashioned way. 

‘T used to sneak into the race 
track when I was too young to 
be working here. I worked for a 
trainer named Marty Bachner. 
I was 8 or 9 years old when 
I started coming to the track 
on weekends. Security used 
to chase me off when they 
caught me. They knew that I 
was in here most weekends and 
sometimes they found me and 


sometimes they didn’t. Marty 
Bachner’s wife Qoyce] always 
liked the way that I could pick 
their horses’ feet up, because I 
could hold them up for about 
10 minutes and pick them out 
and make sure that they were 
good and clean. These young 
grooms nowadays do not often 
beheve me when I teU them 
how thorough we did things in 
the old days. 

‘T also worked for a man 
named Jimmy Johnson back 
then, and he taught me a thing 
or two, and I walked horses for 
trainer Alan Gaines. We used to 
walk horses two at a time back 
then, one on a lunge line and 
one behind for 50 cents.” 

“Jane started in the busi¬ 
ness back in 1984, and she 
worked with me when I was 
with Barney and Maryann. She 
has been with me through thick 
and thin.” 

Tobin credits the Sandersons 
for getting him started as a 
trainer. “He and his family 
bought Longfield Farm, and 
bought the horses for me to 
train,” Tobin said. Tobin started 
off on a high note with Long¬ 
field Spud, and last fall cele¬ 
brated another career high 
when Punk Robinson (bred by 
Wade Sanderson and owned by 
the Tobins) won the $125,000 
West Virginia “Onion Juice” 
Breeders Classic. 

Maryland-based trainer 
Gary Capuano, third in the 
standings at the halfway point 
of the Charles Town spring 
meet, has sent out several 
impressive winners, including 
two for owner Nancy Terhune. 

On May 10 Capuano sad¬ 
dled Terhune’s Otter Island to 
win a six and one-half-furlong 
$15,000 claiming race by 103^ 
lengths in an impressive time 
of 1:18.46 under jockey Gerald 
Almodovar. On May 23 he dis¬ 
patched Terhune’s Wes t Virginia 
homebred JoHe Ange to win 
a state-bred non-winners of 
three seven-furlong allowance 
contest by six and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths. Apprentice rider 


Jose an Ramirez was aboard 
Joke Ange for the victory. 

“1 have recently been able 
to get several stalls at Charles 
Town, and I have always 
enjoyed running my horses 
here. 1 have several owners that 
have West Virginia-breds, and 
the purses here are very good,” 
Capuano commented. 

Stephanie Beattie contin¬ 
ues to give leading trainer Jeff 
Runco a run for his money, 
finding a level of success with 
almost every horse she sends 
out. Beattie and owner Robert 
L. Cole Jr. have had numer¬ 
ous winners this meet, with 
the most notable being Silver 
Heart, Makinmoon and 
Madman. 

Silver Heart won an allow¬ 
ance test for fiUies and mares 
on May 22 under jockey J.D 
Acosta. C. S. Verdad led 
from the start of that six and 
a half-furlong race to about 
midstretch, when Silver Heart 
kicked into gear (after press¬ 
ing the pace from the outside), 
pulling away to win by four and 
one half lengths in 1:19.75. 

Makinmoon went six and a 
half furlongs in 1:19.79 to win 
a $4,000 claimer on May 21 by 
eight lengths, and on May 25 
Madman captured a six and a 
half-furlong claiming event in 
1:19.83. The 5-year-old gelding 
was claimed out of that race 
for $7,000 by owner/trainer 
Roy Wallace. 

Beattie says that she plans 
to “continue racing at Charles 
Town, even though my farm 
is only a few miles from Penn 
National. They are raising the 
purses at Penn, but I really love 
coming to Charles Town to 
race my horses.” 

Many of Charles Town’s 
horsemen and racing fans were 
dismayed to hear that Alkie 
Darlington’s long-running 
radio show is coming to an 
end. Darlington’s radio broad¬ 
cast often featured local breed¬ 
ers, owners, trainers, jockeys, 
veterinarians and racing offi¬ 
cials, as well as national racing 
celebrities. 
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Darlington began doing his 
show in Aiken, S.C., with his 
friend Cecil Atchley in 1994. 
That show was called Post Time^ 
and ran for four years, until 
Darlington accepted a position 
in the racing office at Charles 
Town. 

His local show, Down the 
Stretchy has been on the air for 
the last seven years. The first 
two years it aired on WSVA in 
Charles Town, and when that 
station was sold, Darlington 
moved his show to WEPM in 
Martinsburg, W.Va. 

Said Darlington: ‘The for¬ 
mat for my show has remained 


PRESQUE 
ISLE DOWNS 
LAUNCHES 
100-DAY MEET 
IN ERIE, PA.

N ew faces, a new track 
announcer and large 
fields kicked off Presque 
Isle Downs’s third meet on the 
evening of May 8. 

The eight-race opening 
night card averaged nearly nine 
starters per race, and a one-mile 
allowance with a $38,620 purse 
and one-mile race for $50,000 
claimers worth $46,630 attract¬ 
ed 11 runners for each. The 
evening’s feature, the $100,000 
Inaugural Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies, lured six to the Erie, Pa., 
track. 

The first of 18 stakes offered 
during the 100-day meet, the 
six-furlong Inaugural had a 
well-matched field that saw 
favoritism fall to Kentucky 
shipper Instrumentahst (at 
2.70-1). The daughter of Bern¬ 
stein owned and bred by Casde- 
ton Lyons and sent out by 
Thomas Drury had easily won 
her first two starts and finished 
third in her most recent outing, 
the Grade 3 Bourbonette Oaks. 


the same. The Aiken area was 
always a historical training 
center for many of the most 
prestigious racing outfits in the 
country, and accordingly the 
show has consisted of a nation¬ 
al segment and a local segment. 
My first guest on the show in 
Aiken was BUI Shoemaker.” 

Known as the Larry King 
of West Virginia, Darlington 
has interviewed just about 
every top trainer and jockey 
in the industry. He is quick 
to credit many individuals for 
helping him with the show’s 
success, but Angel Cordero and 
Ron Anderson in particular. 


“Both of those guys went out 
of their way to help me, and 
both of them love to promote 
horse racing as much as I do,” 
Darhngton added. 

Most of Darlington’s fans 
and friends would agree that 
one of his best stories (and he 
has many good ones) involves 
three young men in the early 
1950s trying to get started as 
jockeys in the local horse rac¬ 
ing industry. The trio consist¬ 
ed of Darhngton, a Charles 
Town native who started on the 
race track in 1948 working for 
trainer Norman (Junie) Corbin, 
a kid from Maryland named 


Butch McKnight, and a young 
man from Pennsylvania named 
WiUiam J. Hartack. 

Darhngton rode his first 
race in April 1952 at Cranwood 
Park in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
enjoyed his first victory on 
September 4,1952, atWheehng 
Downs in West Virginia. He 
and McKnight went on to have 
hmited success as jockeys in 
the local region. “But when 
Hartack got his chance to ride, 
he won the third race that he 
ever rode (on a horse named 
Nickleby), and the rest is his¬ 
tory,” Darhngton said with a 
chuckle. ^ 



Off as the 4.20-1 fourth 
choice was One Smokin’ Lady. 
Based at Philadelphia Park with 
Robert (Butch) Reid, the daugh¬ 
ter of Smoke Glacken was also 
graded stakes-placed when 
third in the Cicada Stakes-G3 
at Aqueduct in March. 

With Frankie Pennington in 
the irons. One Smokin’ Lady 
saved ground early before mak¬ 
ing her bid. Getting to the front 
at the top of the stretch, she 
repeUed early leader Southern 
Yankee, then held off the 
determined Onearmedbandit 
to win by a neck. Her final time 
was 1:10.36. Onearmedbandit 
had three lengths on Southern 
Yankee while Instrumentalist 
finished fifth. 


Bred in Kentucky by Chadds 
Ford Stable, the gray filly owned 
by CJZ Racing Stable recorded 
her first stakes win. Never off 
the board in her seven career 
starts. One Smokin’ Lady has 
earned $134,620. 

The next evening, 3-year- 
old colts and geldings took to 
the track for the $100,000 Tom 
Ridge Stakes. George Weaver 
shipped Perfect Officer from 
Florida, and the two-time Gulf- 
stream Park winner got the 
most play. 

Janet Wayson’s Great Love, 
a son of Maryland sire Great 
Notion who was stakes-placed 
earlier this year and had won 
his other two 2009 starts, was 
allowed to go off at 4.30-1. 


Forwardly placed early by Erick 
Rodrigue 2 , Great Love proved 
relentless in the stretch to win 
by a half length over the only 
other stakes-placed runner 
in the seven-horse field. He 
Ain’t Right. Perfect Officer was 
third. Great Love got the six 
furlongs in 1:10.08 and paid 
^ $10.60 to win. 

I Bred by Andrea Lematta in 
I Maryland, Great Love was pur- 
^ chased for a bargain $2,500 as 
I a weanling out of Fasig-Tipton 
I Midlantic’s December Mixed 
to sale by Janet Wayson’s late hus¬ 
band, Morgan Wayson. Trained 
by Jerry Robb, Great Love has 
finished third or better in 10 of 
his 11 starts, with five wins, for 
earnings of $155,205. 

A familiar face took on a 
new role when Ron MulHs, 
known for his handicapping 
skills with Katie Mikolay on the 
in-house show “Handicapping 
between the Lines with Ron & 
Katie,” was named the track’s 
new announcer. 

A seasoned veteran who 
has been involved in many 
aspects of the business, MulHs, 
of LouisviUe, Ky, has never 
before been a track announcer 
for an entire meet. He wiU 
continue to co-host the handi¬ 
capping show and Saturday fan 
education classes with Mikolay. 

Two names in the entries for 
a six-furlong allowance on May 
14 aU but scared away the com- 
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petition. Adhrhythm, a multiple 
stakes winner of nearly $600,000, 
and Mac N Mayo, Presque Isle’s 
co-leader for winningest horse 
in 2008 with four victories, 
including the Malvern Rose 
Stakes, were the top picks 
among the four starters. 

Centaur Farms Inc.’s Adh- 
rhythm, who made three starts 
eartier this year, counting a 
third-place finish in the Truly 
Bound Stakes at Fair Grounds 
among them for trainer Merrill 
Scherer, proved strongest at 
the end, winning by a length 
over third choice A Little Wild. 
Mac N Mayo, making her first 
start of the year for trainer 
Mike Rogers, ran evenly in third 
throughout. The final time was 
1:10.98. 

Adhrhythm’s allowance vic¬ 
tory was Scherer’s first of the 
meet. Last year, as Presque 
Isle’s leading trainer, he won 
with 32 percent of his starters. 
His slow start of 2009 saw him 
send out one winner from 11 
starters in the meet’s first three 
weeks. 

The 2008 leading rider. Dale 
Beckner, also started off slow¬ 
ly, not getting his first winner 
until the fourth day, but quickly 
made up for it. Adhrhythm was 
his third winner on the May 
14 card, and by May 24 he was 
tied for second in the jockeys’ 
standings with seven wins, one 
behind leader Scott Spieth. 

Spieth, a four-time champi¬ 
on rider at Thistledown, moved 
his tack a few miles to the east, 
and is also one of the leading 
riders at Mountaineer. On May 
10 at Presque Isle, he put in 
cookie cutter rides in the day’s 
first two races, with Mescu in a 
five and a half-furlong maiden 
claiming and Furka Pass in a 
six-furlong claiming. In both, 
Spieth’s mounts were bothered 
at the start, rated in sixth, ral¬ 
lied wide and got up to win by 
a nose. The Spieth daily double 
paid $216.40. 

Another winner for 
Spieth was Holiday Chills, a 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old 
fiUy facing open runners in a 


maiden special weight on May 
15. Trained by Mike Trombetta 
for Alexander Levengood, 
Holiday Chills dominated in 
the one-mile race, her first on 
a synthetic track, winning by 10 
lengths after leading at every 
caU. The daughter of Harlan’s 
Holiday out of stakes winner 
Chilling Prospect, by Allen’s 
Prospect, was bred by Horse 
Shoe Valley Equine, Thomas 
McClay and Harry Nye. 

The fourth race on May 14 
resulted in a dead heat as John 
Fra 2 ier-owned and trained 
Cavalry Charge and Kathleen 
Dibben-owned and trained 
Save Me Some produced a 
ding-dong battle to the wire. 

Cavalry Charge, a 7-year- 
old gelded son of Honour and 
Glory, was making his first start 
in 18 months, having last raced 
at Hollywood Park. That effort 
resulted in a maiden special 
weight win on the turf for his 
breeder, Clovelly Farms, and 
trainer Richard Mandella. 

The tightly raced gelding, a 
half-brother to Dubai World 
Cup-Gl and Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-G 1 -winning multimil¬ 
lionaire Pleasantly Perfect, made 
his way to Pennsylvania from 
Lexington, Ky, where Frazier 
is based at The Thoroughbred 
Center near Keeneland. 

A horse with chronic prob¬ 
lems, Cavalry Charge was turned 


over to Frazier by Clovelly 
Farms about seven months 
before making his Presque 
Isle start. ‘‘He has soundness 
issues, and we’ve done different 
things to get him fit, includ¬ 
ing swimming,” said Frazier. 
“He seems to tike the Tapeta 
surface.” Cavalry Charge ran 
for a $12,500 tag to get his 
most recent win. He returned 
two weeks later and finished 
fourth in a $25,000 claimer and, 
Frazier noted, returned sound. 

Save Me Some, in for 
$15,000, is a Dibben home¬ 
bred. The 5-year-old gelded 
son of Storm Broker is out 
of Dibben’s Maryland Million 
Distaff Starter Handicap-win¬ 
ning mare Annie McGee (by 
Aaron’s Concorde). 

It was the first win of the 
meet for both trainers. 

Mario Pino, the third- 
winningest active rider in the 
nation, added to his total with 
select mounts at the Erie track, 
winning with six of his first 23 
rides, for a win percentage of 
26 percent. In addition to being 
aboard Save Me Some, he guid¬ 
ed David Ross’s Heart of a 
King, trained by his brother, 
Michael Pino, to an allowance 
win on May 17. 

Sent off at 0.90-1, Heart of 
a King broke badly, but quickly 
recovered to get to the front 
by the half-mile mark in the 


six-furlong race before drawing 
off to win by three lengths in a 
time of 1:09.98. 

Daylight scores proved the 
norm on May 22, as aU eight 
races were won by at least a 
length, and the average winning 
margin was more than four 
and a half lengths. The largest 
margin on the day belonged 
to Molly Moon, who romped 
I home by 11V 2 lengths in a one- 
8 mile, 70-yard claimer. A 4-year- 
1 old Virginia-bred daughter of 
§ Malibu Moon owned by Tracy 
I Farmer, Molly Moon was the 
? 0.30-1 favorite under Harry 
^ Vega. It was the second start 
of the meet for the Graham 
Motion-trained filly, who fin¬ 
ished second on opening day. 

Vega also rode the Lonnie 
Arterburn-owned and trained 
Diplomatic Charm to win 
a one-mile race for $50,000 
claimers on May 8. Facing 
10 rivals. Diplomatic Charm 
stalked early, then rallied three¬ 
wide to gain the lead at the 
head of the stretch and win 
by a length and three-quarters. 
At nearly 17-1, over 12-1 Sir 
Rabbit, the Diplomatic Charm- 
topped exacta paid $337.20. 

Later that same evening, 11 
runners turned out for a one- 
mile allowance, with the vic¬ 
tory going to Timothy Hamm- 
trained Appalachian Trail. 
Racing for the Hamm family’s 
Blazing Meadows Farm and 
Brandywine Farm, Appalachian 
Trail got his second lifetime 
victory-his first came over the 
Presque Isle oval as a 2-year- 
old in July 2008. He was also 
stakes-placed at 2 when third in 
the Miller Lite Cradle Stakes at 
River Downs. 

Pennsylvania-bred runners 
turned out in force as a dozen 
fillies and mares set out for a 
maiden special weight on May 
10. The winner after five and a 
half furlongs in a fairly strung- 
out field was Vinery Stables’s 
Critical Edge. Trained by 
Mike Trombetta and ridden by 
Erick Rodriguez, Critical Edge 
set all the fractions to win by 
a length. 
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By The Cliff’s Edge, Critical 
Edge, bred by Golden Oak 
Farm LLC, is out of Critical 
Factor, a daughter of Star de 
Naskra who finished third in 
the 1996 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Stakes-G1. 

The stable area is filled to 
capacity at Presque Isle, with 
500 horses residing in five 
barns, reports the track’s direc¬ 
tor of racing, Debbie Howells. 

Due to economic con¬ 
straints, new barns weren’t 
constructed during the off¬ 
season. Allotment of stalls has 
been handled judiciously, noted 
Howells, who said new barns 
were in the planning stages for 
2010 . 

The highlight of the meet 
is the newly graded Presque 
Isle Downs Masters Stakes, to 
be run on September 12; it 
received a Grade 3 designation 
after only two runnings. The 


distance of the $400,000 race 
has been lengthened to six and 
a half furlongs to better serve 
as a prep for the seven-furlong 
Breeders’ Cup FiUy and Mare 
Sprint. Last year’s winner, in a 
new track record of 1:07.95 for 
six furlongs, was New Jersey- 
bred horse of the year Wild 
Gams. 

Moving to the same Septem¬ 
ber weekend is the second- 
richest race of the meet, the 
Presque Isle Mile Stakes, which 
was contested on July 4 last 
year. The value of the race has 
been increased to $200,000, up 
$25,000 from a year ago. With 
an additional $50,000 added 
from the Breeders’ Cup, the 
total value is $250,000. ^

DANCE WITH RAVENS 
STEPS AHEAD OF 
FRESHMAN SIRES 


N orthview Stallion Station’s 
first-year sire Dance With 
Ravens got his first win¬ 
ner on May 23 as Old Line 
State proved the best against 
four rivals in a four and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight 
at Penn National. 

Owned by PTK LLC and 
trained by Dane Kobiskie, Old 
Line State was sent off as the 
0.9-1 favorite in his debut. 
After a slow start, the 2-year- 
old colt showed his poise while 
sphtting runners to take control 
going into the turn, then held 
a clear advantage to the wire, 
winning by a length and a half 
under Jenna Joubert. 


Old Line State was bred in 
Maryland by Frank and Vir¬ 
ginia Wright and sold as a year- 
hng for $10,000 at last year’s 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Decem¬ 
ber Mixed sale. Out of Yankee 
Maid (by Miswaki), he is a half- 
brother to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Yankee Wildcat. His second 
dam is Valay Maid, the Mary¬ 
land-bred champion 3-year-old 
filly of 1990 who was a multi¬ 
ple graded stakes winner of 
$641,442. 

Dance With Ravens has 83 
current 2-year-olds and leads 
the region’s freshman sires by 
progeny earnings (through May 
25). His other starter to date is 


the placed filly Polish Dance. 
The popular son of sire of 
sires A.P. Indy entered stud 
after a career in which he was a 
graded stakes winner at 2 and 
boasts one of the most illustri¬ 
ous female families in racing 
history. 

A half-brother to two 
Queen’s Plate winners —cham¬ 
pion filly Dancethruthedawn 
and Scatter the Gold—Dance 
With Ravens won or placed 
in six of his seven hfetime 
starts, earning $340,600. He 
captured the Grey Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G2 and was sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 2 Summer 
Stakes at 2. After winning the 
Plate Trial at 3, Dance With 
Ravens was made the favor¬ 
ite for the Queen’s Plate. Off 
the board for the only time in 
his career in Canada’s classic. 
Dance With Ravens was found 
to have a chip in his ankle, and 
was retired. 

He is one of five stakes 
horses from six foals to race 
for his dam, Canadian horse 


FIRST WINNER MORE 
THAN A FANTASY 
FOR FANTASTICAT 


M aryland Stallion Station’s 
first-year sire Fantasticat 
got his first winner with 
his first starter when the 2-year- 
old fiUy Fantasyland dashed 
away from her five rivals to 
take a maiden special weight at 
Pimlico on May 22. 

Sent off as the 1.70-1 sec¬ 
ond choice, the gray/roan filly 
racing in the colors of her late 
breeder, James Glenn, sped to 
the front from her number one 
post, set the pace along the rail, 
and although drifting out in 
the stretch, drew off to win by 
four and three-quarters lengths. 


Fantasyland’s final time for the 
four and a half furlongs was 
:53.22. The Maryland-bred filly 
trained by Carlos Garcia is the 
first foal out of the Partner’s 
Hero mare Pam’s Grey Girl. 

Fantasticat, an 8-year-old 
graded stakes-winning son of 
Storm Cat, has 28 foals in his 
first crop of 2-year-olds. 

The elegant bay retired to 
stud after winning or placing in 
14 of his 23 starts while amass¬ 
ing $447,984. 

Fantasticat’s most pro¬ 
ductive year came at 3, when 
winning the $400,000 Super 


Derby-G2 while defeating 
Borrego, and finishing second 
in the Round Table Stakes and 
Prelude Stakes, the latter after 
his late-charging rally fell a neck 
short. 

The beautifully bred stal- 
Hon is out of Alydar’s graded 
stakes-winning daughter Lotta 
Dancing, a earner of $358,201 
who won or placed in nine 
stakes, seven graded, and was 
third or better in 20 of her 25 
career starts. 

Fantasticat’s granddam is 
the highly accomphshed Lotka 
(by Danzig), a full sister to mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1-winning million¬ 
aire Stephan’s Odyssey, the 
second-place finisher in the 
1985 Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Belmont Stakes-Gl. Lotka won 
eight stakes, including the 
Grade 1 Acorn, and earned 
$721,804. She produced 11 
foals to race, four stakes horses, 
including Japanese multimil¬ 
lionaire Mambo Twist. 


of the year Dance Smartly, a 
member of the Racing HaU of 
Fame in the U.S. and Canada. 
The daughter of Danzig 
earned $3,263,835 during her 
career, won the Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl, and was named 
champion filly at 3 in the U.S. 

Dance With Ravens’s sec¬ 
ond dam is champion Classy ’n 
Smart, a daughter of longtime 
top Maryland sire Smarten. Her 
four other stakes horses include 
leading sire Smart Strike, a 
Grade 1 winner who has sired 
64 stakes winners and nine 
champions, including all-time 
leading money earner Curtin. 

Classy ’n Smart is a half-sis¬ 
ter to three champions, includ¬ 
ing Sky Classic, the sire of 57 
stakes winners and six champi¬ 
ons, and Regal Classic, the sire 
of nearly 50 stakes winners and 
three champions. 

Now 7, Dance With Ravens 
stands at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, Md. 
His 2009 stud fee is $6,000. 


Kennelot, Fantasticat’s 
third dam, is a half-sister to 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
and sire Cannonade. Tracing 
directly back to the influential 
mare Cosmah, a half-sister to

W est Virginia sire Slew 
O'Quoit has his first 
stakes winner after Irvs 
Pick's decisive score in Charles 
Town's Shy Native Stakes on 
May 16. A 5-year-old mare 
owned by Irving KidweU and 
based at Bowie with trainer 
Christopher Grove, Irvs Pick 
boosted her career earnings to 
$125,200 from 13 starts. 

A member of Slew O' 
Quoit's fourth crop — the 


14-year-old gray stalhon has 
six small crops of racing age, 
totaling 39 foals—Irvs Pick had 
been a solid allowance runner 
until moving up to stakes com¬ 
petition this past January, when 
she finished third in Laurel 
Park's Nelhe Morse Stakes.

Slew O'Quoit, an allow¬ 
ance-winning son of multi- 
milhonaire Waquoit, entered 
stud in 2000 at Jenkins's Oak 
Hill Farm in Rippon, WVa. 


Following Jenkins's death in 
June 2006, the stalhon was 
relocated to Oaklynne Farm in 
Hedgesville, WVa., where he 
stands for $500 as the property 
of a partnership. 

Slew O'Quoit's dam is the 
stakes-placed mare Slew a 
Native (by Slewpy), a half-sister 
to Grade 2 Astarita Stakes win¬ 
ner Devihsh Touch, an earner 
of $397,955 and the granddam 
of stakes winner Devilment. 
Slew O'Quoit's second dam. 
Velvet Touch (by Restless 
Native), is also the dam of 
stakes winners Bare With Me 
and Grecian Touch and stakes- 
placed Devil's Touch. 


STAKES WINNER 
FOR ROYALLY BRED 
MOJAVE MOON 



B onita Farm stallion 
Mojave Moon, a son of 
Mr. Prospector out of 
European champion and clas¬ 
sic winner East of the Moon, 
got his first stakes winner on 
May 16, Preakness Day, at 
Pimhco, with Sumacha'hot's 
facile score in the Deputed 
Testamony Starter Handicap. 
Bonita Farm is also the home 
to retired Preakness winner 
Deputed Testamony, for whom 
the race was named. 

Last of 10 early in the 
mile and a sixteenth race for 
Maryland-breds, Sumacha'hot 
was angled to the rail by Grant 
Whitacre after breaking from 
the outside post. Swung wide 
heading into the turn, the 
4-year-old gelding got to the 
lead by midstretch and had 
clear sailing to the finish, win¬ 
ning as he pleased by seven and 
a quarter lengths. 

The 5-2 favorite, Sumacha'¬ 
hot came into the race for 


owner/trainer Hubert Cave 
having won or placed in 
seven of nine starts since 
being claimed for $5,000 in 
September 2008. The gelding 
had been competing for his 
breeder, the Boniface fam¬ 
ily's Bonita Farm, and HeUfire 
Stable prior to the claim. He is 
out of Broad Brush's daughter 
Monochrome. 

Mojave Moon joined the 
stalhon ranks at Bonita in 2002 
byway of Cahfornia. Trained by 
Bobby Frankel for the Niarchos 
family, who campaigned the 
chestnut following the death 
of breeder Stavros Niarchos, 
Mojave Moon came to the U.S. 
in 1999 at age 3, winning his 
first start in this country at Del 
Mar. The next year, he was an 
allowance winner at Hollywood 
Park, finished second in the 
Grade 3 Fayette Breeders' Cup 
Stakes, and third in the Grade 
2 Cahfornian. He was retired 
due to a strained suspensory 


after eight starts and earnings 
of $135,180. 

A full brother to Group 3 
winner Moon Driver and two 
other stakes horses, Mojave 
Moon is the first foal out of 
East of the Moon, a daughter 
of Private Account who won 
three Group 1 races, including 
the Poule d'Essai Des Pouliches 
and Prix de Diane Hermes. 

Mojave Moon's second dam 
is the incomparable Miesque, 
a two-time Breeders' Cup 
Mile-Gl winner who was a 
champion in the U.S., England 
and France. Her offspring also 
include Group 1 winner and 


leading sire Kingmambo as 
well as group winners and sires 
Mingun and Miesque's Son and 
stakes winner Moon Is Up. Also 
found in the immediate family 
are European champion 2-year- 
old fillies Rumples til tskin and 
Six Perfections (Fr) (the latter 
also a Breeders' Cup Mile-Gl 
winner). 

Mojave Moon has progeny 
earnings in excess of $3.3 mil¬ 
lion from four crops to race, 
with average earnings per start¬ 
er of $25,708. The 13-year-old 
ranks among the top 20 Mid- 
Atlantic stallions by progeny 
earnings in 2009.

GATORS N BEARS 
STRIKES FIRST AMONG 
FRESHMAN SIRES 


A lly Bear, the first starter 
for freshman sire Gators 
N Bears, devoured her 
three rivals in a four and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight 
at Penn National on May 21. 
Her winning margin was nine 
and three-quarters lengths. 
The 2-year-old fiUy was the 
first winner for a first-year sire 
in the Mid-Atlantic region this 
spring. 

Ally Bear, owned by Janet 
Wayson and trained by John 
Robb, was a $32,000 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
sales yearling. The 1-5 favorite 
in her debut, the Laurel Park- 
based fiUy broke sharply, was 
two lengths on top after a quar¬ 
ter in :22.25 and four lengths in 
front after a half in :46.03. Her 
final time was :52.44. 

The second foal out of the 
Helmsman mare Nautical But 
Nice, Ally Bear was bred in 
Pennsylvania by Mike DeSaye. 
She is one of 49 current 2-year- 
olds in Gators N Bears's first 
crop. 

One of the nation's best 
sprinters in the early 2000s and 


a two-time New Jersey-bred 
Horse of the Year, Gators N 
Bears entered stud in 2006 after 
earning $804,393 from 32 starts. 
The son of rising sire Stormy 
Atlantic, Gators N Bears won 
six stakes, including the Grade 
3 Jersey Shore Breeders’ Cup 
at 3 and Maryland Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G3 at 4 and had 
13 stakes placings, including a 
third in the Grade 1 Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash. 

Seventeen times in his 
career Gators N Bears earned 
a Beyer speed figure of 100 or 
higher. His victory in the James 
B. Moseley Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap at Suffolk Downs 
earned a 110 Beyer. He equaled 
that mark two other times in 
his career with runner-up per¬ 
formances in the Paumonok 
Handicap at Aqueduct and 
Keeneland’s Commonwealth 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G2. 

The solidly built bay is out 
of the Notebook mare I’ll Be 
Along, a half-sister to milhon- 
aire sprinter and sire Friendly 
Lover. I’U Be Along has pro¬ 
duced six winners from seven 
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starters, including stakes-placed 
$116,446-earner Dressed for 
Succes and two additional 
$100,000-plus earners. Gators 
N Bears’s second dam. Glide 
Along, is also the granddam 
of stakes winner and graded- 
placed $421,776-earner Red 
Mountain.

BILL PASSMORE LEFT LASTING 
MARK AS JOCKEY AND STEWARD 


Former jockey and Maryland 
steward William J. (Bill) Pass- 
more, 76, died on May 14, 

Mr. Passmore, who formal¬ 
ly retired this past September, 
won 3,531 career races for 
earnings of nearly $23 million 
during his riding career that 
began when he was a teen¬ 
ager in 1948 and ended in 
1986. He piloted three Preak- 
ness starters-Gaidar (1954), 
Knight Landing (1980) and 
Thirty Eight Paces (1981)-and 
rode for top trainers King 
Leatherbury, CharHe Peoples 
and Bernie Bond. Some of 
his more prominent mounts 


included Twixt, Jameela, 
Dixieland Band, Christopher 
R., Cure the Blues and Port 
Conway Lane, 

Upon his retirement he 
immediately launched into 
a second career as a stew¬ 
ard for the Maryland Racing 
Commission (MRC), help¬ 
ing oversee racing at Pimlico, 
Laurel and Timonium until 
halted by worsening emphy¬ 
sema in December 2007. 

Mr. Passmore was intro¬ 
duced to racing at a young 
age by his father, William L 
Passmore, a one-time jockey 
who trained for prominent 


owner/breeder Bayard Sharp 
at his Middletown, Del., farm 
in the 1940s. 

A gentleman of calm 
demeanor, Mr, Passmore was 
known for his humor, wisdom 
and grace under pressure. 

“He was kind to every¬ 
body and would offer his 
time to young riders, teaching 
them what a rider should and 
shouldn’t do,” said MRC exec¬ 
utive director Mike Hopkins. 
“But he was also quite the 
prankster, playing good- 
namred tricks on people. He 
will certainly be missed.” 



MARVIN GREENE 

Widely respected Virginia 
horseman Marvin M. Greene 
Sr., died on May 22 at the age 
of 84. 

Mr. Greene served as farm 
manager for Bertram and Diana 
Firestone’s Catoctin Stud for 
10 years (1977 to ’87), and 
oversaw the early education of 
the Firestones’ 1980 Kenmcky 
Derby winner Genuine Risk. 

A native of Leesburg, where 
his family traces back to the 
18th century, Mr. Greene got 
his early schooling in the horse 
business from his father, stee¬ 
plechase trainer Stanley Greene 
Sr. His brother, Stanley Greene 
Jr., was also a trainer and later a 
steward at West Virginia tracks. 

Mr. Greene started out train¬ 
ing in Leesburg following Coast 
Guard service in World War II, 
and was credited with develop¬ 
ing 1959 Horse of the Year 
Sword Dancer. Other note¬ 
worthy performers from his 
stable included stakes winners 
Ballet Rose and Fussy Lady and 
57-time winner Columcdle. 

After retiring in 1987, Mr. 
Greene remained an active 
member of the horse commu¬ 
nity. Survivors include his wife 
of 62 years, Betty Greene.

B ‘‘Seldom has a Kenmcky 
Derby winner of our memory 
gotten so little attention or 
respect during the Derby/ 
Preakness interregnum. . . 

Charismatic was, apparently, 
anything but,” wrote Tim 
Capps when coveting the 1999 
Triple Crown. 

Bob and Beverly Lewis’s 
Charismatic, the striking chest¬ 


nut son of Preakness winner 
Summer Squall whose color and 
markings “are reminiscent of 
[great-grandsire] Secretariat,” 
won the Derby by a diminish¬ 
ing neck at 31-1 odds-produc¬ 
ing the third-highest payoff in 
the race’s history. 

The fourth Derby winner 
trained by D. Wayne Lukas, 
Charismatic was ridden by 
“second-chance” jockey Chris 
Antley, who had overcome 
numerous obstacles, including 
substance abuse and attitude 
problems, to again rise to the 
top of the racing world. 

The Derby winner pro¬ 
duced another sterling effort in 
the Preakness, at odds of 8-1, 
in front of a record Pimhco 
crowd of 100,311. 

The magical ride ended in 
the Belmont Stakes, as Mary¬ 
landers Jeanne (Jinny) Vance 
and Laddie Dance’s Lemon 
Drop Kid defeated Vision 
and Verse by a head, with 
Charismatic fading to third.

Believe in the coming 
of one good horse. The next 
mare, the next foal, the next 
yearling, the next stallion, the 
next walk up that hill. Could 
be the horse you're looking 
for. Just listen to this unlikely 
story. 

As I lift the microphone 
from its keeper on the karaoke 
machine, I look up the drive¬ 
way to make sure the good 
horse is out of earshot: 'Test¬ 
ing. Testing. One, two." 

A hundred horse racing 
fans are having lunch on the 
lawn at Merryland Farm, a 
gracious old training facility in 
a beautiful long green valley of 
Maryland. They are gathered 
here today for a fall picnic. To 
be excited by horses and coun¬ 
try air, out of offices and off 
the crawling commute, if only 
for these few hours. And to see 
a star racehorse. 

Just the proximity to the 
white rails of the racetrack 
sparks an adrenaline rush in 
the crowd. Like holding a 
meeting in a billiard hall. 
Something fun happens here. 
We will soon be parading sets 
of freshly broken yearlings, 
pairs of breezing two-year- 
olds, an occasional older horse 
coming off a lay-up. But first... 


"Welcome to our annual 
Autumn Day in the Country." 

Guests look up from bowls 
of crab soup. Stiff with stage- 
fright, I hear my voice echo 
out of the song machine. 

"This year we have a spe¬ 
cial guest. Declan's Moon, 
Eclipse Award winner and 
champion two-year-old of 
2004." 

Up the lane. Declan's Moon 
bends his long neck and stares 
down his nose at the wide 
wooden bridge, absorbing the 
light, calculating the risk, his 


groom, Maurilio, giving him 
enough shank, enough time. 
It's a moment of concentration 
I've seen before, in newsreel 
footage of post parades as he 
swept those big stakes races in 
California, the racing channels 
avidly following a two-year- 
old Kentucky Derby hopeful. 

Those four races when he 
was two. The surprise Del Mar 
debut at 15-1. The stretch-long 
battle with Roman Ruler in 
the Del Mar Futurity. The gal¬ 
lop in the Hollywood Preview. 
The wire-to-wire win in the 
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ELLEN B. PONS

Hollywood Futurity at Christ¬ 
mas, against Breeders' Cup 
victor Wilko, eventual Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Giacomo, 
and Champagne Stakes win¬ 
ner Proud Accolade, the track 
announcer wildly proclaiming 
that "Declan's Moon is a total 
eclipse." A play on the bronze 
horse, the Eclipse Award, all 
his at the finish line. Year-end 
voting a mere formality for the 
undefeated Maryland-bred. 
Four-for-four. The Derby the 
goal. 

We've been around De¬ 
clan for six weeks now, since 
his arrival in early August. 
So territorial at first. Like a 
stallion. But Declan is a geld¬ 
ing. Day by day, he has tran¬ 
sitioned from spoiled star to 
regular guy. He stands 16.1 
hands, with knowing eyes 
set in a fine head. He exudes 
star power. We trust him to 
behave during today's show, 
but take no chances. A second 
groom, Fabian, walks a short 
distance behind Maurilio. De¬ 
clan's eyes roll back and spot 
the backup groom. He gets the 
message. 

Now he steps forward onto 
the bridge and crosses above 
the fresh-flowing creek cours¬ 
ing through the farm. His an¬ 
kles, all four, are spackled with 
white hairs, but his hooves are 
mostly black. Good hard feet. 
His white ankles flash with 
every step, like Fred Astaire 
in white socks. I begin speak¬ 
ing before he gets closer, so he 
won't be startled as he nears 
the microphone. 

"This is the first time De¬ 
clan's Moon has been led 
across the bridge. I ask you all 
to please be quiet while he's 
down here. He doesn't quite 
know what's expected of him 
today." 

Declan is in full elegant 
walk on the driveway, an en¬ 
gaged stride, almost a jog on 
the end of Maurilio's leather 
shank. The folks on the lawn 
sit behind a low privet hedge. 
Many of them stand now, to 
gain a better view. Their rising 
becomes a silent ovation. De¬ 
clan returns their gaze. Swag¬ 
gers like a dressage horse. 
Confident. Intelligent. He is 
making converts in the crowd. 
Laity suddenly aware of a 


spirit. He has presence, as they 
say. He certainly has presence. 

Suddenly, Declan spots the 
white rails of the track. His 
walk becomes more aggres¬ 
sive, stronger, purposeful. He 
wants to drag Maurilio over to 
the track. He wants the feel of 
sand under his feet. Maurilio 
speaks to him. 

"No. No. Not today. De¬ 
clan." 

Fabian scurries to the en¬ 
trance gap. Slides out a re¬ 
cessed length of rail to close 
off the opening. I watch this 
little scene as I continue. 

"No one knows where a 
good horse will come from. 
You could say Declan came 
out of an ad in the local pa¬ 
per." 

I shorthand through oral 
history for the crowd. Imagine 
this beginning. Maryland cat¬ 
tleman Brice Ridgely spoon¬ 
ing down Sunday breakfast on 
a brisk February morning ten 
years ago in the kitchen of his 
farm in Cooksville. Calloused 
hands creasing the classifieds. 
Reading glasses small as a 
bird on a bull's back. Scans the 
columns. 

"How 'bout this? Thor¬ 
oughbred mare Fabulous Vee. 
Twelve-year-old stakes pro¬ 
ducer." 

He dials the number. Sets 
up a time to see the mare. His 
wife, Mary Anne, knows his 
big heart, rides shotgun. She 
grew up on a storybook farm 
chopped off the mainland 
by Interstate 70. She's usu¬ 
ally not sentimental. She's a 
farm girl who knows how a 
horse should look. Sees the 
mare's yearling in the barn, 
a leggy bay filly by a young 
stud named Norquestor. A 
little light in flesh. Filly would 
quickly fit up on some of 
Brice's homegrown hay and 
his fresh-milled sweet feed. 

"You can't take the mare 
unless you buy her yearling 
too," Mary Anne tells Brice. 

A package deal is struck: 
$3,500 for mother and daugh¬ 
ter. Not for one second do they 
think they are buying the dam 
of a future champion, but they 
know it could happen. See, 
that's the mystery at the heart 
of the horse business: No one 


knows where a good horse 
will come from. 

Declan's Moon stands be¬ 
hind me, frozen for his fans. 
They have edged closer to the 
low hedge. He could be pos¬ 
ing for a conformation photo. 
Digital cameras click. Folks 
squint through viewfinders 
of cell-phone cameras. He's a 
movie star. He's a male model. 
He's beautiful and he knows it 
in that natural way wild ani¬ 
mals show pride. He's the best 
horse many of these folks have 
ever seen up close, in person. 
As he holds the pose, I think 
about the comment made by 
my wife Ellen. 

"He looks like one of those 
racehorses from old paintings. 
All legs. High headed." 

I see that now. An eigh¬ 
teenth-century sportsman, a 
duke, an earl, would certainly 
have commissioned a por¬ 
trait by Stull, Herring, Stubbs, 
Marshall. To capture Declan's 
great expressive eyes, his ex¬ 
aggerated gait, that serpentine 
neck, straight out of the era 
when racehorses were paint¬ 
ed with all four feet off the 
ground; front legs reaching, 
hind legs sprung out behind, 
nothing but air underneath. 

At standstill. Declan could 
have posed for the Eclipse 
Award, the bronze likeness of 
Stubbs' iconic portrait of un¬ 
beaten Eclipse, held at the cor¬ 
ner of the brick bathhouse at 
Newmarket, saddled up, ears 
pinned, eyes anxious, mouth 
slightly opened. Eclipse. 


Declan's black coat is dap¬ 
pled in circles of health, but 
the first thick hairs brought on 
by cool nights dull the sheen, 
winter coat roughing in. He 
carries weight over his ribs, 
but snapshots taken today re¬ 
veal that in-between period, 
not yet let down from racing, 
not built up from pasture. Fi¬ 
nally, he moves out of his pose, 
drawn again toward the white 
rails of the track. Maurilio 
tightens his hold as the horse's 
eyes fix with the preoccupied 
look of a gladiator. Maurilio 
doesn't tempt fate. Turns the 
horse in a wide circle. 

"Declan. This way. This 
way." 

Maurilio circles Declan 
again, and again. 

Brice was a young bid- 
spotter for Fasig-Tipton back 
when the Saratoga yearling 
sales ran for four hard nights 
that stretched into early morn¬ 
ings. He went into the auction 
business for himself. Became 
the last call for retiring farm¬ 
ers, once their offspring got a 
taste of nine-to-five suburban 
life, eight-hour days, week¬ 
ends off. 

"Get what you can, Brice. 
That's my life you're selling 
there." 

Brice auctioned their trac¬ 
tors, hay wagons, anything 
not tied down. 

So knowledgeable about 
value, he thought nothing of 
buying horses out of the clas¬ 
sifieds. Fabulous Vee and her 
yearling filly came home to 




Undefeated at 2 , the Maryland-bred son of Malibu Moon counted 
the Grade 1 Hollywood Futurity among his three graded stakes wins. 


Spring Meadow, the Ridgely 
family farm on busy Route 
97. Too close to Washington, 
D.C., and Baltimore to remain 
unspoiled. An incongruous 
franchised convenience store 
flanks the front of Spring 
Meadow. It is the twentieth- 
century version of a general 
store, where everybody knows 
your name, where Brice buys 
diesel fuel for trailer rides 
up 1-95 to Maryland stallion 
farms. 

The leggy yearling, they 
named Vee Vee Star. She raced 
in Mary Anne's silks, won 
twice, covered expenses with 
$60,895 in purses. Earned a 
home in the broodmare band 
when, as longshot local in the 
famous Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes at Pimlico, she cantered 
home third behind Hall of 
Earner Silverbulletday. Grade 
II black type for Timonium 
catalog pages. 

Brice watched Malibu 
Moon, a three-year-old son of 
A.R Indy, servicing mares at 
Country Life Farm. Injured af¬ 
ter winning one race at two. 

"Any stud bred at three ever 
amount to anything?" 

"Raise a Native. Hail to 
Reason." 

"Send me a contract." 

He trailered Vee Vee Star 
up 1-95 in Malibu Moon's 
second season. Delivered the 
resulting foal on February 20, 
2002. Named the baby for his 
grandson Declan. Fed him 
the best homegrown Howard 
County hay a farmer can raise. 


Castrated him as a yearling 
because he was heavy as a bull 
and because that's what real 
farmers do with livestock of 
modest description, like what 
you find in classifieds. 

"Saves the next fellow from 
the expense," Brice explained, 
code of courtesy handed 
down from farming ancestors. 
He showed Declan's Moon 
to longtime friend and sales 
agent Bill Reightler. 

"Start sale-prepping this 
colt now, Brice. Walk some of 
that fat off him." 

"That's muscle!" 

"He looks like a steer ready 
for market." 

"That's how I raise 'em!" 

He entered Declan's Moon 
in the October yearling sale. 
Kept him out of the summer 
sun. Had him ready when 
Malibu Moon's first crop came 
out running. Perfect Moon, 
a $4,700 Timonium yearling 
the year before, was sweeping 
California's early two-year-old 
stakes: the Haggin, the Holly¬ 
wood Juvenile Championship, 
the Best Pal Stakes at Del Mar. 

Perfect Moon made his sire. 
Malibu Moon hopped onto a 
Sallee van bound for Kentucky 
on Friday evening, September 
5, 2003. Off-Broadway play 
goes Broadway. Three weeks 
later, Brice put Declan's Moon 
in the gooseneck trailer, drove 
him thirty miles to Timonium, 
and bedded him down amid 
the clatter of sales activity. De¬ 
clan went to sleep. Next day... 
why, even the canted mac¬ 


adam between old fairground 
barns, center-sloped hard 
toward storm water drains, 
couldn't diminish his big 
swinging walk, his conforma¬ 
tion, his condition. All perfect. 
He was the talking horse of 
the sale, at least the horse we 
all talked about. 

Samantha Siegel arrived 
from California with Declan 
on her short list. She loves to 
shop in Maryland. Always 
looking for the next Urbane, 
$25,000-yearling-turned-mil- 
lionairess. Sam's father, Mace, 
builds retail malls in Califor¬ 
nia. Buys wholesale horses in 
Maryland. 

Malibu Moon's breeder, 
B. Wayne Hughes, jetted in 
on Saturday, before the sale's 
Monday start. 

"Sam is a friend. She said 
she wouldn't bid against me. 
But if someone raises my last 
bid, she'll get in. I told Sam 
I'm out at 75." 

Hughes left the bid with 
an agent, by noon was flying 
back to California. 

Up from Kentucky came 
Gabriel Duignan, known as 
Spider to Irish lads and Amer¬ 
ican mates. An unerring scout 
of equine talent. Front man for 
Castleton Lyons Farm, Malibu 
Moon's new home in the Blue- 
grass. Spider returned over 
and over to look at Declan. 
Brice hung around the shed 
row like the sideline parent of 
a child star, explaining again 
and again why he gelded the 
colt. 

"It's the way I raise 'em. 
Had fillies on his mind. My 
fillies, the ones right over the 
fence from him at home. Can't 
have that. He'll be a better 
racehorse for it. You'll see." 

Muscled up on Brice's 
home-grown alfalfa. Declan's 
Moon seemed bigger than 
other yearlings that filled the 
oval sales ring. Terence Collier 
of Fasig-Tipton punched up 
sale announcements. 

"By a red-hot sire. Out of a 
mare who placed in the Black- 
Eyed Susan. And just look at 
him! You simply can't ask for 
more in a young horse." 

Samantha made the final 
bid at $125,000. She called her 
father in California. 


"You paid how much for a 
gelding?" 

Brice's baby shipped out 
to Keith Asmussen's ranch in 
Texas for breaking, arrived at 
trainer Ron Ellis' barn in Cali¬ 
fornia the following spring. 
Ellis is a detail man. I've seen 
him sit in the straw of a horse's 
stall, his legs straddling an an¬ 
kle, rubbing soothing liniment 
on tender tendons. A groom's 
job done by a headline trainer. 
Happiness lies in the details. 

By Christmas, Declan's 
Moon was the winter-book fa¬ 
vorite for the Kentucky Derby. 
The future was so bright Ellis 
had to wear shades on covers 
of the trades, eye-to-eye with 
a horse he thought capable of 
greatness. Declan stayed un¬ 
beaten, running his record to 
five-for-five in his first start 
at three, the Santa Catalina 
Stakes on March 5. Looking 
more and more like one for 
the ages. So fluid, so athletic, 
so smart. 

All systems go for Ken¬ 
tucky. 

On Friday, March 11, Ellis 
felt heat in Declan's left knee. 
Derby dream just that. The 
story of one good horse, per¬ 
haps a great one, ending in an 
X-ray. 

Before the knee? Final 
points of call in his races read: 
1 , 1 , 1 , 1 , 1 . 

After surgery? 2, 7,3,7,5 ... 
and so on.... 

Puzzling reversal of form. 
He'd work best of twenty. 
When they'd run, he'd take 
the lead and stop, or press the 
pace and stop. The coming of 
artificial surfaces to Califor¬ 
nia didn't matter. It wasn't his 
legs. It was his head. 

Perhaps it was actually 
his throat. Seasoned trainers 
around docker's Corner an¬ 
ecdotally observed that race¬ 
horses placed under anesthe¬ 
sia sometimes inexplicably do 
not return to form. Did a tube 
down a horse's trachea some¬ 
how impair the mechanics? 
Who can say? 

Five-for-five before surgery. 

One-for-thirteen after. 

Cryptic chart notes — du¬ 
eled, gave way; speed inside, 
weakened; no response when 
asked; eased. 





By the spring of 2008, the 
appearance of six-year-old 
Declan's Moon on the race¬ 
track was like watching an 
aging boxer buckle after five 
rounds. Ellis, the most patient 
of trainers, had nurtured De¬ 
clan through five campaigns. 
He wanted a soft landing for 
the champ, as did the Siegels. 

They inquired whether the 
Kentucky Horse Park would 
accept Declan into their Hall 
of Champions. Honestly, even 
if there had been an open stall. 
Declan was merely a really 
good horse, not a great one. 
He hadn't even earned a mil¬ 
lion dollars, just $705,647. Too 


humble for Horse Park stall 
plaques. 

When Kentucky demurred, 
the Siegels kindly sent Declan 
back home to Maryland. They 
knew he'd be appreciated for 
the glory he'd brought to the 
locals, for the air of stardom he 
carries effortlessly. The racing 
channels announced that De¬ 
clan's Moon had been retired 
to stud at Merryland. A friend 
from Kentucky called. 

"Make sure you just sell 
'No Guarantee' seasons." 

Joe Palmer once wrote a 
column about the memorable 
horses pensioned at Greentree 
Stud. The Gas House Gang, 
he called them, an alliterative 


term Pve adopted for the gag¬ 
gle of geldings accumulating 
at Merryland. 

As soon as this show's over. 
Declan's going out back with 
the Gas House Gang. And I'll 
stand on the hill and introduce 
them one-by-crazy-story-one, 
like Jack Nicholson did for the 
colorful cast in One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo's Nest, as they hi¬ 
jacked the fishing boat. 

"Here, racing fans, is the 
earth-quaking, stakes-shak- 
ing. Perfect Moon. 

"The next member of the 
Gas House Gang is the only 
French steeplechaser named 
for a Russian czar. Winner of 
America's Grand National 


right here in Maryland. The 
jumping-est old horse you 
ever saw, Tarsky. 

"That obstreperous Appa- 
loosa next to him arrived the 
year Smarty Jones put slots in 
Pennsylvania, hence his name. 
Stinky Jones. 

"And the newest moon in 
our solar system! Maryland- 
bred Eclipse Award cham¬ 
pion! Undefeated two-year- 
old! One-time favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby! The one you 
walked up the hill to see. Give 
it up for one really good horse, 
homegrown hero Declan's 
Moon." ^ 


MHBA hoard of directors election 



Two incumbents, two for¬ 
mer directors and one new¬ 
comer gained election to the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association board of directors 
in the annual balloting con¬ 
ducted in May. 

New to the board is 
Suzanne Moscarelli, who 
owns and operates Country 
Roads Farm in Warwick (Cecil 
County). 

Moscarelli, 71, has made 
her lifelong career with horses 
earning note as a three-day 
event rider before she and 
her late husband, Vincent 
Moscarelli, established a farm 
in West Virginia in the 1970s. 

The farm, relocated to 
Maryland in 1996, has bred 
such standouts as Grade 
1 winner A Huevo and 
Maryland Million Classic hero 
Evil Storm. The Moscarellis 
also foaled and raised Eclipse 
Award winner Heartlight 
No. One, millionaires Soul 



of the Matter and Afternoon 
Deelites, and Hot Story, dam 
of two-time Eclipse Award¬ 
winning steeplechaser and 
2008 Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year Good Night Shirt. 

Returning to the board fol¬ 
lowing absences are Amy H. 
Daney and Carlos A. Garcia. 

Daney who served as a 
director from 2002 to 2007, 
manages the family-owned 
Elberton Hill Farm in 
Darlington (Harford County) 
established by her parents, 
Martha Hopkins and the late 
C. Frank Hopkins. 

A graduate of Towson 
State University, Daney, 44, 
also maintains a sales agent¬ 
ing business. 

Garcia, who makes his 
home in Woodbine (Howard 
County), maintains a sizeable 
breeding operation with his 
wife, Carol Kaye-Garcia. 

One of Maryland's most 
accomplished trainers, Garcia, 



68, has had an instrumental 
role in developing the blood¬ 
lines of some of the top horses 
in his barn, including last 
year's 2-year-old filly cham¬ 
pion, Miss Charm City. He 
previously served on the 
board from 1995 to 2000. 

Incumbents Rebecca 
Bowman Davis and A. Brice 
Ridgely are each beginning 
their second term. 

Davis manages Dance 
Forth Farm, the Thoroughbred 
nursery owned by her parents, 
perennial leading Maryland 
breeders Dr. R. Thomas and 
Chris Bowman, in Chester town

is a full-time farmer, breed¬ 
er and owner, as well as the 
operator of Ridgely's Auction 
Services. 

In recent years Ridgely has 
gained note as the breeder of 
several stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Eclipse Award winner and 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Declan's Moon. He also

Closing day of the Pim¬ 
lico meet.

Sent off as 3-5 favorite in 
the field of six, the daughter of 
Not For Love rallied to score 
by two and a half lengths un¬ 
der jockey Luis Garcia, getting 
her first stakes win. 

Five Diamonds, who 
led the way into the stretch, 
held on for second and Eye 
launched a mild rally to finish 
third. Behind them were Swal¬ 


low Falls, Katrinarita and Four 
Karats. Final time for the mile 
and a sixteenth was 1:47.45. 

A model of consistency 
during her brief career, the 
Graham Motion-trained 
Amie's Legend broke her 
maiden by eight lengths at 
first asking at Laurel Park last 
December and has finished 
first or second in four of her 
five starts so far this season, 
all in allowance company un¬ 
til the Shine Again. Her earn¬ 
ings to date are $83,520. 

She races for a partnership 
of Matt Haney's Two Legends 
Farm, Richard Golden and 
David Wade, and is named for 
Haney's wife. 

Wade, who manages Gold¬ 
en's Sycamore Hall Farm in 
Chesapeake City, bred Amie's 
Legend in partnership with 
longtime Maryland-based 
owner Bill Fitzgibbons, who 
raced her dam. Lunar's Leg¬ 
end (by Polish Numbers), af¬ 
ter buying her as a yearling 
for $13,500 at the 1994 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale. 

A modestly successful run¬ 
ner, winning four of 17 starts 
and earning $41,527, Lunar's 


Legend produced two stakes 
horses among her first four 
foals, including Celestial Leg¬ 
end, a daughter of City Zip 
who won four stakes, placed 
in graded company, and 
earned $213,730. 

Celestial Legend was in the 
midst of her stellar career that 
took her to honors as champi¬ 
on Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
filly of 2005 when the breeders 
consigned Lunar's Legend's 
sixth foal, Amie's Legend, 
to the Fasig-Tipton Saratoga 
Selected Yearling sale. Matt 
Haney made the winning bid 
at $180,000, and later sold 
a half-interest to Wade and 
Golden. 

A few months after acquir¬ 
ing Amie's Legend, Haney 
also bought Lunar's Legend. 
His Two Legends Farm (the 
property previously known as 
Plane Tree Farm) was named 
after the "legendary" duo. 

It also happens that the 
farm, in Chesapeake City, 
abuts the late Allaire duPont's 
Woodstock Farm, which was 
the birthplace of Grade 1-win¬ 
ning Maryland-bred million¬ 
aire Shine Again. 

"That made winning the 
Shine Again Stakes extra¬ 
special for the Haneys," said 
Wade. 

Lunar's Legend has a 
2-year-old City Zip filly, 
Lizzie's Legend, who is owned 
by Haney and awaiting her 
first start for Fair Hill-based 
trainer Tim Woolley. She was 
not bred for 2008 due to a late 
foaling, and slipped her 2009 
foal by Any Given Saturday, 
but is currently in foal to Lem¬ 
on Drop Kid. 

Wade is racing Amie's 
Legend's 3-year-old half-sis¬ 


ter, Undisputed Legend (by 
Domestic Dispute), whom 
Motion sent out to break her 
maiden at Pimlico two days 
before the Shine Again.

It was by far the richest 
payday ever for the 5-year- 
old mare, who took command 
with a sixteenth of a mile to 
go and drew off to a two and 
a quarter-length score as 4-5 
favorite under Jeremy Rose. 
Bea Lucky Please finished sec¬ 
ond, another two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths in front of third- 
placed Four Karats, last year's 













winner. Completing the field 
were Celestial Quest, Rinella 
Storm and Kenaharra. High- 
weighted at 119 pounds. Eye 
gave weight to each of her ri¬ 
vals, including four pounds to 
the runner-up. 

Eye-who was born with¬ 
out her left eye (''otherwise 
I would have named her 
Eyes," said Leatherbury)-has 
exceeded Leatherbury's ex¬ 
pectations with her modestly 
successful career. "I've been 
more than surprised, consid¬ 
ering the problem she has," he 
said. 

But Leatherbury is not sur¬ 
prised based on Eye's pedi¬ 
gree. He trained Eye's dam. 
Country Choice (by Thirty 
Eight Paces), to win five of 
eight starts for breeder Elaine 
Bassford. "Country Choice 
was extremely fast and I 
thought she'd be a heck of 
a broodmare," Leatherbury 
said. 

Country Choice was carry¬ 
ing her second foal, a Tamayaz 
filly who would be named 
Lies, when Bassford and her 
husband, Nick, consigned her 
to the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed sale in 2000. 

Leatherbury took that op¬ 
portunity to buy Country 
Choice for $7,500. Eye is the 
fourth and last foal Country 
Choice produced for Leath¬ 
erbury. Cutting back on his 
breeding operation, and dis¬ 
appointed with her first three 
foals, all lackluster runners. 


Leatherbury sold Country 
Choice to the late Morgan 
Wayson in 2004; Wayson sub¬ 
sequently sold her to a breeder 
in Virginia. 

But Eye, a winner each sea¬ 
son from age 2 to 5, has seen 
her way to a new level of re¬ 
spect. 

In her last 10 starts. Eye 
has hit in the top three nine 
times, returning on May 23 
to finish third in the Shine 
Again Stakes. In 27 starts, she 
has registered seven wins and 
earnings of $124,770.

Low interest loans 
for conservation 
projects available 


Low interest loans for 
conservation projects are 
available to help farmers in¬ 
stall best management prac¬ 
tices (BMPs) on their farms or 
purchase conservation equip¬ 
ment. Loans are typically of¬ 
fered at 3 to 4 percent below 
market rates and are available 
through Farm Credit and sev¬ 
eral other lending institutions 
throughout the state. 

Farmers may use these 
loans to pay for their share of 
government cost share to in¬ 
stall BMPs or to pay for com¬ 
ponents not eligible or to pay 
for conservation equipment. 

Although priority is given 
to loans for manure manage¬ 


ment practices and equip¬ 
ment, a number of other 
conservation measures are 
eligible. Examples of eligible 
BMPs include animal waste 
management systems, ma¬ 
nure spreaders, erosion con¬ 
trol structures, composting 
facilities, water-saving irriga¬ 
tion systems and conservation 
tillage equipment. 

If you have a project that is 
not listed it may still be eligi¬ 
ble. Farmers may contact their 
local soil conservation district 
for assistance with eligible 
practices and to complete eli¬ 
gibility forms.

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Hall of Fame taps South Carolina 
resident Eddie Maple 


E ddie Maple can add Hall of 
Fame rider to the list of his 
many achievements in the horse 
business. Maple is now serving as 
general manager at the Rose Hill 
Plantation Equestrian Boarding and 
Teaching Center in Bluffton, S.C. 

During a riding career spanning 
34 years. Maple won 4,398 races, 
including two runnings of the Belmont 
StakeS'Gl-aboard Temperence Hill 
in 1980 and Creme Fraiche in 1985. 
He also won such Grade 1 fixtures as 
the Wood Memorial, Florida Derby, 
Arlington Million and Kentucky 
Oaks, and twice piloted the victor 
of the Travers Stakes-Gl. However, 


Maple may best be remembered 
as the last jockey to ride (and win 
with) Secretariat- in the Canadian 
International at Woodbine. 

Freelance writer Charlie Bennett 
quotes Maple, “Most people down 
here in South Carolina don’t know 
Eddie Maple. But everyone knows 
Secretariat. I rode some great horses, 
but Secretariat probably could have 
pulled a milk wagon and beaten them 
all.” 

Induction to racing’s Hall of Fame 
will take place on August 14 at the 
FasigTipton sales pavilion in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y.

6-year-old has spent every winter of 
his life at Custom Care in Camden, 
S.C. He has nine wins and $517,213 
in earnings. 

ohn Fort’s South Carolina-based 
Peachtree Stable won the Grade 
3 Lone Star Derby with homebred 
Mythical Power. The Congaree colt 
made an impressive run to capture the 
race by a resounding seven and a half- 
lengths.

Virginians at the Kentucky Derby 


W hile Kentucky has pro¬ 
duced far more Kentucky 
Derby winners than any other 
locale —101 to date —the com¬ 
monwealth of Virginia, which 
produces far fewer foals annu¬ 
ally, ranks third in this category 
behind only Florida, which has 
produced six. 

Edward P. Evans s Quality 
Road, prior to his foot problem 
and withdrawal from this years 
Derby, was seeking to become 
the fifth Virginia-bred to win the 
Run for the Roses 

Virginias stellar group includes 
Triple Crown winner Secretariat 
(1973), Pleasant Colony (Derby 
and Preakness 1981), Sea Hero 
(1993) and Reigh Count (1928), 
but it leaves out other impor¬ 
tant Derby winners with Virginia 
connections. 

The trail from common¬ 
wealth to commonwealth for 
the most famous horse race in 
America starts in 1918 when 
Kentucky-bred Exterminator, aka 
Old Bones, won the Kentucky 
Derby for Virginian Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, who made his fortune 
selling the popular medical tonic 
“Swamp Root.” 

Kilmer s future Hall of Fame 
trainer Henry McDaniel pur¬ 
chased a “work horse” for his 
Derby hopeful Sun Briar prior 
to his sophomore campaign. 
McDaniel bought Exterminator 
in a package for $9,000, a huge 
price for the times, approximately 
$128,000 in current dollars, and 
well outside Kilmers $700 bud¬ 
get ($10,000 current value). 

Kilmer was never a fan of 
Exterminator, calling him “that 
truck horse” and it s not known if 
it was because of the huge price 
tag or because the future Horse 


of the Year was not particularly 
attractive. 

Nonetheless, Exterminator 
went on to show up Sun Briar 
in the morning and to beat all 
his rivals in a muddy run for the 
roses. As a gelding. Exterminator 
went on to compete in 99 races, 
winning 50, finishing second and 
third 17 times each. His lifetime 
earnings amounted to $252,996- 
about $3.6 million in todays dol¬ 
lars. 

Kilmer would find his way 
back to the winners circle on 
the first Saturday in May with 
Virginia-bred Reigh Count, who 
was born in the Shenandoah 
Valley somewhere near New 
Market. 

In 1934, Isabel Dodge Sloan 
of Brookmeade Farm in Upper- 
viQe won the Derby with the 
New Jersey-bred Cavalcade. 
Brookmeade is now Joe All- 
britton s Lazy Lane Farm, home 
of Preakness/Beknont winner 
Hansel. Before Sloans tenure at 
the Uppervihe nursery ended, she 
bred Belmont winner and Horse 
of the Year Sword Dancer, who is 
ensconced in the Virginia Racing 
Hall of Fame. 

Fast forward 32 years to 1966, 
when Dr. Frank O’Keefe of Pine 
Brook Farm bred the Kentucky 
Derby winner. O’Keefe decid¬ 
ed to foal his mare Sweep In 
in Maryland. She crossed the 
Potomac and delivered a colt by 
Native Dancer who would be 
named Kauai King. In addition 
to the Derby, Kauai King would 
also win the second jewel of 
the Triple Crown, the Preakness 
Stakes. 

Six years later the world’s 
Kentucky Derby focus landed 
on Virginia and it was there for 
two straight years. Back-to-back 


Derby winners are rare for own¬ 
ers and it has only happened 
three other times in the history 
of the race. On two occasions, 
the double involved future Triple 
Crown winners. 

Virginia’s Meadow Stud was 
represented in the Churchill 
Downs winner’s circle in 1972 
by Kentucky-bred Riva Ridge 
and again in 1973 by Virginia- 
bred Secretariat. Only two other 
owners have won back-to-back 
Derbies —Calumet Farm (twice) 
and E.R. Bradley. 

In 1980, Bert and Diana 
Firestone of Catoctin Farm in 
Waterford,Va., captured the Derby 
and the hearts of America’s horse 
racing fans when their Kentucky- 
bred filly Genuine Risk became 
just the second fiHy to win the 
roses, breaking a 65-year distaff 
drought. A $32,000 yearling. 
Genuine Risk would lose a con¬ 
troversial Preakness to Codex and 
finish second in the Belmont to 
eventual champion Temperence 
HiU. 

One year after Genuine Risk’s 
popular victory, Thomas Mellon 
Evans’s Virginia-bred Pleasant 
Colony and his boisterous and 
colorful trainer Johnny Campo 
would capture the Derby and 
the Preakness only to lose the 
Belmont to Summing. 

In 1993, Sea Hero gave 
Virginia breeder Paul Mellon 
the victory in the last major 
race unconquered by Mellon’s 
Rokeby Stable. The UpperviUe, 
Va., multi-miQionaire, philanthro¬ 
pist and horseman had won most 
of the major races in America, 
including the Belmont Stakes, 
as well as important races in 
England and France. 

The Polish Navy colt’s win in 
the Derby made owner/breeder 


Mellon the only owner ever to 
win the Kentucky Derby, Epsom 
Derby and Prix de I’Arc de 
Triomphe (he captured the lat¬ 
ter two with MiQ Reef in 1971). 
Mellon stOl posthumously holds 
that record. 

In 1994, Go for Gin won 
the Kentucky Derby; dig deep 
enough and you’ll find he also 
had a Virginia connection. A 
Kentucky-bred, Go for Gin was 
purchased as a weanling by Vir¬ 
ginians Anne and Richard J.M. 
Poulson of Hare Forest Farm in 
Orange, Va. 

The sales ticket was signed by 
John Finney, the long-time presi¬ 
dent of the Fasig-Tipton auction 
company. Finney plucked the colt 
out of the Keeneland November 
sale for $32,000. The Poulsons 
consigned Go for Gin to the 
Saratoga Select Yearling Sale the 
next August, where he was pur¬ 
chased for $150,000. 

The Poulsons have never 
voiced publicly any regret about 
having sold the eventual Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner. Anne Poul¬ 
son said: “My husband put it 
perfectly when it happened, say¬ 
ing ‘We are commercial breeders 
and we want to be known for the 
horses we sell, not the ones we 
keep.’That’s it in a nutshell.” 

She pointed out, rightfully so, 
that the horse’s modest pedigree 
made his resale price and their 
subsequent profit a “home run” 
Derby. 

Oh, and the name —Go for 
Gin? Finney, a larger-than-life 
character who was famous in 
international equine circles, was 
known to have a fondness for 
martinis. Eventual owners Joseph 
Cornacchia and WiQiam Condren 
named him in Finney’s honor.

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George Yetsook: a tradition of 
equine iongevity 


T 'eamwork is defined as the 
joint action of two or more 
people, in which each person 
contributes with different skills in 
order to achieve common goals. 

According to O'Sullivan Farms's 
trainer, George Yetsook, it is the 
ability to share together, work 
together and succeed together. 

In a recent conversation, 

Yetsook touched on a variety of 
subjects: personal, professional and 
speculative. 

How long have you been 
involved with O’Sullivan Farms 
(Randy Funkhouser and his 
mother, the late Ruth Funkhouser) 
and how did your relationship 
begin? 

I have trained for Randy about 
nine years, but we had met two 
years prior to my employment 
by way of several National FIBPA 
functions. 

My wife, Sylvia, and I were stabled 
at Delaware Park with a well-bred 
filly in our possession, (Snippity Doo) 
by Pilgrim out of an Honest Pleasure 
mare that Randy had taken a keen 


interest in. Her pedigree was in 
vogue and Randy contacted Sylvia, 
hoping to lure her to West Virginia 
and make use of the lucrative state- 
bred program here. His argument 
was compelling and when we left to 
race in Canada I shipped the mare 
down to Randy at his farm. When 
she foaled we came south to see 
her and have been here since. 

Give me some details of your 
background in racing and early 
influences. 

I am originally from Boston, Mass., 
a well-regarded source of talented 
horsemen. 

My parents had riding and 
pleasure horses during my youth and 
at age 12,1 remember volunteering 
my services to a family friend, 

Wilbur Trafton, who had a dual 
background in Standardbreds and 
Thoroughbreds. I would sleep In 
his tack room during the summer 
months, and I learned the finer 
points of galloping horses. 

Wilbur was a sharp old guy who 
knew his way around the New 
England fair circuit. 



Growing up in the shadow of 
Suffolk Downs, my contemporaries 
included the Klesaris family, Dennis 
Manning, Ned Allard, Tim Hills and 
many more-above all my mentor 
George Handy. 

When any discussion spotiights 
the barn and its success your 
wife and crew are prominentiy 
featured. Can you expiain why? 

I met my wife in 1985 at 
Rockingham Park. She had 
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Yetsook continued 

apprenticed in Germany and 
rode all over Europe. My training 
philosophy is credited to her 
European heritage and the old 
school beliefs of patience and a 
horse's welfare comes first. 

I don't hire anyone who doesn't 
share our line of reasoning. Because 
of this practice we are blessed to 
maintain long-term employees. They 
buy into our way of life and for that 
share in the collective wealth. 

The O'Sullivan system is a 
fellowship where kindness and 
compassion are substantially 
rewarded. 

At the barn my approach is 
hands-on and that is why I try not to 
exceed 18 to 24 horses in my care. 

We conduct weekly meetings 
which include our grooms, 
hotwalkers, exercise riders, Randy 
and myself to evaluate each horse's 
physical and mental condition. 

In your opinion what impact 
has the current economy 
had on the West Virginia 
breeding industry, particuiariy 
in comparison to neighboring 
Jurisdictions? 

At O'Sullivan Farms we breed for 
quality. It is our intention to breed 
West Virginia horses so that they are 
eligible to compete anywhere. 

Randy is a master in pedigree 
analysis and one of the most detail 
oriented individuals I have had the 
pleasure of meeting. 

Due to the way we have 
positioned ourselves I do not 


anticipate any severe fallout from 
the present economic dilemma 
we are experiencing; however 
mediocrity will no longer be feasible 
for some in the industry. 

I believe at this juncture quality 
must take precedence over quantity 
if you want to survive. People 
must be realistic and not assume 
the burden of being horse poor. 
Unfortunately, I know friends and 
colleagues that have been forced 
to divest themselves of broodmares 
and stallions to remain financially 
afloat. 

I am looking forward to this year's 
crop of 2-year-olds and we have 
some special yearling prospects 
destined to venture beyond the 
state's boundaries. 

With the racing industry at the 
poiiticai, financiai and sociai 
crossroads of its existence what 
measures wouid you take to 
ensure its viabiiity? 

Today most race tracks do little 
to encourage fan loyalty, provide 
comfortable surroundings or improve 
public relations. From a racino 
perspective, Delaware Park is the 
best example I can give of a perfect 
marriage of racing and gaming. 

They don't concentrate all of their 
monies and efforts on just the slot 
customer, but have a fan friendly 
and family friendly environment. 
Nationwide racing needs to do a 
much better job of marketing their 
product. 

In today's economy the notion 
that build it and they will come may 


no longer hold true for alternative 
forms of gambling. Slots and racing 
should complement each other. 

They need to work together to 
ensure a profitable future for both 
parties. 

I know this is a ioaded question, 
but past or present do you have a 
favorite horse that you trained? 

Wow! You put me on the spot, 
but 11-year-old Confucius Say gets 
top billing. I have had him since 
his 2-year-old season and he is 
undoubtedly the smartest and most 
gifted athlete in my career. Ele is 
also as close to a human being as a 
horse could be. 

Juiie B was impressive in her 
seasonai debut. What can we 
expect from her this year as far as 
her pre-race routine and stakes 
scheduie? 

I generally try to space her races 
four to six weeks apart. Obviously, our 
main objective, like every year, is the 
Cavada (Stakes) on Breeders Classic 
night. This year there are a few prep 
races at Mountaineer Park that have 
considerable appeal and a trip out- 
of-town is not out of the question. 
Long slow gallops will keep her fit 
with an occasional three-eighths or 
half-mile breeze thrown in. 

One gentleman I must not fail 
to mention in 6-year-old Julie B's 
success is veterinarian Dr. (William) 
Riddle. 

We use him for pre-race and 
post-race examinations and make 
considerable use of his hyperbaric 
chamber. The healing qualities and 
respiratory benefits it affords are 
worth the cost. 

Hopefully, we can close out 
another successful campaign for 
Julie B and give her the opportunity 
to achieve graded stakes status. 

Besides training are there 
any other interests that you are 
invoived in? 

At present I am the liaison 
between the Charles Town HBPA 
and the race track chaplaincy. 

I am closely involved with their 
drug and alcohol programs for 
backstretch personnel; I also have 
an ongoing crusade for uniformity 
in procedures toward a national 
medication policy. 

Happy horses run well.They are 
a living breathing spiritual creature 
that competes for our pleasure and 
deserves the best of treatment in 
return.
